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AMERICA’S RACE TO VICTORY. 

America’s Race to Victory, by E. Requin (Frederick 
A. Stokes Co.: New York). This distinguished officer 
of the French army has contributed one of the sanest and 
most clearly expressed works on certain phases of the 
World War, particularly in so far as it affected the 
United States, that has yet appeared. He does not hesi- 
tate to criticize, dispassionately, some of the shortcom- 
ings of our military system, due in part, as he believes, 
to policies which have existed for years. The book con- 
tains an introduction by Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief 
of Staff, U.S.A., together with a note from Marshal 
Foch of the French army. In a foreword Colonel Re- 
quin explains that the work is “not a history of the 
war, nor even of that final period in which the Ameri- 
can Army took such a splendid part, for the moment 
has not yet come to pass judgment on the operations 
themselves.” After reviewing the military situation in 
Europe in the spring of 1917, he discusses the military 
power of the United States in the spring of that year, 
the military preparations in this country and in France, 
the situation on the western front in March, 1918, and of 
the American Army at that time; and, finally, the 
American Army in battle. Among his comments is the 
following: “In the course of preparations in the United 
States there were initiatives to be taken and decisions 
to be made which General Pershing could not always in- 
spire or dictate. In other words, the United States 
found itself obliged to hasten the work of preparation, 
the details of which could not be supervised by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the expeditionary force, for he had 
too much else to do. In this connection it may be 
pointed out that the relative inaction of the General 
Staff at Washington and the lack of military chiefs duly 
invested with indisputable authority resulted in much 
too long delays. This disadvantage was aggravated by 
a lack of close relations between the rear and the front, 
the staff officers being manifestly too little informed as 
to what their expeditionary force was doing in France.” 

In 1917, he says, it was “the lack of supreme control 
from which the American Army chiefly suffered.” Else- 
where he says: “Undoubtedly, what remained General 
Pershing’s most difficult task was the formation of the 
staff and field officers, for Regular Army officers were 
few in number and a certain time was required, even in 
their case, to bring their training up to date. In point 
of fact, it was the lack of training of the newly formed 
staff and the inexperience of the special services which 
constituted the weak point in these fine divisions. It 
must be acknowledged, however, and many French and 
British officers were agreeably surprised, that the Amer- 
ican staffs made rapid progress at the front.” The lack 
of artillery of American divisions arriving in France 
and the fact that “they received from French factories 
their artillery equipment and a large part of the other 
indispensable supplies” is mentioned also. “The fine 
results obtained by instruction at the aviation fields 
could not fail to make one deplore the lack of airplanes,” 
this when the 1918 campaign opened. In conclusion, 
answering the question, “Who won the war,” he says: 
“In pajnt of fact, we obtained our victory, all of us to- 
gether, from the day when we applied the two princi- 


ples that have dominated the whole of the World War: 
unity of command and interallied co-operation.”

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SENATE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


We give below in condensed form the essential sub- 
stance of the text of the Army Reorganization bill, S. 
3688, introduced in the Senate by Senator Wadsworth 
on Jan. 9. The bill contains nearly 28,000 words and 
its full text would fill nearly six pages of this paper: 


S. 8688, Mr. Wadsworth.—To reorganize and increase the 
efficiency of the United States Army, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted, etc., 
sist of the Army of the United States. 

Composition of the Army. 

Sec. 2. CoMPOSITION OF ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES.— 
Shall consist of the oversea garrisons, home forces, training 
forces, National Guard of the U.S., organized reserves, un- 
organized reserves; brigade, division, Army corps and Army 
headquarters; the combatant arms, Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Air Corps, Corps of Engineers, 
Signal Corps; the General Staff Corps, The Adjutant General's 
Service, Inspector General’s Service, Judge Advocate General’s 
Service, Quartermaster Service, Medical Service, Ordnance Ser- 
vice, Finance Service, Transportation Service, Construction Ser- 
vice, Chemical Warfare Service, detached officers and enlisted 
men, and Corps of Chaplains; and the following as now author- 
ized: officers and enlisted men on retired list: professors, corps 
of cadets, detachments and band of U.S. Military Academy; 
Indian Scouts, and such other officers and enlisted men as are 
now or may be hereafter provided. 

Sec. 3. The Army of the U.S. shall include a permanent and 
a@ reserve personnel; permanent shall include officers, enlisted 
men, and civilians, who shall be available for assignment to 
duties of a continuing nature which cannot be performed by 
reserve personnel; officers shall include all-persons who, on the 
date of passage of this act, held commissions or appointments 
in Regular Army, and Philippine Scouts, and such other per- 
sons eee commissioned or appointed in permanent per- 
sonnel. 

Enlisted men of permanent personnel shall include all serv- 
ing enlistment in Regular Army on passage of this act and all 
hereafter enlisted in Army of U.S. Hereafter all enlistments in 
Army of U.S. shall be for a period of three years unless sooner 
discharged. Commanders of department, Army or corps areas 
may authorize enlistment and re-enlistment for periods of one 
year, unless sooner discharged, of selected men for service solely 
in training forces of such training centers. 

Civilians of permanent personnel shall include all persons, 
other than officers and enlisted men, employed for duty with 
anv headquarters or unit of such force. 

Reserve personnel shall include reserve officers, reservists, 
and recruits; officers include all who. on passage of this act, 
held commissions or appointments in Reserve Officers’ Corps or 
in National Guard of the U.S. and such other persons hereafter 
commissioned or appointed therein. Reservists shall include all 
liable to further military training who have completed initial 
training, and all liable to military service in time of war not 
liable to training. Recruits shall include all undergoing train- 
ing in the training forces who have not completed prescribed 
periods. 

Sec. 4. THE OVERSEA GARRISONS.—Shall consist of such 
commissioned officers, enlisted men, and civilians of permanent 
personnal, including Philippine Scouts, as required for garrison 
duty outside continental limits of U.S., and shall be organized 
into such tactical units as President may direct; companies, 
battalions, and regiments of oversea garrisons shall be main- 
tained at war strength: shall not be construed to prevent as- 
signment of reserve officers, with their consent, to serve with 
the oversea forces for limited periods. 

Sec. 5. THe Home Forces.—Shall consist of such commis- 
sioned officers, enlisted men and civilians of permanent person- 
nel as required for domestic and frontier protection and minor 
expeditionary duty at all times; organized into such tactical 
units as the President may direct; companies. battalions and 
regiments of home forces, other than Coast Artillery units, shall 
be maintained at war strength; shall not be construed to pre- 
vent assignment of reserve officers, with their consent, to serve 
with home forces for limited periods. 

Sec. 6. THE TRAINING ForcEes.—Shall consist of such com- 
missioned officers, enlisted men, and civilians of permanent per- 
sonnel and such reserve officers and reservists as may consent 
to serve for limited periods under regulations to be established 
by President as shall be required to train and provide for re- 
cruits called out annually for military training, and, together 
with recruits so called out, shall be organized into such training 
units as the President may direct; shall not be construed to 
prevent assignment of permanent or reserve personnel of train- 
ing forces as President may direct in accordance with require- 
ments of service to units of National Guard of U.S. to train re- 
servists enlisted as hereinafter provided: Until system of mili- 
tary training provided shall become effective, President is au- 
thorized to organize training forces into units as he may direct 
and employ in accordance with requirements of Service. 

Sec. 7. THe NATIONAL GUARD OF THE U.S.—Shall consist 
of such commissioned officers, enlisted men, and civilians of 
permanent personnel as assigned thereto under regulations to be 
prescribed by President and of such reserve officers and reserv- 
ists as may be appointed, commissioned, or enlisted therein. 

Sec. 8. THE ORGANIZED RESERVES.—Shall consist of such 
commissioned officers, enlisted men, and civilians of the perma- 
nent personnel and such reserve officers as assigned thereto 
under regulations by President, and of all reservists, except as 
otherwise provided, who, having completed prescribed initial 
training, are liable to military service in time of war in organ- 
ized reserves. 

Sec. 9. ORGANIZATION OF ARMY OF THE U.S.—The troops 
of oversea garrisons, home forces, National Guard of U.S., and 
organized reserves shall at all times be organized as far as 
practicable into brigades, divisions, and army corps. Compa- 
nies, batteries, troops, battalions, squadrons, regiments, trains, 
and other units shall consist of such officers, enlisted men, en- 
rolled reservists or reservists, and civilians as President may 
direct. For purposes of administration, training, and tactical 
control, territory of U.S., excluding insular possessions and 
Alaska, shall be divided on a basis of military population into 
not less than twelve corps areas; each to contain at least one 
training unit, one or more divisions, and such units of Coast 
Artillery, corps and army troops, with such personnel and or- 
ganization, as President may direct. President is authorized in 
his discretion to organize all or any number of such army corps 
into armies and to group corps areas into army or department 
areas. 

Sec. 10. In initial organization of National Guard of U.S. 
and of organized reserves, names, numbers, and other designa- 
tions, flags and records of divisions and subordinate units 
thereof that served in the World War between April 6, 1917, 
and Nov. 11, 1918, shall be preserved as such as far as prac- 
ticable. Subject to approval by Secretary of War, plans for 
initial ro oy and territorial distribution of organized 
reserves shall be prepared by a committee of branch or division 
of W.D. General Staff, hereinafter provided for, charged with 
preparation of plans for national defense and mobilization of 
land forces; committee shall be composed of members of said 
branch and an equal number of veteran officers of World War 
eligible for appointment as reserve officers. Subject to general 
regulations approved by Secretary, location and designation of 
units of National Guard of U.S. and organized reserves entirely 
comprised within limits of any state or territory shall be deter- 
mined by the co: commander upon the recommendation of a 
board, majority of whom shall be veteran officers of the World 
War eligible for reserve and designated by governor of state 
or territory concerned. 


Permanent Personnel. 


Sec. 11. THe UNORGANIZED REsERVvES.—Shall consist of all 
reservists, except as otherwise provided, not assigned to organ- 
ized reserves, or not enlisted in National Guard of U.S. 

Sec. 12. COMPOSITION OF PERMANENT PERSONNEL.—Presi- 
dent is authorized to maintain following permanent personnel: 
One, the General of the Army, during the tenure of office of 
present incumbent; 20 major generals; 50 brigadier generals; 
611 colonels; 688 lieutenant colonels; 2,292 majors; 4,584 





That the land forces of the U.S. shall con-, 
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captains; 4,355 first lieutenants; and 2,752 second lieutenants; 
officers and enlisted men of Medical Service, Corps of Chap- 
lains, warrant officers, and flying cadets of Air Corps; and 
263,200 enlisted men in appropriate grades, exclusive of en- 
listed strength of Medical Service and Philippine Scouts: Be- 
ginning with fiscal year after year in which system of military 
training hereinafter provided shall have been established, total 
permanent personnel herein and hereinafter authorized shall be 
decreased, as follows: Commissioned officers, two per centum 
per annum for five successive years; enlisted men, five per cen- 
tum per annum for five successive years: Decreases shall be 
distributed proportionately among several commissioned and en- 
listed grades, and, during period of decrease vacancies occurring 
shall not be filled until decreases have been made. 

Sec. 13. WaRRANT OFFICERS.—Grade of warrant officer is 
hereby created in Army of U.S., to rank next below second lieu- 
tenant and among themselves according to date of commissions, 
and shall have pay and allowances of second lieutenant. Shall 
not be in line of promotion to higher commissioned grades and 
shall be appointed by President alone, qualifications as he may 
prescribe. Hereafter band leaders shall have rank, pay and 
allowances of warrant officers. Total number of warrant officers 
in permanent personnel shall not exceed 750, including number 
now authorized for Army mine planter service; warrant officers 
shall be entitled to retirement in case of disability incident to 
the Service, or upon completion of thirty years’ service as offi- 
cer or enlisted man in Army or Marine Corps; upon retired list 
shall receive pay and allowances of second lieutenants, retired. 

Sec. 14. GRADES OF THE ENLISTED PERSONNEL, of perma- 
nent personnel of the Army; shall consist of master sergeants, 
technical sergeants, first sergeants, staff sergeants, sergeants, 
corporals, privates (first class), and privates. Numbers of men 
of each of grades herein provided shall be approximately equal 
to, but not exceed, following percentages of total permanent per- 
sonnel; master sergeants, 1 per centum; technical sergeants, 
1.4; first sergeants, 1.6; staff sergeants, 3; sergeants, 6; cor- 
porals, 14; privates (first class), 25; privates, 48. 

Sec. 15. Pay AND RATINGS OF ENLISTED PERSONNEL.— 
Base or initial monthly pay shall be as follows: Master ser- 
geants, $100; technical sergeants, $75; first sergeants, $75; 
staff sergeants, $60; sergeants, $50; corporals, $40; privates 
(first class), $30; privates, $25. Enlisted men shall receive 
increase of 10 per cent. of initial pay for eacli five years of 
service, not to exceed total of 40 per cent., and all service in 
Army, or by existing law held equivalent of Army service, shall 
be counted. Payment of bonus for re-enlistment and continuous 
service is repealed. Increase of pay for foreign service of en- 
listed men shall accrue as by existing law, except it shall accrue 
on all amounts due as pay, as distinguished from allowances, 
bonuses, or gratuities. a 

For adequate compensation to enlisted men for specialized 
work eee | no exercise of military authority, there is cre- 
ated a class of specialists, six ratings, with extra monthly pay, 
as follows: First rating, $30; second, $25; third, $20; fourth, 
$15; fifth, $10; sixth, $5. Number rated as specialists shall not 
exceed 23 per cent. of permanent personnel; number who may 
be rated shall approximate but not exceed following percentages 
of permanent personnel: First rating, six-tenths of 1 per cent.; 
second, 1.1. per cent.; third, 3.6; fourth, 3.7; fifth, 4; sixtb, 
12. No enlisted man may be rated for extra pay as a specialist 
unless he be in grade of private, first class, or private; payment 
of what is known as extra pay or extra duty pay is repealed; 
additional pay for gun commanders, plotters, casemate electri- 
cians, and other rated men, in Coast Artillery; for aviation and 
balloon mechanicians, and for flying status in Air Corps; for 
proficiency in gunnery, marksmanship, and for award of a dec- 
oration; and for telegrapher ratings, Signal Corps, shall be 
computed and paid as now provided; special ratings and addi- 
tional pay now provided by law for gun commanders in the 
Coast Artillery shall be authorized for chiefs of sections of fir- 
ing batteries in Field Artillery. All enlisted men on retired list 
shall be regraded by reassigning each in grade herein created 
into whieh his former retired grade has been incorporated; re- 
tired pay thereafter to be computed upon rates for pay of 
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‘grades. Regulations covering appointments, promotions, demo- 
‘tions, and apportionment in grades and specialists’ ratings to 
arms, corps, departments, or services shall be prescribed by 
President. Provisions of Secs. 14 and 15 of this act shall be- 
come effective July 1, 1920. - 

Sec. 16. ASSIGNMENT OF THE PERMANENT PERSONNEL 
authorized in Sec. 12 shall be by the President to combatant 
arms, corps, and services as hereinafter prescribed. President 
is authorized, in accordance with requirements of the Service, 
except when otherwise specifically prescribed in act, to increase 
or to decrease number of officers, enlisted men, or civilians of 
permanent personnel herein provided for any arm, corps, or 
service; that no arm, corps, or service shall be so decreased by 
more than 20 per cent. As soon as practicable after the officers 
of permanent personnel have been assigned, officers assigned to 
arms, corps, or services, and not commissioned therein, shall, 
with their consent, be recommissioned in arm, corps, or service 
to which assigned, and thereafter all officers shall, upon initial 
entry into the Service, be commissioned in arm, corps, or ser- 
vice to which they are assigned: Provided, nothing herein con- 
tained shall operate to prevent assignment in accordance with 
requirements of the Service, or transfer of officers, with their 
consent or upon their own application, from any arm, corps, or 
service, to any other arm, corps, or service, under regulations 
to be prescribed by President. In time of peace no officer shall 
be detailed as a member of General Staff Corps unless he shall 
have served at least two of preceding seven years in actual 
command of a unit appropriate to his rank of combatant arms, 
and all officers below grade of brigadier general assigned to a 
service or services shall perform duty with one or more units of 
combatant arms for at least one year in every period of six con- 
secutive years. For the purpose of determining periods of 
“actual command or duty” no deductions shall be made for 
leaves of absence not exceeding thirty days, short periods of 
sickness, or for necessary and usual assignments on detached 
:duty for periods not exceeding thirty days. All duty performed 
‘between April 6, 1917, and June 30, 1919, inclusive, shall be 
regarded as satisfying the aforesaid requirements of “actual 
‘command or duty” with units of combatant arms: Provided, 
that Secretary of War shall report annually to Congress num- 
ibers and grades of officers, enlisted men, and civilians of per- 
imanent personnel and their assignments. 

Sec. 17. Tue INFANTRY.—Permanent personnel shall con- 
‘sist of one Chief of Infantry, rank of major general, and 5,000 
officers and 94,000 enlisted men, in their appropriate grades, 
‘all of whom shall be detailed or assigned from permanent per- 
‘sonnel as provided for in this act. Reserve personnel shall 
conisist of all reserve officers and reservists of organized re- 
serves and National Guard of U.S. assigned to Infantry units 
as provided. Tank Corps shall be merged with and form a part 
of the Infantry. 

Src. 18. THe CavALRyY.—One Chief of Cavalry, rank of 
major general, and 750 officers and 14,000 enlisted men, etc. 
Reserve (same as for Infantry). 

Sec. 19. THE Frenp ARTILLERY.—One Chief of Field Artil- 
lery, rank of major general, and 2,200 officers and 39,000 
enlisted men, etc. Reserve (same as for Infantry). 

Src. 20. THe Coast ARTILLERY CorPs.—One Chief of Coast 
Artillery, rank of major general, and 1,050 officers and 28,000 
enlisted men, etc. Reserve (same as for Infantry). 

Sec. 21. Tuer Arr Corps.—One Chief of Air Corps, rank of 
major general and 1,550 officers and 21,000 enlisted men, ete. 
Reserve (same as for Infantry). Provided, that provisions of 


existing law authorizing enlistment or appointment of aviation 
students as flying cadets in Air Service are hereby extended and 
made applicable to Air Corps; that 
ahall not at any time exceed 2,500.

Such duties as now re- 
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quired to be performed by officers of Air Service shall hereafter 
be performed by such officers of Air Corps as Secretary of War 
may designate for the purpose. 

Sec. 22. Corps OF ENGINEERS.—One Chief of Engineers, 
rank of major general and 1,100 officers and 16,000 enlisted 
men, etc. Reserve (same as for Infantry). 

Sec, 23. THE SIGNAL Corps.—One Chief Signal Officer, rank 
of major general and 400 officers and 5,000 enlisted men, etc. 
Reserve (same as for Infantry). 


The General Staff. 


Sec. 24, THE GENERAL Starr Corps.—Shall consist of 
War Department General Staff and General Staff with troops. 
Except in time of actual or threatened hostilities, all officers de- 
tailed in General Staff Corps shall be detailed therein from 
Army of the U.S. for periods of four years, subject to provi- 
sions of this act, unless sooner relieved; no officer shall be so 
detailed unless he shall appear on General Staff eligible list 
hereinafter provided; officers serving as members of G.S.C. 
upon passage of this act not eligible for detail to G.S.C. under 
provisions of this section may, at discretion of Secretary of 
War, be retained on such duty until expiration of their present 
details. Secretary of War shall cause to be prepared and pub- 
lished a list of officers eligible for duty as G.S. officers with 
troops, and hereafter no officer shall be detailed to G.S.C. unless 
his name appears on said eligible list. Initial eligible list shall 
be prepared by a board consisting of the General of the Army, 
commandant of G.S. College, and commandant of G.S. School; 
shall select and report names of all officers of following classes 
recommended by them as qualified by education, practical mili- 
tary experience and character for duty as G.S. officers with 
troops: (a) Those officers graduated from Army Staff College 
or Army War College prior to July 1, 1917, who upon gradua- 
tion were specifically recommended for duty as commander or 
chief of staff of a division or higher tactical unit or for detail 
in G.S.C.; (b) those who, since April 6, 1917, have demon- 
strated by actual service in war are qualified for duty as com- 
mander or chief of staff of a division or higher unit, or as chief 
of a major subdivision of General Staff of an army corps or 
higher unit. Initial eligible list shall be revised annually by 
board consisting of senior general officer on active list, com- 
mandants of G.S. College and School; no officer shall be added 
to initial list unless upon graduation from G.S. School has been 
specially recommended as qualified for duty as a G.S. officer 
with troops; whenever any G.S. eligible, including initial list, 
is classified below class A by board provided in Sec. 43, his 
name shall forthwith be dropped from the list of G.S. eligibles. 

The War Department General Staff shall consist of one Chief 
of Staff, selected by President from Army of U.S., and 100 offi- 
cers detailed from eligibles in grades not below captain; in 
event of selection of a Chief of Staff whose grade is below 
major general, that officer, in time .of peace, shall hold ex-officio 
rank of major general during continuance in office; during in- 
cumbency of the General of the Army on active list, that officer 
shall exercise the powers and perform the functions assigned 
by law to the Chief of Staff. In event of assignment of General 
of the Army to command of troops in war powers and functions 
assigned to Chief of Staff shall be exercised by an Acting Chief 
of Staff selected by President from Army of U.S. 

The general staff with troops shall consist of number of gen- 
eral officers, colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, and captains, 
detailed from General Staff eligibles in corresponding grades in 
Army of U.S., and such enlisted men or reservists as necessary 
to perform general staff duties of headquarters of various terri- 
torial departments, armies, army corps, and divisions and as 
military attachés abroad; in time of peace number of officers of 
general staff with troops detailed for duty with headquarters of 
tactical and territorial commands shall not exceed following: 
For a division, flve; for an army corps, twelve; for an army or 
territorial department, nineteen; not less than twenty-five per 
cent. of authorized strength of War Dept. G.S. and G.S. with 
troops shall consist of reserve officers eligible, and who, with 
their consent, may be ordered into active service and shall be 
distributed among and shall serve in all divisions, branches, or 
sections of G.S.C. When number of G.S. eligibles in Army of 
U.S. is not sufficient te fill necessary details in W.D. G.S. and 
in G.S. with troops, selected officers of permanent and reserve 
personnel in aforesaid proportions may be detailed thereto as 
acting G.S. officers; reserve officers not generally qualified for 
eligible list, but who since April 6, 1917, have efficiently per- 
formed special duties as members of a branch or division of 
G.S., or as assistants therein, may be enrolled as reserve G.S. 
officers for assignment to G.S. for such kind of special duty. 

Sec. 25. Duties oF GENERAL STAFF.—Shall be to prepare 
plans for national defense and use of military forces, both sep- 
arately and in conjunction with naval forces, and for mobiliza- 
tion of manhood of nation and its material resources in an 
emergency; to investigate and report upon all questions affecting 
efficiency of Army and its state of preparation for military 
operations; and to render professional aid and assistance to 
Secretary of War and Chief of Staff. Duties of G.S. with troops 
shall be to render professional. aid and assistance to their com- 
manding generals; and to act as their agents in co-ordinating 
plans, duties and operations. 

Sec. 26. Duties or CHIEF OF StTAFF.—Shall preside over 
the W.D. General Staff and, under direction of President, or of 
Secretary of War under direction of President, shall cause to 
be made plans for recruiting, organizing, supplying, equipping, 
mobilizing, training and demobilizing Army of U.S. and for use 
of military forces for national defense. He shall forward to 
Secretary of War plans and recommendations by W.D. G.S. and 
advise him in writing thereto; upon approval of plans by Secre- 
tary, he shall act as agent of Secretary in carrying same into 
effect, and shall supervise all arms, corps, and services of the 
Military Establishment in such manner as to secure harmonious 
action. Whenever any plan involving legislation affecting na- 
tional defense or reorganization of Army is presented by Secre- 
tary of War Congress, or its committees, same shall be accom- 
nied, when not incompatible With public interest, by a study pre- 
pared in appropriate division of W.D. G.S., including comments 
and recommendations, for or against by it, by Secretary of War, 
Chief of Staff, or individual officers of the division in which 
plan was prepared. 

Sec. 27. THE UNDERSECRETARY OF WaR.—There shall be in 
the Department of War the office of Undersecretary of War; 
shall be appointed by President by and with advice and consent 
of Senate; salary $10,000 a year; in absence of Secretary shall 
become Acting Secretary of War and exercise all powers and 
duties of Secretary. He shall be charged for the Secretary 
under regulations approved by Secretary after consideration in 
War Council hereinafter provided, with direction of procure- 
ment of all munitions, commodities, supplies, and equipment 
for Department of War and Army. Shall exercise such super-

THE CONSTRUCTION SeRviIcE.—Is hereby estab- 
lished; shall be charged with construction, maintenance, and 
repair of all buildings, structures (other than fortifications), 
and utilities, and preparation of plans therefor in accordance 
with requirements of several arms, corps, and services of Army 
of U.S., and with operation of such utilities as President may 
direct, and with acquirement of real estate and issuance of 
licenses in connection with military reservations under juris- 
diction of the War Department. One Chief of Construction, 
rank of brigadier general, 200 officers, second lieutenant to 
colonel, inclusive, 6,000 enlisted men; reserve officers and re- 
servists. 

Sec. 38. THE CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE.—One Chief of 
Chemical Warfare, rank of brigadier general, 125 officers, sec- 
ond lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, 1,200 enlisted men; reserve 
officers and reservists. 

Sec. 39. THE DETACHED OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN.— 
Shall consist of not to exceed 1,800 officers, colonel to first lieu- 
tenant, inclusive, all of whom shall be assigned from permanent 
personnel and shall be available for any lawful duty or assign- 
ment not otherwise specifically provided for in this act. De- 
tached enlisted men, not to exceed 25,000, in appropriate grades, 
including unassigned recruits; shall be available for any lawful 
duty,ete.

Vacancies remaining or hereafter occurring shall be 
filed by appointment, in grade of first lieutenant, of persons 
duly accredited by some religious denomination or organization, 
and of good standing therein, between ages twenty-three and 
thirty-five, subject to examination prescribed by President. 
Hereafter chaplains shall be promoted, if in class A, to captain 
upon five years’ service, to major fourteen years’, to lieutenant 
colonel twenty years’, to colonel twenty-six years’; in computing 
length of service of chaplains for eligibility for promotion, they

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COMMENT ON THE SENATE ARMY BILL. 
The text of the Senate Army Reorganization bill, 8. 
3688, is noted on pages 594-on. 
SENATE’S CHIEF OF STAFF PROVISO. 


Sec. 24 of thle Army Reorganization bill, introduced in 
the Senate by Chairman Wadsworth, of the Committee 
on Military Affairs on Jan. 9, provides: “That during 
the incumbency of the General of the Army on the active 
list that officer shall exercise the powers and perform the 
functions assigned by law to the Chief of Staff.” If 
this portion of the bill becomes law it will mean that on 
the passage of the bill General Pershing automatically 
becomes the Chief of Staff and will serve in that office 
until his retirement or death. This provision was not 
in the tentative draft of the bill when the committee 
issued its résumé on Jan. 3, and it is reported it was 
inserted at the last minute on Jan. 8 and only after a 
spirited discussion among the sub-committee members. 
Chairman Wadsworth strenuously opposed interfering 
with the President’s prerogative in appointing the Chief 
of Staff, but his opposition was fruitless and a compro- 
mise resulted by which the provision was included. The 
members of this sub-committee, besides Chairman Wads- 
worth, are Senators Sutherland, New, Frelinghuysen, 
Chamberlain, Thomas, Fletcher, Johnson and Lenroot. 


SENATE BILL PROMOTION LIST PLEASES. 


Almost unanimous satisfaction was expressed and the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs was warmly 
praised at the War Department by officers on duty in 
the General Staff and Adjutant General branches over 
Sec. 43 of the Senate bill on Army reorganization, which 
provides a “promotion list for officers of the permanent 
personnel other than officers of the Medical Service and 
chaplains.” Selection for the Army has been very effec- 
tually buried, they are reasonably sure, and with this 
provision made law, they assert, there will be an im- 
mediate and gratifying increase in the morale of the 
commissioned personnel, who have had the danger of 
promotion by selection hanging over them for nearly a 
year. In connection with the defeat of the selective sys- 
tem, in the face of the strongest recommendations from 
the highest sources for its adoption, the officers on duty 
in Washington are not chary in complimentary tributes 
to what they term “valiant and consistent fight against 
selection” persistently carried on by the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 

One high ranking officer, known to voice the sentiment 
of a majority of the officers in his arm, said that “al- 
though this bill is positively the best ever written from a 
Regular Army point of view in its provisions affecting 
the Regular Establishment, what will please the officers 
more than any one provision is that for the promotion 
list, for it is, as the bill states, a ‘basis of an equitable 
and uniform system.’ The single list arranged accord- 
ing to length of total active commissioned service, the 
classification of officers into groups fit for promotion, un- 
_ fit for immediate promotion, and inefficient, who shall be 
eliminated or retired, provides promotion by seniority in 
its most approved form and is as nearly perfect as long 
study of the. promotion question shows. This is the sys- 
tem which has been endorsed by ninety per cent. of the 
officers of the Regular Army for many years. If the 
provision in the Senate bill remains unchanged, and ap- 
proximately the same provision is contained in the House 
bill, it will bring more happiness to the commissioned 
personnel of the Regular Army than any legislation en- 
acted in fifty years. This assurance of a square deal 
seniority rule for promotion, coupled with the repeal of 


existing laws providing for examination of officers for 
promotion, the equitable, fair and yet elastic provision 
for appointment of emergéncy officérs to permanent 
grades, are steps forward one could net have looked for a 
year ago as being possible of attainment. If enacted as 
they stand by this Congress, the Regular Army will have 
reason to believe that at last it-is appreciated and that 
its valiant service in the World War was not forgotten 
particularly in face of the very active post-war propa- 
ganda and other activities in Washington and elsewhere 
which were intended to place the Army in a bad light. 
Should there come, at least, a temporary adjustment of 
pay to alleviate the real distress suffered in the Service, 
coupled with this enlightened legislation the Army’s 
‘cup’ would surely be running over.” 
THE UNDERSECRETARY OF WAR. 


The growing tendency among our Army legislators to 
introduce purely British titles into our military lan- 
guage is shown by the introduction of the title of Under- 
secretary of War, in place of the ‘long established title 
of Assistant Secretary, in the Senate Army Reorganiza- 
tion bill. Sec. 27 is devoted to the Undersecretary of 
War, this official to assimilate the duties of a director of 


munitions, commodities, supplies and equipment for the , 


War Department and the Army, under regulations ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War “after consideration in 
the War Council.” The War Council, which is a new 
feature in the bill, is to be composed of the Undersecre- 
tary of War and the Chief of Staff. It is to meet with 
and advise the Secretary of War upon. policies affecting 
both the military and munitions problems of the War 
Department.” .The bill further states; “Every question 
of policy affecting both the military and munitions prob- 
lems shall be presented to the Secretary of War in the 
War Council and the decision of the Secretary of War, 
with reference to such questions of policy after consid- 
eration of the several recommendations thereon by the 
Undersecrtary of War and Chief of Staff, shall consti- 
tute the policy of the War Department with reference 
thereto.” In the event “of differences of opinion be- 
tween the Undersecretary of War and the Chief of Staff 
each shall present his recommendation and reason in the 
presence of the other”’—presumably before the Secre- 
tary of War, though the bill does not say so. But why 
an Undersecretary? “Assistant” is a good English 
word~that fully describes one holding a subordinate 
auxiliary place, office or rank. For seven generations 
this country has got along with assistants, so why ape 
the British, who borrowed the word from the German? 
If we must borrow, why not go the full distance and use 
“Unter-Secretir” ? 


PAY REVISION IN SENATE ARMY BILL. 


Many Army officers on duty in Washington have ex- 
pressed concern over Sec. 15 in the Senate Army re- 
organization bill (S. 3688) which provides for a new 
basis of pay for the enlisted personnel. The provision 
increasing the pay of the non-commissioned officers and 
providing for an increase to privates and privates, first 
class, who may win special ratings, is approved by high 
ranking officers, but they believe that if the pay of the 
privates, who since the period of emergency have been 
receiving $30 a month, is reduced five dollars and placed 
at $25 monthly, a lowering of the morale of the troops 
will follow. It is to be recalled, Army officers state, 
that following the rumor last spring, when it was said 
the Army pay for the enlisted personnel would revert 
back to pre-war basis many of the enlisted men immedi- 
ately became aroused and voiced their objections. For a 
period recruiting for the Regular Establishment fell off 
and not until the War Department denied the rumor did 
recruiting speed up again. 

It is well known that many recruiting officers have 
been enlisting men on the strength of War Department 
opinion that the Army pay would always remain at $30 
a month and above. This is little enough to pay the 
privates in the Service, who constitute the backbone of 
the enlisted personnel, they state. Since it has been gen- 
erally understood throughout the country that the pay 
would not be lowered and because thousands of men, 
many of them veterans of the World War, enlisted with 
that understanding, officers are anxious over Sec. 15. 
While the bill states that twenty-five per cent. of the en- 
listed personnel shall be privates, first class, at $30, and 
it is maintained by some officers that a private on a 
three-year contract who cannot make the first class 
grade within a year is of little value to the Service, offi- 
cers who have had experience on recruiting duty declare 
that the average man in the ranks looks only at figures. 
The $25 base pay for privates looks to the private like a 
reduction of five dollars. That is all he sees, and his 
aversion to a setback, as he sees it, is instantly aroused 
and firmly rooted. Examples of how he may win a spe- 
cialist’s rating with additional emolument, secure promo- 
tion to the grade of corporal, sergeant, etc., are practi- 
cally useles, say these officers, because the average private 
thinks only of the immediate rewards of his services. His 
resentment will be stirred and the ensuing dissatisfac- 
tion and discontent will shatter morale so that it would 
require superhuman effort to restore it and bring back 
to the ranks the feeling of a “happy Army.” 

It should not be forgotten in this connection, however, 
that the present base pay of a private on his first en- 
listment is $15 a month, the increase of $15 being pro- 
vided by the Selective Service Act of May 16, 1917, to 
continue “until the termination of the emergency” this 
provision being continued in the Army Appropriation 
Act for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920. The Sen-

first enlistment $10 a month. Moreover there is a fur-— 
ther proviso in the Selective Service Act which reads: 
“Those whose base pay is $24, an increase of $12 a 
month.” Could we infer from this that a private re 
ceiving $25 on his first enlistment as base pay umder the 
new Iaw would actually receive $37 a month? Sisxce our 
relations with Germany are still those of the, armistige 
cénditions the emergency continues, and emergeney pay 
will have to continue unless some proviso is writen into 
the Senate bill taking care of this situatien # the extent 
of the power of Congress. If the Recruiting Service bes 
been stating that the pay of a priyate on his first eplist- 
ment is $30 a month fos the term of enlistment it would 
appear incumbent on Congress to see to it taat this under- 
standing is carried out. Unless the War Depsrtmeat con- 
strues the language ef the Army Appropriation Aet of 
July 11, 1919, to “eontinue in force” the paorvisions of 
the Selective Service Act, regarding the increase of pay 
for the emergency, as being for tte term of enlistment, it 
is obviously uafair to tell recruits that their pay is $30" 
a month, if the emergency increase of $15 is to discon- 
tine with the termination of the emergency or at the 
end of the present fiscal year.

The Treaty of Versailles between Germany and the 
Allied Powers that have ratified the treaty went into 
effect at Paris on Jan. 10, when the representatives of 
the fourteen powers deposited their certificates of ratifi- 
cation and signed the procés-verbal which put the 
into effect. In addition to the representatives who 
the treaty for Germany there were present the Premiers 
and Foreign Ministers of Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, Bolivia, Brazil, Guatemala, Panama, 
Peru, Poland, Siam, Ozecho-Slovakia and Uruguay, who 
signed the document for their respective countries. The 
United States, China, Greece and Rumania, not having | 
ratified the treaty with Germany, did not sign. Before | 
this cermeony the representatives of Germany and of 
France, England, Italy and Japan had met in the office 
of the French Foreign Minister and the German envoys 
had signed the protocol binding their country to pay for 
the sinking of the German fleet in Scapa Flow and to 
carry out the unfulfilled terms of the armistice. With 
the signing of the Treaty of Versailles the League of 
Nations comes into effect and President Wilson on Jan, 
12 issued the call for the first meeting of the Council of 
the League of Nations which was to be held on Jan. 16. 
The call, which was very brief, was issued by the Presi- 
dent in accord with the terms of the treaty. The United 
States will not be represented at the meeting of the 
Council, which is expected to provide for the setting up 
of a number of commissions immediate creation of which 
to carry out certain provisions of the treaty is manda- 
tory. On receipt of the news of the signing of the treaty 
the State Department on Jan. 10 issued a formal state- 
ment, the pertinent part of which reads: “Inasmuch as 
the United States has not ratified the treaty, it is the 
position of this Government that the armistice continues 
in full force and effect between the United States and 
Germany, and that accordingly the provisions of the 
armistice of Nov. 11, 1918, as well as the provisions of 
the extensions of that agreement, remain binding on 
these two nations. Notice of this was given to the Ger 
mafi government by the United States.”

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INSPECTOR-INSTRUCTORS FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 

Great interest is now being shown in the development 
of the National Guard, says’a statement issued on Jan. 
14 from the offiee of the Chief of the Militia Bureau. It 
continues: “Before the war the maxinum number of 
officers detailed as inspector-instructors with the Na- 
tional Guard was 117. The National Guard then consti- 
tuted a force of over 129,000 men. Under the provisions 
of Sec. 36, National Defense Act, 1,000 sergeant-instrue- 
tors are available for detail with the National Guard 
when the National Guard reaches a figure of 800 per 
Congressman, or 424,000 men. At the present time the 
National Guard has a little over 35,000 enlisted person- 
nel, and there are fifty-two Regular Army officers acting 
as inspector-instructors and 147 as sergeant-instructors 
for the force as now organized. Under the provisions of - 








the Act of June 3, 1916, there should be on duty with 


the National Guard when the National Guard reaches 
800 per Congressman, 417 officers and 1,000 sergeant- 
instructors. Major Gen. J. MclI. Carter, G.S., U.S.A, 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, believes that the Regular 
Service is meeting its obligations toward the National 
Guard at the present time more nearly than the citizeng 
are meeting theirs in the support of the National Guard, 
On Jan. 1, 1920, 52 National Guard inspector-instructors 
had reported for duty as follows: Infantry 36, Cavalry 
7, Field Artillery 2, Coast Artillery Corps 1, and Medi- 
enl Corps 6. The number requested is 55. A total of 147 
sergeant-instructors had reported for duty as follows: 
Infantry 95, Cavalry 19, Field Artillery 3, Coast Artil- 
lery Corps 4, Medical Corps 2, Signal Corps 1, and 
Quartermaster Corps 23. The number requested was

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HISTORICAL RECORDS OF THE WAR: 
Work and Status of Historical Branch. 

The Historical Branch of ‘the War Plans Division, 
General Staff, will concentrate its efforts at present on 
the history of the World War, with a view to its early 
completion and issuance to the Army, according to an 
announcement from the office of the Chief of Staff. Re- 
search and study relating to other operations are to be 
regarded as exceptional and of secondary importance and 
should, therefore, normally be performed by other agen- 
cies of the War Department. The status of the Histori- 
eal Branch in the matter of records will not be definitely 
determined until after the enactment of pend'ng legisla- 
tion looking to the reorganization of the Military Estab- 
lishment. In the meantime, the Historical Branch will 
not be considered as an office of record. For the purpose 
of research and study it may obtain, for temporary use, 
papers on file in the various agencies of the War Depart- 
ment which are at present recognized as offices of record ; 
these papers and documents will be returned for file te 
the office from which obtained, after having served their 
purpose in the Historical Branch. No change is con- 
templated at present in regulations prescribing the pro- 
cedure with respect to the disposition and preservation 
of records. Original- muster rolis and monthly returne 
containing records ‘of events of all units are on file in 
The Adjutant General's Office and at the disposa! of the 
Histerical Branch, as indicated above. 


Histories of Organizations to be Compiled. 
The Secretary of War. directs: that there be published 
a circular inviting attention of a]l concerned to Par. 84, 
Comp. of Orders, which requires the preparation of his- 
torical records and histories of organizations. '-Upan ap- 
plication ‘to The Adjutant General, specific information 
that maybe of record in the War Department_er other 
sources from which it may be obtained, will be fur- 
nished for the preparation of such histories and when 
copies of the histories are received in the War Depart- 
ment, if the Mss. contain complete references to the au- 
thorities used for material statement, obvious érrérs’ or 
omissions will be corrected or supplied. With the above- 
mentioned history as a basis, and for the purpose of pro- 
moting esprit de corps throughout the military service, 
commanding officers are hereby required to have deliv 
ered to their commands, on appropriate occasions, tails 
on their organizations in which there will be set forth 
the principal historical events with which the organiza- 
tions have been connected since their inception. As 
soon as an appropriate formal occasion arises, an’ ex- 
planation of the organization’s history will be made te 
all new men joining and they will be shown in what 
manner they are expected to carry on organizational tra- 
ditions. Effort should be made to procure photographs 
of officers and enlisted men who distinguished themselves 
in an organization or who have since been distinguished 
by promotion or atherwise, to perpetuate the memory 
and deeds of such persons. ~ 

Anniversaries of Historic Days. 

There will be prepared in each company or similar 
ief ch history a calendar 
in which will be noted the days which are anniversaries 
of dates on which any of the present or past members of 
the company distinguished themselves. On especially 
appropriate days, the company commander or other :com- 
missioned officer of. the company will read to the com- 
pany 2 brief outline of the event for which the day is 
commemorated in its history. The commanding officer 
of each regiment 6r similar separate special service or- 
ganization will select a day in the calendar year, which 
will be designated as regimental or separate organization 
day.

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COMPTROLLER'S DECISIONS. 

Ordnance Officer Not a Commander of Props. 

In affirming a disallowance made by the Auditor in 
connection with a claim made by a lieutenant in the 
Army for higher command pay, the Comptroller states 
that this officer was assigned to duty as ordnance offi- 
cer of the 347th Field Artillery Regiment, the tables of 
organization providing for “one captain, Ordnance, with 
a regiment of Field Artillery.” In his decisien the 
Comptroller declares that “the Ordnance Department 
belongs: to the staff and not to the line of the Army; 
therefore, in the present case the claimant, while sery- 
ing as ordnance officer, was serving as a staff officer 
and . . . did not exercise a command within the 
meaning of the act which deals with pay for exercising 
a higher command than that pertaining to the grade 
held by the officer who exercises said command.” 


Coast Guard Commutation of Quarters. 


A captain in the U.S. Coast Guard made a claim for 
commutation of quarters, heat and light for the period 
between Sept. 23 and Oct. 13, 1919, during which time 
he was on duty at Coast Guard headquarters, Washing- 
ton, D.C. The officer in question was on sea duty up te 
Sept. 23 andy~according to the regulations of his Ser- 
vice, his subsequent duty at headquarters was designated 
as temporary. On completion of his duty at Washington 
he proceeded to Astoria, Ore., to join a Coast Guard cut- 
ter for duty. By reason of the assimilation of their al- 
lowances with the’commissionet officer of the Army, cone 
missioned officers of the Coast Guard are entitled to 
commutation of quarters, heat and light. Former de- 
cisions of the Comptroller, cited in the instant case, hold 
that Army officers “art éntitled to commutation of quar- 
ters for -dependents while traveling en ‘route -from. field 
duty in France to field duty in the United States; also 
that a Navy officer ordered from sea duty (field duty) to 
other sea’ duty with intervening temporary duty ashore 
is entitledto' conimttation ‘of quarters while. thus chazg- 
ing regular- stations, ‘Phe. principle on which-said: bold- 
ings were based ig that the officer js simpJy. changing 
from™’one ‘regilar duty to another regular duty ard lis 
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should be considered as constructively in such status 
during the time he is changing stations, this status to 
be determined by his orders. In the case of the Coast 
Guard captain he was detached from duty ona ship 
(field duty) and assigned to headquarters, which was 
not field duty. The previous decisions quoted do not 
apply to this situation nor to his changing from duty at 
headquarters to the cutter at Astoria since his station at 
headquarters was not field duty. Another previous de- 
cision, however, gives to an officer on duty at a station 
and ordered to field duty the right to commutation of 
quarters for his dependents commencing the day after 
the date of his departure from his old station. There- 
fore the Coast Guard captain is entitled to this commu- 
tation from the next day after his departure from Wash- 
ington to join the cutter at Astoria, but not for the time 
he spent on duty at headquarters. 
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ARMISTICE DAY A.E.F. OPERATIONS. 
General Pershing Denies They Were Unnecessary. 
Following charges made on Jan. 8 before a sub-com- 

mittee of the House Committee on Military Affairs by 
John H. Sherburne, formerly brigadier general com- 
manding the Artillery Brigade of the 92d Division, that 
the lives of American troops were needlessly sacrificed 
on the morning of the day the armistice went into effect; 
there was made public in* Washington on Jan. 10 by 
Representative Fuller a letter from Gen. John J. Per- 
shing to the Massachusetts Congressman denying such 
charges in detail. In addition to stating that the lives 
of American soldiers were needlessly sacrificed on 
armistice day Mr. Sherburne had criticized what he re- 
ferred to inelegantly as the “General Staff gang” at 
Chaumont, specifically mentioning a “dominating trium- 
virate.” He also stated that corps, division and brigade 
commanders stood in such “piteous fear” of General 
Headquarters at Chaumont that they did not dare to re- 
voke the orders affecting the continuance of fighting on 
the morning of Nov. 11, 1918. 

The letter from General Pershing to Representative 
Fuller was written by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
A.E.F. on Noy. 21, 1919, and is in answer to charges 
made in a letter to Mr. Fuller written by George K. 
Livermore, of Winchester, Mass., formerly captain and 
operations officer of the 167th Field Artillery Brigade, 
92d Division. Mr. Fuller stated that he made the letter 

ublic-in view of the charges made by Mr. Sherburne be- 
‘ore the House sub-committee. General Pershing’s letter 
reads: 

Foch’s Order to Keep Up Attacks. 


“I had no knowledge before six a.m. Nov. 11 that the 
armistice rad been signed and that firing was to cease at 

eleven a.m. Nov. 11. The armistice, effective at eleven 
a.m., Noy. 11, was not signed until five a.m., Nov. 11, 
hence the information which Captain Livermore states 
he received about midnight of Nov. 10 was only a rumor, 
although that rumor proved to be correct. 

“For several days prior to Noy. 11 false rumors of the 
signing of an armistice were prevalent in all“the armies. 
You may recall that at least one of these rumors even 
reached ‘the United States and that Nov. 7, I think, was 
made a-day of celebration on account of a false report. 
All armies took steps to correct these rumors and at 
8:45 p.m., Noy. 9, the following telegram. was received 
by me from Marsha: Foch: “The enemy, disorganized by 
our repeated attacks, is withdrawing along the whole 
front. It is important to maintain and hasten our action, 
I appeal to the energy and initiative of the commanders- 
in-chief and their armies to secure decisive results.’ All 
the Allied commanders received similar telegrams from 
Marshal Foch. 

“Neither British nor French headquarters ordered 
firing to cease prior to the going into effect of the armis- 
tice; that is, at eleven a.m., Nov. 11, and in general 
firing by all the Allies and by the enemy continued on 
the whole front from Switzerland to the sea until that 
hour. In places the firing died away prior to eleven a.m., 
and in a few places firing continued until after that hour. 

“The 92d Division, astride the Moselle, attacked at 
seven a.m., Nov. 10, and at five a.m., Nov. 11, advanced 
a short distance, but the troops had retired to cover in 
the face of repeated heavy fire, when the commander of 
the attacking brigade received information at 7:18 a.m. 
that an armistice would be effective at eleven a.m. The 
brigade commander reports that he ordered all firing 
stopped by 10 ;45 a.m., and that the firing was so stopped. 
The casualty records show that on Nov. 11 the Divi- 
sion lost sevegteen killed and 286 wounded, of whom 
ninety-nine were gassed. The casualty records of the 
marines show that their losses on Noy. 11 were nine 
killed and 172 wounded. The attack of the 92d Division 
on Noy. 10 continued at five a.m. on the morning of the 
11th, was not a preliminary to the proposed attack of 
Nov. 14. ‘ 

“Captain Livermore states: ‘Another point of interest 
in this matter is the fact that the 92d Division was 
operative under orders to advance along the Moselle 
while the French on its right flank were ordered to mark 
time until the 14th—the French well knowing that the 
chances strongly favored a termination of hostilities be- 
fore that date. If the French worked on that basis why 
couldn’t the American command have done as much?’ 


General Plan of Attack. 

“From July 15-to the armistice the Allies attacked in 
accordance with a general plan, This plan contemplated 
attacks from just east of the Moselle to the sea. From 
a point just east of the Moselle to Switzerland the Al- 
lies were unable, prior to the armistice, to concentrate 
the necessary means for the attack. Thus the French 
troops holding the lines east of.the Moselle took no part 
in the reduction of the St. Mihiel salient or the subse- 
quent operations of the 2d Army. 

“Barly in November the Allied commander-in-chief de- 
cided that the Allies were in a position to concentrate 
sufficient troops for an attack east of the Moselle, These 

lans called for the employment of approximately twenty 
eth division, supported on the left by six American 
divisions. On Nov. 11 the necessary movements of con- 
centration of both French and American troops were 
under way, but. none of them were in position. Captain 
Livermore seems to be under the impression that on 
Nov. 11 General Mangin was in command of the French 
troops on the right of the 92d Division and that that 
division was scheduled to attack on the immediate left 
of the French on Nov. 14. Both these impressions are 


wrong. 
“General Mangin would have commanded the French 
attack of the 14th, but on the 11th none of his 


were in the line and General Gerard commanded 
on the right of the 92d Division. The plans for 
attack of the 14th contemplated placing two Ameri- 
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can divisions, the 3d and 29th, in the first line.on the 
right-of the 92d Division and did not contemplate an at- 
tack by the 92d Division except in the way of following 
up to keep in touch with the advance of the left of the 
3d and 29th American Divisions. 


All Attack on Nov. 11. 


_ “On Noy. 11 parts of the French, British and Belgian 
lines, as well as parts of the American line, attacked and 
advanced. The implication that the Americans were the 
only troops which advanced or attacked on Nov. 11 is 
wholly erroneous. With reference to your question as 
to ‘whether it was true that the French were as regard- 
less of the wastage of men with the armistice in sight 
as we were,’ I must say that I think the language used 
appears tc contain implications which are unwarranted. 
Neither the French nor the Americans were regardless 
of the wastage of men on Nov. 11 or at any other time. 

“Neither on Noy. 11 nor at any other time were 
‘American lives needlessly wasted because some of our 
officers were not as considerate of their men as the 
French were’; nor were American lives needlessly wasted 
for any other cause, unless it be that we had not ade- 
quately prepared for war in time of peace. In 1918 the 
French had been exhausted by four years of war, and it 
is true that nearly all of our divisions attacked with 
more dash, enthusiasm and courage than any but @ very 
few of the best French divisions, but this superiority of 
practically all of our divisions was not due to lack of 
consideration of his men by any American officer. I be- 
lieve the above, together with the statement made during 
my hearings, covers the points raised in your letter and 
its enclosure.” 
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SEPARATE AIR SERVICE ANALYZED. 
Gen. Haan and Col. Gorrell Oppose Air Department. 


The question of adoption of a separate Air Depart- 
ment in this country is discussed very fully in a state- 
ment prepared by Major Gen. William G. Haan and Col. 
Edgar S. Gorrell, General Staff, U.S.A., which was made 
public on Jan. 11. In addition to giving General Haan’s 
personal experiences_suring hostilities with air units 
attached to his command, the 3d Division, the résumé 
prepared by these officers reviews the military argu- 
ments in favor of their respective air services being con- 
trolled by the Army and Navy, and points out some of 
the striking weaknesses’ of the New and Curry bills, the 


two measures before Congress for the establishing of a 
wew executive department in the Government devoted to 
aeronautics. 

General Haan begins his individual part of the state- 
ment with a narration of his experiences with air units 
during hostilities, using them as arguments against the 
creation of a Department of Aeronautics. He writes: 

“I shall never forget the dilemma in whieh I found 
myself when, after my division had been in battle for 
two days, an American air unit was assigned to me, and 
the commanding officer of that unit reported to me for 
duty. It did not take me very long to formulate, with 
the assistance of my staff and the liaison officer from 
the air unit, the necessary orders for the air unit itself, 
but my division at that time was hotly engaged with the 
enemy; it was scattered over an area of more than fif- 
teen square miles, and, although the communication sys- 
tem within this area from my headquarters was very 
good, I found that my division had not been instructed 
in the system of co-operation with air units in which 
our American unit had been instructed. It was there- 
fore necessary to undertake, during the battle, with the 
men scattered from the front lines to the railhead, a 
system of instruction of the whole division of some 25,- 
000 men in order to get some of the benefits that might 
be derived from the assistance of the Air Service. It 
can readily be seen that this was an almost impossible 
task, and, as a matter of fact, the co-operation between 
the ground troops and the air forces during this battle 
was most unsatisfactory on this account. 


Air and Ground Forces Need Aoint Training. 


“The greatest weakness of the American fighting 
forces in battle, according to my personal observation, 
was the lack of a complete undersianding between the 
air and ground forces, and this was due mainly to a lack 
of proper training in the ground troops—the great mass 
of the Army—rather than that of ihe air forces. The 
one trouble was that they had not been trained together 
as one fighting command. 

“When the division engaged in its second battle a dif- 
ferent air unit was assigned for duty with it. Again 
the team work failed, and further instruction of air and 
ground forces was necessary. In no two battles did the 
division have the same air unit, and, in consequence, our 
Infantry and our Artillery_were never quite ready to get 
the full benefit from the Air Service. No training with 
them for battle was practicable, as no air units were as- 
signed until the battle began. 

“After the troops marched into Germany an air unit 
was assigned to my corps, which was then trained with 
the troops in our various maneuvers and exercises to get 
the troops and the air forces to understand each other. 
This should have been done in peace before we went into 
battle at all, and we should have had the same units 
with the same troops in all the battles. The air force 
needed by a division, of course, if the full benefit is to 
be derived from its use, must be an integral part of it, 
just as much as its Artillery is an integral part of it. 

“J wish to emphasize the at importance which has 
been almost universally overlooked, that it is necessary 
to instruct the entire Army in the proper functions of 
air forces and not alone the troops that are assigned to 
take to the air and those air troops on the ground which 
are necessary to keep them going. I know of no way in 
which this ean be done properly excipt to place all units 
that make up the fighting whole absolutely and funda- 
mentally under the same command, the same discipline, 
the same atmosphere, the same cortrol, and responsible 
to the same authority as an integrai part of the machine 
at all times both in training and in battle—in peace and 
in war.” ¢ 

The two General Staff officers then take up the dis- 
cussion “of obtaining national victi¢y on future battle- 
fields, for success in battle is the ultimate object of all 
military organization and training.” They state: “The 
best evidence from all national and international sources 
(fliers, non-fliers, scientists, military and commercial re- 

rts, military men of great experience, and even the 
New and Curry bills for the separ: tion of the Air Ser- 
the Army and Navy) is that in so far as the 
operation of aircraft over d is concerned, decisive 
action cannot be accomplished by such craft against a 
hostile army. That is, it cannot now, nor can it, as far

Defects of New and Curry Bills. 

“It is hardly necessary under the circumstances to 
say that, the air forces being a co-ordinate branch, it is 
absolutely essential that the air units which are to oper- 
ate with the Army in time of war must-be as completely - 
controlled by the Army commander in time of peace as. 
are the other branches of his Army. Each of the New 
and Curry bills, and apparently the fundamental idea 
causing the preparation of each bill, assumes that it is. 
not necessary that the air units should be an integral 
part of the Army and that such air units ean be com- 
pletely trained with the Army whenever they are at- 
tached thereto. Wach bill assumes that there can, with 
efficiency, exist a system of strictly Air Service promo-. 
tion, a system of temporary assignment of Air Service 
individuals to Army or Navy, a source from which per- ~ 
sonnel can be obtained common to all and na 
aeronautics and a system of henepareey attachments 
common air units to the Army, Navy or an independent 
air service, as the case may be, and that in order to 
secure efficiency in the field of battle permanency in 
these phases is unnecessary. It is p that t 
personnel in the new air force should neither belong to 


the Army nor to the Navy, but to the Department of 
Aeronautics.” 
Air Ministry Unsatisfactory. 

The statement then declares that the best military 
opinion in Italy, France and the British navy is ‘that 
“any department of aeronautics that be created 
should not embo@y therein an air force that all air 
forces should be left to the armies and navies.” It 


quotes Marshal Haig’s report on the in of air- 
planes as to “effective independent actlon” 1s con- 
tinues: é 

“There has been and still is British Age wes to ex- 
istence of the provision in the British Ministry that 
incorporates the air force personnel under the Air 
istry instead of leaving it with the army and navy. 
of the many reasons for this opposition is 
of personnel on naval vessels and army units. The origi- 
nal idea was the one that any officer Or civilian, with 
satisfactory mental and physical characteristics can 
qualified as an aviator capable of being assigned indis- 
criminately to any of several different kinds of aeronau- 
tical duty as, for example, aeronautics with ground 
troops, aeronautics with the fleet, coast patrol (anti- 
submarine) aeronautics, or bombardment operations. It 
was further assu that an aviator could be shifted 
from one kind of duty to another, and, after a short in- 
terval of time, perform all of his new duties satisfac- 
torily. It is now admitted by the highest men _ the 

own 
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that this jack-of-all-trades system is unsai . 
and that there really is an indispensable need for special- 
ization.” 

The effect. of the establishment of a Department of 
Aeronautics in the United States on training and esprit 
de corps is analyzed, it being pointed out these essential 
qualities cannot be obtained in an army unless all the 
arms comprising that army are trained together. “Dur- 
ing the present war lack of training of our pilots and 
observers in recognizing the military situation as it ex- 
isted on the ground, and in correctly reporting it to the 
proper headquarters, was chiefly due to the uncom 
military training and education the lack 
ence caused by the pressure of developing in a short time 
an army from an untrained citizen force. The lack of 
combined maneuver exercises and combined military edu- 
cation with all arms of an army was one of the greatest 
handicaps with which the American battle forees had to 
contend.” 

Independent Air Force Incorrect in Principle. 

The proposed Department of Aeronautics is then taken 
up. “This,” says the statement, “contemplates creating 
an air force separate from the Army and the Navy even 
to the extent of ao certain of its 
the field of battle. It must be remembered that an army 
in the field is faced with an enormous amount 
work and a relatively small amount of actual figh 
against thé enemy. conomy of effort, necessitated 
finance, by lack of ability to transfer to the t 
food, aoe and nee required BF un 
oversi r organization, economy space, 
in fact, all economy necessitated at.the front de 
that labor troops, transportation, supplies, and, in 
eral, all efforts of the nation that can be efficiently 
ized in common by all branches, be pooled under 
commander-in-chief and properly proportioned 
the needs of all concerned. This necessitates 
Air Service, like the Infantry, Artillery, Ca 
other branch of the nation’s military effort, 
unified national force and receive from the co 
in-chief thereof its proportion, and o' its proportion, 
of the resources which must be shared in eommon by 
the different branches of the unified national effert. 

“Je is not difficult to visualize the ineffici that 
would be caused on the field of battle by the Air i 
let us say, having a reserve of a thousand trucks, re- 
tained for the use of the Air Service alone, when the 
Artillery had not sufficient transportation to bring up its 
ammunition, nor the Infantry sufficient trucks to bring 
up their food. There is no question about the fact that 
the nation’s resources in the theater of o} must 
be pooled, and therefore the provisions of pom 
bills, looking to the creation of an air force which has 
its own auxiliary forces are incorrect.” 

While being in favor of the centralization of all mat- 
ters of procurement of aircraft material under one Gov- 
ernment agency, the statement says that the New and 
Curry bills contain matters of centralization which are 
detrimental to success on the field of battle. “It is de- 
sired,” the statement adds, “to briefly point out the fact 
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that the originators of both the Qurry and New bills 
have prescribed a most extensive duplico‘ton of activi- 


ties other than aircraft in order to accom’ the one 
consolidation of aircraft matters and have tended to 
foree, as was thé case in England, competition between 
Government bureaus on matters of supply other than 
for aeronautical material. It. will be h 
the New and Curry bills contem 
the activities of the Ordnance 
Corps, the Medical Corps, the Qu

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THE GUARD AND THE ARMY.

He cites the 
this time the Army unlisted something 
men, while the Guard enlisted but few 
On the face of his returns one would be 
to ve that the National Guard could never be 
recruited to its authorized strength. 

By way of comparison, let us look at the figures as 
they stood during the summer of 1917. Long before 
Aug. 5, 1917, the National Guard had an enlisted 
strength of more than 382,000 with an effcient officer 
personnel, while the Regular Army had less than 250,- 
000 enlisted men, and less than twenty-six per cent. of 
the officer personnel arrived in France before the armis- 

igned. During the spring and early summer 
of 1917 the Guard had three divisions in France, while 
the Regular Army had buat one—the Ist Division—and 
ite division composed of Regulars and Ma- 
rines. the Ist Army was formed the National 
Guard furnished nine divisions, and the Regular Army 
five of its so-called Regular divisions. Over forty per 
eent. of the battle casualties were sustained by men 
who were originally enlisted in the National Guard, 
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whether fought with their own divisions or were 
used as replac nts for other divisions. 


Now, let us take up the means and inducements used 
and held out in securing recruits for the Regular Army. 
A recruiting office has been opened in every city aad 
camp in the United States, furnished with the best per- 
sonnel the Regular Army could provide. This has en- 
abled the Army to enlist men in many branches of the 
Service which are closed to the Guard—such as Quar- 
termaster Corps and many other corps. It has enabled 
the Army to hold out the lure of foreign service, which 
appeals to many unattached young and even middle- 
aged men. In addition to its re rriting stations numer- 
ous itinerant recruiting parties | ave traveled through- 
out the rural districts, equipped with ali the pomp and 
panoply of war; artillery, machine guns, airplanes, sig- 
nal property and other novelties. A great recruiting 
campaign has been organized and pushed with vigor by 
the “Army system” for the Regular Army; at the same 
time it has disbanded the Guard. The Army has almost 
unlimited money for use in recruiting; it is an open 
secret that each recruit costs on an average $150 in 
addition to the extra expenses which the recruiting offi- 
cers are called upon to defray from their own personal 
funds. 

Now what has the “Army system” done to assist the 
It has made the fol- 
lowing regulations: That no company of less than 100 
men will be recognized; that all men must live clese 
enough to the company headquarters so that they may 
attend drill without difficulty: that each company must 
have an armory which is burglar-proof, and with suffi- 
cient floor space to drill indoors in bad weather; that 
the companies must have the same grade of efficiency in 
drill and instruction as the Regular Army; that no offi- 
cer or man drafted from the National Guard into the 
Federal Service can belong to the National Guard un- 
less he joins as a new member. Is it any wonder that 
during the past ten months the National Guard suffers 
in comparison with the Regular Army in the way of re- 
eruiting? 

The following conclusions might be drawn: The Na- 
tional Guard should never be compared to the Regular 
Army, for the reason that the motives actuating its per- 
sonnel are entirely different. The National Guard is, 
or was, an organization of patriots who associated them- 
selves together to assist their country in time of need. 
They gave of their time and money freely for the cause 
of democracy, and wheu the stress was passed resumed 
their occupations in civil life. Military service is only 
an incident to them. ‘The members of the Regular Army 
are professional soldiers, and the highest grade of effi- 
ciency should be expected of them. ‘They are provided 
with comfortable quarters and salary. and their future 
in old age is assured. Just why the “Army system” 
continues to draw unfavorable and odious comparisons 
bas always been an unsolved mystery so far as the 
writer is concerned. Just why it wishes to deprive the 
country, which is the country of all of us, of the bene- 
fits, past, present and future, which it has and will de- 
rive from a healthy National Guard is a riddle no one 
has vedertaken to answer. In other words, “what is 
the fight about and who started it?’

Our correspondent’s letter is of interest as showing a 
National Guard point of view, but it is an illustration 
of the inaccuracies as to fact or looseness of statement 
in their presentation on which no @aubt much of the 
eriticism of the Army and its me is based. It is 
well to point out some of the errows as to fact. ‘That 
“no part of the Regular Ar:ny was disbanded,” etc., is 
a loose statement, since the Army has been materially 
reduced in strength. The further statement as to the 
Tank Corps and Chemical Warfare Service is incorrect. 
These were emergency, not Regular troops, and by pres- 
ent law are to be @ontinued until June 30, 1920. As to 
strength of the Army and officer personnel in France, 
the Regular Army strength was fixed by law. Regular 
Army officers were kept in this country over their re- 
peated protests because they could do the work of or- 
ganization, training, etc., better than anyone else. In 
October, 1917, there were two Regular divisions and one 
National Guard division in France. The statement that 
there is “a recruiting office in every city in the United 


States” is of course an error. They have only been 
established in a portion of the cities.

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PROMOTION AND THE JURQOR OFFICER. 
Yo. rae Enron or THE ARMY aND Navy JOURNAL: 

It may be of interest, in the subject of 
promotions in the Army, to make note of the viewpoint 
of our younger officers and to consider what they might 
care to expect in locking ahead to a career in the service 
of our country. The prospect of a system of promo- 
tion by selection alone is by no means promising; and 
en the other hand, the outlook of wa in line is not 
entirely stimulating as an incentive to efficiency. Prac- 
tically allthe junior officers of to-day accepted their com- 
missions as a result of war emergency conditions, re- 
gardless of rank or any other advantages, but with a 
sincere pride in becoming officers of the Regular Army. 
The fact that they have in many cases remained in junior 
grades while other men with less military experience, 
and with far less interest in the Army, have been pro- 
moted over them, has been accepted with full’ apprecia- 
tion of the benefits of the Service. But can it be ex- 
pected that young officers, endowed with all the progres- 
sive qualifications, would rest content with opportunities 
denied them which, until this time, they had had every 
reason to expect? The prospect of promotion in the 
Service is its strongest algal t the young officer, but 
simplicity and directness in the scheme of promotion are 
what he would most appreciate. 

To the young officer a constructive policy of promo- 
tion makes the strongest appeal. Te be rated periodi- 
cally in an efficiency report is not generally constructive 
in that it depends to such a great extent on the arbi- 
trary judgment of commanders possessed with tkeir own 
peculiar ideas of efficiency, and their own personal im- 
pression of an officer’s usefu.ness. It may happen too 
often that a young officer is not given opportunities to 
warrant a candid efficiency rating, in which case the 
record ceases to be of positive value. It may have been 
that efficiency rating methods used during the war were 
of use in gauging a personnel of officers little 
known insofar as military value was concerned, but now 
that records of officers pleinly indicate their experience 
and prove their qualifications, it seems most advisable 
to diseoatinue a system which only tends to foster 
favoritian. 

The testigeny of Brig. Gen. Paul B. Malone, before the 
Senate Miltary Committee, has been most acceptable to 
the young officers of the Army. The simple principle of 
seniority promotion up to and inclvding the grade of 
captain, on a single list comprising all br es, is the 
most fair means of taking care of the progression of 
young officers before they have professtenally established 
themselves. This principle also allows for a minimum 
ef friction between the branches over petty differences in 
rank. When an officer reaches the rank of captain, his 
position in the Army should be firmly ectablished, and 
his promotion should be promptly recommended for pro- 
fessional fitness. This plan is very much like the policy 
of the French army, which promotes up to the rank of 
major by combined seniority and selection, but after that 
by -seleetion alone. 

The annual consideration of officers eligible for promo- 
tion would be a most welcome procedure for all honest 
and faithful young officers, and would tend to a closer 
organization of the Army. ‘The prospect of being as- 
signed to some out of the way post, with very little 
chance for consideration, would be less trying if it were 
known that an annual investigation granting an oppor- 
tunity for promotion would duly give the young officer 
full consideration. 

According to the French law, aspirants for commis- 
sion must serve in the grade of private before being al- 
lowed to pass the examination qualifying fer a com- 
mission. ‘This plan would meet with the approval of 
practically all junior officers, provided, of course, that 
our national defense depended upon universal military 
training, which would produce the necessary qualified 
officer material. Until universal military training be- 
comes a reality, the young officers who have made ex- 
treme sacrifices in their preparations for a career main- 
tain that it is no more than just and fair to them that 
all officers of the Regular Establishment should begin at

For emphasis. _ Let us adopt a policy of promotion in 
the Army which requires a certain standard for qualifica- 
tion; whieh gives us all an’ equal start in the rank of 
second lieutenant; which allows us every advantage of 
gaining experience in each rank; which allows for pro- 
motion by seniority, on a single list up to fhe rank of 
captain or major; which allows for promotion by selec- 
tion, or selection with seniority, above the rank of 
major, thereby creating superior officers of a type to be 
followed as examples; which eliminates efficiency ratings 
based on temporary favoritism or on psychological ideal- 
isms; which allows us to develop’ professional eapacity 
with ample protection for a well founded career in the 
service of our country.

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LOSS BY DEPRECIATION IN THE FRANC. 





To THE EprToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


Several bills have been introduced in Congress to re- 
lieve the personnel of the A.E.F. who Still hold negotia- 
ble government paper, payable in francs, of the loss sus- 
tained through the depreciation of the value of the 
French franc. Why not extend this relief to take care 
of the same personnel who made savings from their pay 
while on duty in France aad deposited their funds tem- 
porarily in the French banks? The writer received a 
government check for eight months’ pay as a field officer, 
payable in francs only, on May 31, 1918. ‘Phe check 
was for a little over 17,000 francs; 15,000 francs was 
deposited in the Bank of France on June 4 at the rate 
of 6.05. When my unit was ordered back to the United 
States for demobilization in a short time thereafter the 
rate of exchange had dropped until considerable loss 
would have been sustained if.the francs had been con- 
verted into U.S. eurrepey. The money was left on de- 
posit in France with the hope that the rate of exchange 
would improve until am even break could be made, but 
instead of improvement the franc has continued to de- 
preciate in value. If the exchange was made to-day fol- 
jowing would be the result:

Someone sagely remarked a long time ago that “a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing.” After reading 
the numerous criticisms presented by editors, correspond- 
ents, camp followers, office seekers and embryo soldiers 
concerning West Pointers and the Regular Army the 
truth of this old adage is only too apparent. ‘The first 
published criticism that came from France appeared in 
Collier’s Weekly about a year after we entered the war, 
by a correspondent, Wythe Williams, who found serious 
fault with all West Pointers from Genera! Pershing on 
down. He found they were too flippant and talked 
about everything except things military, while French 
and English officers discussed war problems most seri- 
ously. he opposite view was presented by Frederick 
Palmer, who declared West Pointers talk shop almost 
exclusively and were undemocratic and narrow-minded. 
Colonel Palmer proposed to remedy this fault, to make 
West Point more democratic, by cutting the course at 
the Military Academy to three years and sending the 
cadets to universities like Yale, Nebraska, etc., for one 
year to imbibe the real spirit of democracy. It probably 
never occurred to this critic that three out of four offi- 
cers of the Regular Army are not West Pointers and 
that from the Spanish-American War to the beginning 
of our war with the Teutonic Powers, out of nine chiefs 
of staff -and highest ranking generals, six were not 
graduates of West Point. After the Civil War the 
Army was reorganized and enlarged by taking in hun- 
dreds of officers of volunteers who had made distin- 
guished records in the war. These officers exercised 
great influence upon the Army and none were West 
Pointers. 

At the beginning of the war with the Centra] Powers, 
graduates of West Point numbered about forty per cent. 
of the officers and later when the officers’ corps was 
doubled during the war, this percentage fell to less than 
thirty per cent., so that a large majority of our officers 
never saw West Point and never imbibed anything more 
undemocratic than the harsh discipline of football team 
and the jinks of exclusive fraternities and clubs at 
civilian schools and colleges. 

Some radically-minded National Guardsmen believe 
that the Regular Army should be abolished and that the 
National Guard should assume the role of Regular: that 
with four or five bours per month work and the usual 
summer excursion, a high rate of pay, first line troops 
will result as if by magic. Perhaps the results of the 
mobilization of the Guard on the Mexican border in 1916 
have been forgotten, when one man out of every 
six on the rolls never showed up and only about fifty 
per cent. had ever fired a gun. After about a year’s 
training on the border and another year in divisional 
camps they were found to be only moderately well 
trained and fought well with the usual American gal- 
lantry in France, but it would be difficult to say if they 
were superior to National Army divisions of about half 
as much training. - All were of the best material in the 
world. Raw militia that ran away from the field of 
Bull Run in July, 1861, after intensive training for 
nine: months by General McClellan fought with all the 
courage of veterans and withstood heavy losses without 
flinching; but the training accounted for the result. 
There is ne short cut to proficiency in the profession of 
arms any ‘gore than there is in medicine or law. 

From «*teful computation, it is believed that there are 
more offcers in the Regular Army who received their 
first training in the National Guard than from any other 
one source. Of the large increase made to the Army in 
1901, the majority were ex-Guardsmen. These officers 
commanded regiments in France, were on division staffs 
and some were general officers. Can it be possible our 
present National Guard critics think that we. have too 
many former Guardsmen in our officers’ corps? 

Will we have allies behind which we can spend a year 
training “get rich quick” troops organized on paper in 
peace time for the next war? Will men who are in- 
differently trained five hours per month be able to take 
the place of Regulars? If so Napoleon, Grant, Sher- 
man, Lee, Jackson, Foch, Pershing, wasted valuable 
time in spending years acquiring military knowledge.

To THE EpiItoR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Suggestions made regarding proposed uniform changes 
make it apparent that a majority originate from officers 
who have become infatuated with the European uniform, 
and desire to clothe the American Army with some copy 
of the French or British style. Why do we desire to 
change our present uniform? There can be but three 
reasons. First, to secure more comfort; second, to ge- 
cure a more serviceable uniform, which is adaptable to 
field service; third, military appearance. Let us take 
these in inverse order. Our present olive drab is with- 
out doubt, military. It has no flowing skirts, pleated 
backs, or lines which detract from its straight, upright, 
snappy appearance. It has one objection and that is its 
present military collar, which prevents it from being 
comfortable and adaptable for field service. The remedy 
is, do away with the standup collar and give us a roll 
collar with lapels. 

Why do we want to ape the foreigners in our dress? 
Goodness knows we have the snappiest looking service 
uniform there is. Do we want to be mistaken for Brit- 
ishers or Frenchmen? Let us retain our present O.D. 
uniform with the exception of substituting a roll collar 
with lapel. We can thus retain our present rank in- 
signia on the shoulder and can place the arm of service 
on the lapel. We do not need vari-colored facings to tell 
strangers whether we are in the Infantry or Cavalry. I 
see no reason why American officers should wear a Sam 
Browne belt, long trousers, carry canes, or wéar Nor- 
folk jackets. Give us back our dress blues. Let us doff 
our O.D. im the evening. Give us a roll collar om our 
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service uniform, but let that change be the only one. 
Don’t let infatuanon for Euro “dash” ee an 
outfit which makes us look like British or French 
colonials,

ARMY CONFERENCE AT WAR DEPARTMENT. 
Future Policy of Service Discussed. 


With the commanders of six departments and seven 
Regular Army divisions and War Department staff offi- 
cers in attendance, the seven-day conference at the War 
Department which is to determine the future policy of 
the new Army began on Jan. 12. When Secretary of 
War Baker arose to welcome the officers there were 
present, including the department staff officers, Lieut. 
Gens. Hunter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard; Major 
Gens. Leonard Wood, C. R. Edwards, Henry G. Sharpe, 
Edward M. Lewis, John L. Hines, George Bell, jr., 
James G. Harbord, Edward F. MeGlachlan, Charles P. 
Summerall and Charles J. Bailey; Brig. Gens.. Adelbert 
Cronkhite, S. D. Rockenbach, Wilds P. Richardson and 
Douglas MacArthur; Cols. W. A. Holbrook, E. Witten- 
myer, M. C. Mumma, William Weigel, Henry A. Eaton, 
H. B. Myers, >. H. DeArmond and T. V. Taylor; Lieut. 
Cols. James W. Everington, W. H. Simpson and James 
Blyth, and Capt. H. H. White. 

Major Gen. William G. Haan, director of the War 
Plans Division, General Staff, acted as chairman. Gen. 
Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, formally opened the 
conference with a brief address in which he told the as- 
sembled officers that the purpose of the conference was to 
let them know what the War Department is doing and 
they in turn to let the department know what they are 
doing. Criticisms and discussions were requested with 
regard to the policy of decentralization. General March 
said that all agree that universal training is necessary, 
and spoke of the value of education and recreation in 
the new Army. 

Secretary Baker, who followed General March, spoke 
of the two most important purposes of the meetings. 
“The first purpose is to bring together the soldiers in the 
field and those here in the department so that the out- 
siders will look upon those in the bureaus as fellow sol- 
diers,” he said. “The second purpose is to convey by a 
series of conferences what seem to us to be the results of 
this war in the matter of training soldiers and building 
up and keeping the Army at the highest point of effi- 
ciency. We recognize that this war was different in that 
it was not only different in size but in quality; we had 
an entirely new sort of raw material to deal with.” He 
spoke on the good qualities of the American soldier and 
of the splendid record he had made and also of the 
great value of education and recreation in the Army. 
“There are three ways to get men into the Army,” he 
said. “First, to offer such pay as to compete with private 
employers, which plan takes away the inspiration of be- 
ing a servant for the common cause and makes it merely 
a job. The second plan is by compulsory service. The 
third is to make the Army so cittractive as to make the 
fathers and mothers of our country glad to see their 
sons in the Army.” The Secretary of War also referred 
to the relations between the officers and men, saying 
there is no set rule by which to win the confidence of the 
men, and that individual officers have different methods. 
The Secretary also laid great stress on the value of edu- 
cational, recreational and social activities in the new 
Army. 

General Haan spoke on the relations between the staff 
and the men in the field. He said that next year there 
would be turned out at the War College a class of staff 
officers second to none in the history of the Army. He 
discussed the value of the education and recreation work 
Hd ~ the Army in future a great university in 

aki. 

At the afternoon session officers of the War Plans 
Branch presented a plan for active operations, and de- 
fense projects and plans, which were subjects of general 
discussion. 





Military Training Plans. 

With General Haan again presiding at the second 
day’s session on Jan. 13, a tentative War Department 
plan of Reserve officers’ training camps was explained to 
the assembled officers by specialists from the War Plans 
Branch of the General Staff. Under this scheme it is 
proposed to establish training camps for the training of 
Reserve’ officer candidates in the different arms of the 
line and staff in the territorial departments. In line with 
the War Department’s new policy of decentralization, 
these camps will be under tke supervision of the depart- 
ment commanders, which places at the disposal of each 
such commander a small army of trained Reserve officers 
in readiness in time of national emergency. As yet no 
appropriation is available and no active steps in this 
direction have been taken. The proper system of 
training to be followed in the new Army was gone into 
in some detail, and General Haan particularly empha- 
sized the importance of the training of junior officers in 
the fundamentals of military science. 

The discussion centered around a policy of mili 
training first, and, second, vocational, educational an 
recreational training, and their relative importance. 
Lieut. Col. C. G. Helmick discussed character building 
in the early stages of the training, called attention to 
the lack of such training at West Point and perhaps in 
some of our other schools, and in general recommen 
more attention to this phase of the problem, General 
Haan called attention to the fact that for each of the 
Service Schools except West Point a course of six lec 
tures in morale, character building and leadership had 
been arranged to cover this very ground, and that at the 
request of the Superintendent, U.S. Military Academy, 
the notes for cuch lectures would be sent to West Point 
to be there formulated into lectures and given to the 
cadets of the Military Academy by officers on duty there. 

Col. J. 8. Joy described the recreation activities now 
taken over by the War Department, formerly known as 
Training Camp Activities, including athletics, service 
clubs, dramatics, music, etc., and Colonel Fitch gave a 
brief talk on the present situation of education in the 
Army and the progress that is being made. Col. R. I, 
Rees, who is at the head of the Education and Recrea- 
tion Branch, War Plans Division, outlined generally the 
organization of that branch, after General Haan had 
given his views on the relations between educational and 
military training. Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, of the 
Air Service, told of the organization and activities of 
the Air at home and abroad. He spoke 
briefly on the training schools of the Air Service and 
concluded his remarks by urging greater liaison between 
Se ground and air forces.

Army Needs More Publicity. 

During the morning session on Jan. 14, General Haan 
stated that in future the Army must have more publicity, 
not in the sense of propaganda or advertising individuals, 
but with a view to getting correct information to the 
»ress, in order that the Army may be correctly under- 
stood. As a concrete example, Major Gen. Charles P, 
Summerall told of the at success the program of edu- 
cation and recreation is having at Camp Taylor. Col. 
E. L. Munson, Chief of the Morale Branch of the Gen- 
eral Staff, in teling of the great value of this work, asked 
for a sympathetic understanding between the officers and 
men, not in the sense of pity, but as an understanding 
of each other’s qualities and purposes. 

During the course of the discussions, Major Gen. Ed- 
ward M. Lewis, in command of the 3d Division, said 
he believed one of the greatest causes for the resignations 
among Regular Army officers was to be found in 
the housing conditions under which it is now n 
for them to live. He said he believed that this cause was 
as great as the low scale of salaries, and urged that some 
steps be taken to improve the quarters now pfovided for 
officers at the cantonments. Major Gen. Jesse MclI. 
ter, head of the Militia Bureau of the War Department 
gave an outline of the present militia situation and told 
of the status of the militia under the new policy of de- 
centralization. 


Uniform Changes Discussed. 

At the afternoon session of the Army conference of the 
War Department on Jan. 14, following a detailed descrip- 
tion of the activities of the Operations Division, Gen- 
eral Staff, by its director, Major Gen. Henry Jervey, a 
general discussion took place over proposed changes in 
the uniform, the wearing of civilian clothes when off 
duty, and the adoption of the Sam Browne belt. The 
discussion confirmed the views of the Service reported in 
the Army AND Navy JOURNAL relative to the desire to 
retain the blue uniform, which were strongly endorsed 
by General Harbord, and met with unanimous approval 
of the officers present. The discussion was started by a 
question of General Jervey as to the advisability of 
adopting the shoulder — upon the approved design 
described in our issue of Jan. 10, page 581. He asked 
for expressions of opinion of this subject, as well as on 
the wearing of civilian clothes, and on certain minor 
changes in the uniform.. 

General Wood led the discussion in favor of the Sam 
Browne belt, saying: “I find in the Central Department 
practically all the officers want the authority to wear 
the Sam Browne belt. I think the belt gives an officer 
a little better dress uniform, especially if we are going 
to continue the olive drab uniform.” Major Gen. John 
L. Hines indorsed this view and stated that if officers 
are not allowed to wear dress uniforms the wearing of 
long trousers should be permitted with the service uni- 
form. These ideas met an immediate and favorable re- 
sponse. Then General Wood’s motion for adoption of 
the Sam Browne belt was put to a vote and carried 
unanimously. The recommendation was forwarded te 
the Chief of Staff for approval. 

General Edwards urged that officers be allowed to wear 
civilian clothes when off duty, and his motion was sec 
onded by General Hines, the vote being in favor of the 
proposal. On the adoption of a roll collar for the ser- 
vice uniform there was general agreement, but there 


was a general sentiment that the officers should have. 


an opportunity to vote on the design of the coat before 
it was adopted, The popularity of the Army blue uni 
form was made evident by the warmth of the advocates in 
presenting their reasons for granting authority for its 
= by the officers still in possession of these costly out 


Present Quarters Inadequate. 

Much time was given to a discussion of methods and 
means of improving the living quarters for officers and 
families in cantonments, These conditions, General 
Lewis said, were doing more to drive officers out of the 
Army than anything else, in his opinion. While there 
is an abundance of lumber and labor available at present 
it was said that owing to the lack of money to make 
necessary alterations in existing structures not much 
could be done. Owing to the present state of quarters 
at many stations it is necessary for the married officers 
to provide quarters for their families in adjacent towns. 
This brought up the difficulty experienced by officers 
going to and from the camps because regulations do not 
permit the Motor Transport Corps to furnish transpor 
tation. General Haan expressed his views strongly on 
this subject of transportation and urged that the War 
Department allow the use for this purpose of Motor 
Transport. General Summerall led the discussion of the 
question and the proposal was approved, though General 
Burr strongly opposed the use of Motor Transport under 
the conditions described. 

The morning session on Jan. 15 was held at the Gen: 
eral Staff College, where Mr. Bernard Baruch addressed 
the officers on the activities of the War Industries Board, 
of which he was chairman during the war. At the after- 
noon session Brig. Gen. Marlborough Churchill, Chief of 
the Military Intelligence Division, General Staff, de 
scribed the activities of the division and stressed the 
purely intelligence work accomplished during the war 
and since the end of hostilities. 


Secretary Baker to Consider Uniform Suggestions. 

Secretary Baker was asked on Jan, 15 what was his 
attitude relative to the recommendations of the confer 
ence on the adoption of the Sam Browne belt, the roll 
collar, the restoration of the blue uniform, ete. The 
Secretary said he was pleased to receive the recommenda: 
tions and would give them every consideration, pointing 
out that the decisions of the conference are in no way 
final as to changes in regulations, but were advanced for 
review and action by the Chief of Staff and the Secretarg 
of War. It was evident that the Secretary was not dis- 
posed to favor a vote of the commissioned personnel on 
questions of uniform changes, that he was disposed to 
think it uneconomical to allow the officers to wear ciy- 
ilian clothes when off duty, and that he was still strongly 
opposed to any restoration of the Army blue.

Admirals Coontz and Washington Before Committes. 

_ Admiral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, were heard on the question 
of Navy personnel by a sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 15. The admirals 
were questioned on practically every detail connected 
with the Service, including the fleets, training stations, 
and the number of men and officers on duty at sea and 
on shore. ‘T'wo public sessions were held, morning and 
afternoon, the second being made an executive session 
shortly after it began for the reason that the committee 
desired to question the admiral on matters concerning 
our relations with foreign powers. Admiral Coontz 
stated that the Navy proposes to carry 9,880 officers and 
170,000 enlisted men. This number will include 143,000 
Regulars and 27,000 Reserves in training. Admiral 
Coontz stated ‘there were now Reserves. The 
enlisted personnel would be allotted at 91,000 for sea 
and 79,000 for shore duty, according to the present plans. 
Admiral Coontz said that the Navy now numbers ap- 
proximately 101,000 men, which number shows a short- 
65,000 to man the ships and stations. “Unless 
the Navy Pay Increase bill is passed I believe this num- 
ber will dwindle further. In that case I see only uni- 
versal service for our youth. Our ships would be manned 
then,” he said. ;

Mr. Kelley questioned Admiral Coontz regntiog: the 
feasibility of establishing an. extensive base at San Diego 
omitting the plans for San Pedro, to which the Admiral 
replied that from San Pedro submarines would be able 
to submerge and go out to sea on a straight course. This 
would not be true at San Diego, where a circuitous 
route, by reason of geographical features, would have toe 
be followed by the submarines. 


Increasing Officer Personnel. 

Concerning the matter of in the officer per 
sonnel of the Navy Admiral Coontz stated that he be- 
lieved the men could be obtained from Reservists and 
temporary officers. “I favor filling 1,200 vacancies from 
this number in the future, provided they pass the re- 
quirements,” he added. “The grade from senior lieu- 
tenant down would be open for them,” Mr. Butler asked 
if it would not be the policy to give the first opportunity 
to the enlisted men in the Service for the officer grade, 
“J believe in that policy and advocate it,” said the Ad- 


miral.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral James B. Tolfree, Supply Corps, U.S. 
N., retired, died at Atlantic City, N.J., Jan. 10, 1920, 
He had been feeble for several years. He was a Civil 
War veteran and was advanced ten numbers in his grade 
for eminent and conspicuous service in battle at Fort 
Fisher. Admiral Tolfree was born in New York, Aug. 
29, 1837, and was-appointed an acting assistant pay: 
master in the Navy Sept. 13, 1862. He served in the U. 
S.S. Vanderbilt during the Civil War, and subsequent 
service included duty on board the Richmond of_the 
European squadron and the receiving ship New_York 
from 1872 to 1876. He was in the prrehasing office in 
Philadelphia later and was fleet paymaster of the Euro- 
pean squadron in 1878. Later he served in the capacity 
of paymaster in Washington, was general storekeeper in 
the New York Navy Yard and was in the training ship 
Minnesota from 1890 to 1893. Admiral Tolfree reached 
the rank of pay director in 1898 and was placed on the 
retired list of the Navy with rank of rear admiral in 
1899 for age. He leaves his wife and a daughter, Miss 
May Tolfree. He was a brother-in-law of Rear Ad- 
miral Charles Baldwin, U.S.N. 

Brig. Gen. Charles H. Lauchheimer, U.S.M.C., died 
Jan. 14, 1920, at the naval hospital, Washington, D.C., 
following a stroke of paralysis. He had been ill since 
July, 1919, when he suffered a stroke upon his return 
from a tour of inspection throughout the West. Gen- 
eral Lauchheimer was born in Baltimore, Sept. 22, 1859, 
and was appointed a cadet midshipman at the U.S. 
Naval Academy Sept. 11, 1877, having graduated from 
City College, Baltimore. After graduating from the 
Naval Academy 2nd serving a two-year tour of duty at 
sea, he was on July 1, 1883, commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the Marine Corps. In January, 1884, he was 
ordered to the Ossipee and completed a three years’ tour 
on that ship. He then served at the marine barracks, 
Washington, and naval torpedo station, Newport, ma- 
rme barracks, Norfolk, and in June, 1890, was again 
sent to sea in command of the guard of the Enterprise. 
In 1892 he was assigned to duty in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, and continued on that 
duty until 1899, when he was appointed assistant adja- 
tant and inspector of the Marine Corps, and assigned to 
marine headquarters in charge of rifle practice. In Jan- 
uary, 1904, he was ordered to the Philippines and served 
there until the following year, when he was appointed 
adjutant and ins or of the Marine Corps, and again 
assigned to duty in Washington. In 1910 he was again 
assigned to a tour of duty in the Philippines, where he 
remained until November, 1911, when his station was 
changed to San Francisco, Calif. In October, 1912, he 
was transferred to Washington, and has been on dtty 
On Aug. 29, 1916, he was ap- 

inted to the rank of brigadier general. General 
Touiislimen's service in the Marine Corps has been one 
of marked distinction and ability. He was the author of 
“Forms and Procedure for Courts and Boards” whi 
was the standard reference work for the naval service 
for many years, and was universally recognized as ane 
of the most brilliant officers in the Service. While on 
duty in Washington he took a course in Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, and graduated in 1894 with the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Law. His death is a marked loss to 
the Service. He was elected president of the Army and 
Navy Club, Washington, in 1914. He leaves three sis- 
ters, Mrs. L. Rothschild, of Greenville, 8.C.; Mrs. Julia 
L. Hable and Mrs. N. Schloss, of Baltimore, and four 
brothers, Sylvan H., David H., Jacob M., and R. M. 
Lauchheimer, all of Baltimore. 

Lieut. Col. Rupert C. Dewey, U.S.M.C., died Jan. 13, 
1920, at his home in Oakland, Calif., from pneumonia 
following an illness of three days. He leaves a wife, also 
seriously ill with pneumonia, and two daughters. Colo- 
nel Dewey was born in Bear Valley, Minn., Dec. 7, 

870. He served in the Spanish-American War as a 
captain in the 15th Minnesota Infantry Voluntee He 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in the rine 
Corps July 23, 1900. He was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, and prior to his appointment was 
Superintendent of Public Schools. He has served at 
various stations during his service in the Marine ‘Corps, 
at es R.1., New York, Portsmouth, N.H., Philip- 
pines. uantanamo Bay, Guam, and on the USS. Ra- 
eigh, Dixie, Prairie and Minneapolis. In 1914 he served 
at Vera Cruz, and on Oct. 1, 1917, he assumed charge 
of the depot of supplies at San Francisco, at which post 
he served until his dea He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant March 3, 1903; captain, asistant quartermaster, 
June 24, 1903; major, tant quartermaster, Aug. 29, 
1916. July 1, 1918, he was temporarily promoted an as- 

t quartermaster with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
He was buried with military honors at Oakland, Jan. 16. 

Lieut. Col. Edward C. Register, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
on duty with the A.E.F., died at Tarnopol, Poland, Jan. 
8, 1920, of typhus fever, and the news of his death came 
as a shock to his relatives and friends. He is survived 
by a wife and a child. It was on June 1, 1911, that he 
was married to Miss Jeannie DuBose Heyward, of 
Charleston, 8.C., and Mrs. Register and her daughter 
will make Charleston their permanent home. Colonel 
Register was born in North Carolina, April 21, 1884, 
~ entered the Regular Army as a first lieutenant, Med- 
ical Corps, March 9, 1911, and had previously graduated 
from the Medical College of Virginia in the class of 1908, 
He was also a seatente of the Army Medical School, 
class of 1911. lonel Register’s service included, be- 
sides many stations in the United States, a period of 
service in the Philippine Islands and a stay of man 
months in China, When General Pershing led the puni- 
tive expedition into Mexico, Colonel Register, then a 
captain, accompanied him and remained until the expe 
dition was withdrawn. It was shortly after this, and 
while he was still stationed on the border, that he was 
stricken with rheumatic fever, which rendered him unfit 
for arduous overseas service when America entered the 
war. It was not until July, 1919, that Colonel Register 
in response to his urgent requests, was relieved from ser- 
vice at the Charleston Port Terminal, where he had 
served in charge of the debarkation of sick, and was as- 
signed to duty in France. During the summer of 1919 
he was engaged in the work of repatriating the German 
prisoners, and was so employed when the opportunity 
offered of joining the American-Polish relief expedition, 
which was organized for the purpose of stamping ott 
typhus fever in the stricken districts of that devastated 
country. Recent letters from Colonel Register reveal a 
most shocking and tragic condition of affairs in the 
typhus area. With an interpreter and oné Russian doc 


tor he was assigned to duty at Tarnopol, a border town 
on the Polish-Russian line 275 miles from Warsaw, his 
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nearest supply and communication depot. At this point 
there arrived daily an average of a thousand refugees 
from Russia and the Ukraine. These people had to be 
examined and those suffering from typhus segregated 
and cared for. The last communication .eceived states 
that on account of a lack of fuel there had been no train 
from Warsaw within two weeks, and that in spite of the 
bitter cold he had no fuel at his command with which to 
heat himself or his sick, There was also a scarcity of 
covering, and a lack of proper food for the stricken peo- 
ple. “Realizing the extremely hazardous nature of the 
service required,” writes a correspondent, “the Govern- 
ment made it optional with its officers to go as volun 
teers or to take some other unexposed assignment. And 
it is a matter of the greatest pride to many who knew 
Edward C. Register that knowing the danger he volun- 
teered unhesitatingly and proceeded immediately with 
the small rescue party across Germany and into the 
plague-stricken territory.” e 

Lient. Col. John R. Bosley, Med. Corps, U.S.A.. re- 
tited, dicd at his home, 301 West 108th street New York 
city, Jan. 8, 1920. He was born in Maryland, Nov. 8, 
1876, and first entered the Regular Army as an assist- 
ant surgeon Aug. 1, 1891, and was placed on the’ retired 
list Dec. 31, 1917, for disability in the line of duty. Col- 
onel Bosley was a graduate of the Army Medical School, 
1904, and held the degree of A.B., 1896, and A.M., 1903, 
— Medical College, and M.D., Johns Hopkins, 

Major Frederick Wheeler, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
home at Stamford, Conn., Jan. 13, 1920. He was born 
in Berlin, Wis., Feb. 19, 1857, and was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1878, when he was assigned to 
the 4th Cavalry. He remained an officer-of that regiment 
until retired for disability in the line of duty, Feb. 28, 
1901. His first duty after graduation was on the fron- 
tier at Forts Reno and Sill, Indian Territory, where he 
was engaged in scouting until Dec. 3, 1881. While serv- 
ing at Fort Cummings, N.M., he was engaged against 
Chiricahua Indians, April 23, 1882. He was also among 
other duties engaged in scouting in Arizona. Major 
Wheeler went with his regiment to the Philippines in 
1898 and was wounded in action at Guadaloupe, March 
14, 1899. After returning to the United States he served 
on recruiting duty at Baltimore, and after his retire- 
ment he was instructor in military tactics at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. He is survived by 
his wife. 

Major Estes Paine, Med. Corps, U.S.A., died at the 
Walter Reed Hospital, Tacoma Park, D.C., Jan. 9, 1920, 

Capt. Howard White, Philippine Scouts, retired, died 
at Fort Wingate, N.M., Jan. 6, 1920. He was born in 
Georgia, Dec. 15, 1870, and entered the Regular Army 
as a private in the Ist Infantry, April 1,-1899, rising to 
the rank of battalion sergeant major. He received his 
first commission in the Philippine Scouts, that of second 
lieutenant, Jan. 3, 1902. He was retired from active 
service June 24, 1916. 

The death of Capt. James Ossewaarde, Chaplain

He had 
the rank of captain and was a graduate of Hope College. 

In a memorandum dated at Camp Sherman, Ohio, 
Jan. 12, 1920, announcing with a feeling of deep sorrow 
the death of Major Christian R. Holmes, Med. Corps, 
formerly chief, Department of Head Surgery, base hos- 
pital at Camp Sherman. Major Gen. S. D. Sturgis, com- 
manding the camp, om: “Major Holmes served here 
from Aug. 1, 1917, to April 1, 1919, the date of his dis- 
charge. The wonderful work he accomplished while in 
the Service was typical of the man whose whole life was 
one of great accomplishments. In everything he - at- 
tempted he stood pre-eminent. Untiring and unselfish he 
gave of his great knowledge and skill to his ceuntry and 
fellow soldiers. His marked devotion and loyalty to 
duty, particularly during the influenza epidemic, unques- 
tionably hastened his death. Soldier, gentleman, sRilled 
surgeon, loyal American, Major Christian R. Holmes 
typified the best; his life was an example and his loss is 
deeply felt and mourned.”

General Pershing’s Western Tour. 


Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., was in Kansas City, 
Mo., with his staff'on Jan. 10 on his way west to visit 
Army posts and stations. A crewd of more than 10,000 
persons met them on their arrival. ‘A welcome such as 
a President might receive, General,” said Mayor Cowgill 
as the cheers subsided. “I have no such ambition,” was 
the reply, according to a press dispatch. General Per- 
shing was presented with a gold sword valued at $5,000, 
paid for by popular subscription. At a luncheon given 
later by the Chamber of Commerce, General Pershing, in 
speaking of preparedness, said: “We were in a hopeless 
state of unpreparedness when we entered the war. It is 
not probable that in another war we will have allies to 
hold the line while we prepare. The lesson should be 
taken to heart; and I do not mean only in universal mili- 
tary training; I mean also in industrial things. We 
were pitifully weak, both in armament and aviation, when 
we entered the conflict.” The General arrived at Camp 
Funston on Jan. 11, where he reviewed the garrison, 
about 2,000 troops being in line. He remained on the 
Fort Riley reservation until the 12th, when he proceeded 
to Denver. There he inspected the troops at Fort Logan 
and then paid a visit to Government Hospital 21 at 
Aurora, near Denver, and shook hands with a number 
of the soldier patients who served overseas. 


General Wood Not to Leave Army. 


At a private dinner given to Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., by Norman James, at Baltimore, Md., on 
Jan. 12, at which several gentlemen from Washington 
and Baltimore were also present, the Genera! is quoted 
in a dispatch to the New York Times as having said: 
“By profession I am a physician and surgeon. My mili- 
tary career is an afterthought. The greatest duty ‘a 
man can perform for his fellow man is to live to estab- 
lish sanitary safeguards against the encroachment of dis- 
ease. In my military life I have never lost sight of my 
devotion to my original profession. My keenest interest 
to-day lies in the noble profession of physician and sur- 
geon, the saving of human lives. However, I find my- 
self in the Army and to the advancement of the Army I 
shall devote my life and energy. I shall not resign from 
the Army if such a step is necessary to be a candidate 
for President of the United States. Precedents are abun- 
dant that my connection with the Army does not inter- 
fere with any Presidential ambition which my friends 
are wishing upon me. As an officer of the Army I recog- 
nize President Wilson as my commander-in-chief, and te 
him I owe my allegiance.” 


Case of Col. J. Van R. Hoff, U.S.A. 


Secretary of War Baker on Dec. 20, 1919, in a mem- 
orandum for Gen. P. C. March, Chief of Staff, concern- 
ing Col. John Van R. Hoff, U.S.A., which was made 
public this week, said: “In July, 1918, Col. John Van R. 
Hoff, retired, then editor of The Military Surgeon, pub: 
lished an editorial in that magazine which was brought 
to my attention as being subversive of the sort of co- 
operation which ought to obtain in the military estab- 
lishment in the period of active hostilities. By my diree- 
tion a reprimand was administered to Colonel Hoff. (See 
paragraph 86, S.O. 179, W.D., 51, 1918.) Under date of 
Noy. 11, 1919, Colonel Hoff wrote to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army on the subject of the withdrawal of the 
reprimand, and requested not.only the withdrawal of the 
reprimand but his own restoration to active duty. I have 
examined this whole question afresh, and in the light of 
the more composed situation which exists now that the 
war is successfully terminated. I am clear that the cap- 
tion of the editorial was unhappy, and that the body. of 
the editorial might well have been misunderstood, but I 
am satisfied that the intention of Colonel Hoff’s editorial 
was not undisciplined and antagonistic. In view of Col- 
onel Hoff’s long and honorable service, I desire to with- 
draw the reprimand and to have the withdrawal officially 
entered upon his record. In view of the fact that the 
Army is now substantially demobilized and retired effi-

ARMY ITEMS. 
School for West Point Candidates eat Kelly Field. 
The commanding general of the Southern Department 
has requested that a school be opened at Kelly Field for 
the instruction of enlisted candidates who desire to take 
the entrance examination for the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy. ‘The course of instruction has been placed under 
the supervision of officers who are West Point graduates, 
and at the present time is instructing candidates for this 
examination. Twenty-six enlisted men from the South- 
ern Department, of which fifteen are feom the Air Ser- 
vice units, are to attend this course. 





Examination for Appointment in Cav. Sec., O.R.C. 

Commanding generals of the Northeastern, Fastern, 
‘Central, Southern and Western Departments h.ve beea 
informed by the Secretary of War that in order to seeute 
suitable reserve officers to supply the present deficiency 
in the Cavalry Section, O.R.C., they are authorized and 
direeted to convene examining beard without delay in 
accordance with S.R. No. 43,. at sueh places in the de- 
partments as troops of the Cavalry arm are stationed. 
Examinations and recommendations will be limited at 
this time to enlisted men of the Cavalry arm who desire 
appointment in the Cavalry Section of the O.R.C. The 
convening and procedure of boards, the authorizing of 
examination and the approval and forwarding of re- 
ports of examinations, will, in general, conform to pro- 
visions of S.R. No. 43. The subjects and scope of the 
examination as stated in Sec. 59 may be modified, and 
written examinations in any subject may be waived in 
the discretion of the board or of higher authority. 

Discharge for Purpose of Re-enlistment. 

An amendment to paragraph 1, Circular No. 457, 
W.D., 1919, issued as Circular 18 on Jan. 10, fur- 
ther -clarifies the procedure relative to the discharge 
of meu for the purpose of re-enlistment in the Army. 
The amended paragraph will read as follows >*Command- 
ing officers who, under current instructions, are author- 
ized to order the discharge of enlisted men, are author- 
ized to discharge men who enlisted prior to April 2, 
1917, who desire discharge from their old enlistment for 
the purpose of re-enlisting, regardless of whether or not 
the period of their original contract or re-enlistMent has 
been completed ; provided that men so discharged will be 
required to re-enlist for a period of three years unless 
they have completed at least three years’ active service 
under.their present enlistment, in which case they may 
re-enlist for a period of one year or three years at their 
option if the one-year enlistment is open, under current 
enlistment instructions, for the branch in which the sol- 
dier re-enlists. Men so discharged for the purpose of re- 
enlisting are entitled to the bonus authorized by the Act 
of Feb. 24, 1919, and to travel pay at the rate provided 
by the Act of Feb. 28, 1919. 


Army Interested in Revival of Steeplechasing. 

Cols. Stanley Koch and Charles P. George, Majors 
Guy V. Henry and J. S. Leonard, all Gen. Staff, U.S.A., 
were present at a meeting held in New York city on Jan. 
12 of a committee appointed by the National Steeple- 
‘ chase and Hunts Association for the purpose of formu- 
jating plans for a revival of interest in both the profes- 
sional and amateur branches of steéplechasing. The offi- 
eers were assigned to attend the meeting by the General 
Staff. Major Henry told the committee that the Goy- 
ernment has plans for the development of the horse in so 
far as it affects the use of the animal for Army pur- 
poses, and that it is actively interested in the improve- 
ment in the breed of horses and the action taken by 
various associations to bring this about. While it is 
hoped that by the action of the Government a number 
of riders may be developed, yet the Army delegation was 
unable to promise much assistance in this direction for 
the coming season. Most of the aid is expected to eome 
through the Remount Service. Certain legislation ham- 
pers this, however, because of the regulation which for- 
bids the payment of transportation for horses, which 
would preyent many officers from competing in meetings. 
Walter J. Sammon, a member of the committee, sug- 
gested that the association find means to defray such ex- 
penses in order to encourage Army competition. A com-

Navy SEAPLANE NC-4 To BE DiosMANTLED. 

Comdr. Albert C. Read, U.S.N., who made the pioneer 
transatlantic flight -in the U.S. Navy Seaplane NC-4, 
after a recruiting trip of nearly 9.600 miles, has taken 
a farewell to his historie ship and after submitting his 
report to the Navy Department has been assigned for 
duty at the naval air station at Pensacola, Fla. The 
performance vi the seaplane during the recruiting cam- 
paign, which covered the‘coast from Maine to Missis- 
sippi and followed the Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers and gave the people of the Mississippi valley their 
first opportunity of getting an intimate idea of some of 
the Navy’s activities, was no less remarkable than the 
work of her commander. At no time was it necessary 
to seek help for repairs. which were made by her crew. 
The ship was never in any serious danger, although lost 
in a fog for a time in the gulf, and she has more than 
12,000 miles to her eredit. Her last non-stop flight. 
from Charleston, S8.C., to Rockaway, N.¥., was made in 
nine hours and forty-five minutes. a distance which by 
rail would require two days of travel. This flight fur- 
ther demonstrated the correctness of the design of the 
seaplane, its serviceability and the ability of her crew 
to handle her under any conditions. On landing at Rock- 
away the ship was caught in the ice and somewhat dam- 
aged, but not seriously. The NC-4 is being dismantled 
and will be stored in one of the hangars at Rockaway 
until a decision has been reached as to a permanent ex- 
hibit of the boat. ‘I'wo propositions are under consider: 
ation, one to place the NC-4 in the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion at Washington, where it will be necessary to make 
accommodations for the huge craft, and the other to 
house the boat in a specially constructed building at An- 
napolis, at a cost of $35,000. In the Navy the proposal 
to keep the NC-4 at the Naval Academy is favored.

EXAMINATION OF ARMY OFFICERS FoR PROMOTION. 

For the guidance of boards of officers for examination 
of Army officers for promotion, Secretary of War Baker 
on Jan. 14 issued the following instructions: “In all. ex- 
aminations of officers for promotion the examination in 
each subject prescribed by existing orders and regula- 
tions may be modified at the discretion of the various 
“boards, but it will be of such character as, in the judg- 
ment of the board, will determine whether the officer 
possesses the requisite knowledge of that subject to per- 
form efficiently the duties of the grade for which he is 
being examine™ og Kat 
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NATIONAL GUARD OF THE UNITED STATES: 

The provisions of the Senate’s Army Reorganization 
bill relating to the National Guard of the United States 
plainly show evidence of the results of National Guard 
propaganda in a purpose to increase the impertance of 
a nominally Federalized Guard at the expense of ‘the 
Regular Army. The setting up a self-centered Na- 
tional’ Guard control within the War Department is 
a most dangerous legislative: provision that ignores the 
costly lessons of past experience. Accepting Federal pay, 
the Guard would be its own judge of how this pay 
is to be earned and who was entitled to receive it. 
The National Guard of the U.S., on the basis of 800 offi- 
cers and men to each Senator and Representative, as 
provided in the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 
and repeated in the new bill, would have an authorized 
strength that would approximate at least 425,000, as 
compared with the present strength authorized for present 
enrolment of approximately 185,000, or an increase of 
230,000. Men not liable for military training may 
voluntarily enlist in the National Guard of the United 
States and thereby “be exempted from other military 
service.” “In Sec. 68 it is provided that any person 
liable to military training may voluntarily elect to re- 
ceive such training in the National Guard of the 
United States to the limit of 200 men for each Sena- 
tor and Representative, or approximately 106,000 men, 
so that if the Guard realized on all its opportunities it 
could muster a strength under this bi!l of about 531,000 
—while the Regular Army would be decreased at the 
rate of two per cent. of its officers and five per cent. of 
its enlisted personnel each year for five successive years. 
The Regular forces would in five years have a maximum 
strength of 13,828 officers and 194,000 enlisted men, a 
total of 207,828, exclusive of officers and men in the 
Medical Service, Corps of Chaplains, the warrant offi- 
cers and the Air Corps Cadets. Five years hence, there- 


fore, our first line in an emergency would consist of 
about 200,000 Regulars who would have devoted a large 
part of their time to training raw recruits; the second 
line a National Guard of the U.S. of half a million; and 
the organized reserves, having a four-year increment esti- 
mated at 625,000 a year, or 2,500,000. Thus it would 
represent the situation of the last 144 years in exagger- 
ated form—that is, an absolutely national Regular Army 
of professional soldiery whose service is to the nation 
alone, and three millions of Guard and Reservists of a 
somewhat divided allegiance between state and nation. 

We have heard it said before military committees by 
officers of the National Guard that they object to the 
tail (the Regular Army) wagging the dog. Under the 
leeway given in this Senate bill the dog assuredly be- 
comes a St. Bernard with the weight of forty-eight po- 
litical entities actively interested not at all in the tail 
that is responsible for the military destines of the United 
States. 

That the purpose of the Guard provisions in the bill 


had behind it the impulse to build the Guard into strong 
sectional forces would appear to be confirmed in See. 56, 
which contains an attractive offer to Reservists who 
have completed the prescribed training, for under this 
clausé if a Reservist elects to enter the National Guard 
he is required only to serve therein three years, whereas 
if-he joins the organized Reserves he is compelled to 
serve five years. That two years easement will un- 
doubtedly be regarded as an advantage by many of the 
Reservists, but some will take into consideration the fact 
that while service as a Reservist calls for two weeks’ 
training a year, service in the National Guard requires 
frequent drills although extended over the period of the 
full year, and also requires other obligations such as 
state service. 

The Adjutants General of states are assured influence 
and opportunity for expansion, for they may “be com- 
nissioned as Reserve officers in the grade of brigadier 
general . . and assigned to perform such duties as 
the President may prescribe in connection with the regis- 
tration and induction into the Service of persons liable 
to military training or service.” For which they will, 
while serving, receive the pay and allowances of their 
grade. 

Finally the Militia Bureau is to be abolished and in 
its place there is to be established the National Guard 
Division of the War Department, with a chief, grade of 
major general, selected from the officers of the Reserve 
personnel to serve four years; one-half his aids to be Re- 
serve officers assigned to the National Guard. In this 
division, with a “fifty-fifty” organization and a chief 
from the “reserve personnel,” the voice of the Regular 
officer will hardly be audible. This is preventing “a 
military system” with a vengeance—in fact, it will be 
setting up in the War Department a bureau which if its 
chief so desires, may operate in large part in aceordance 
with its own designs and pleasure and merely “keep the 
Secretary of War advised and informed” with respect te 
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the business in its charge. If circumstances require the 
chief shall make such recommendations “as shall in his 
judgment tend to promote the efficiency and sufficiency 
of the National Guard of the United States.” The chief 
is a presidential appointee, to be confirmed by the Senate, 
of course, and “shall perform such administrative and 
fiscal duties relating to the National Guard of the United 
States as the President may direct.” 

The constructive opportunity afforded by our partici- 
pation in the World War, the building of a sound mili- 
tary pelicy based on a genuine single Army which won 
victory on the field of France, has been conveniently 
sidestepped by the Senate Military Committee harking 
to the harmony of forty-eight vocal protestants. One 
Army and one National Reserve, as advised by General 
Pershing, with the units which fought in the war as Na- 
tional Guard embraced in that National Reserve—the 
one system that alone can make for efficiency and suffi- 
ciency—has been unceremoniously. thrown overboard. 
The -result, ‘while not wholly. discouraging, certainly 
promises to be a military loaf leavened and manipu- 
lated: by National Guard influences. It is as regrettable 
as will be the tremendous financial burden. that the 
people will be called on to bear. through the support of a 
U.S. National Guard of half a million officers and men. 





Y CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 
Committees Discuss the Army Bills. 

The Senate and House Committees on Military Affairs 
each conducted sevesa]l long executive sessions this week 
in an endeavor to conclude the final readjustments to 
their drafts of the Army Reorganization bills. So. rapid 
is the progress in completing the Senate measure that 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate committee antici- 
pates reporting the bill out of the committee early next 
week and he will seek to have it placed on the Senate 
ealendar for early consideration. Chairman Kahn of 
the House committee said on Jan. 14: “Our committee 
is making favorable progress on its bill for the reorgani- 
zation of the Army. We are discussing every phase of 
reorganization and making headway. Naturally it will 
take at least a little time before the committee will com- 
plete the final bill.” 

Mr. Kahn, in reply to the question if universal mili- 
tary training would be included in the final bill, said: 
“That feature is also under discussion, and as I stated 
before, all features of Army reorganization are now un- 


der consideration by our committee.” For some time 
the House committee had been divided in its opin- 
ion on the matter of universal military training. Fol- 
lowirg the executive session of the committee on Jan. 
12, in which the editorial on Army reorganization, as 


printed in our issue of Jan. 10, was read to the commit- 
agreed to reconsider the question of 


tee, the members 
having universal military training in the bill. Until 
Jan. 12 the vote on this question had been a tie, ten to 


ten, and for this reason, it is stated, Mr. Kahn declared 
that, if necessary, he would fight on the floor of the 
House for legislation to inaugurate universal military 
training. 
Bill Authorizing 275,000 for Army Reported. 
The Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 10 


made a favorable report on the bill submitted by Secre- 
tary of War Baker on Jan. 8, in which he asked for au- 
thorization to maintain an Afmy with an enlisted 


strength of 275,000 men. The committee in its report 
stated that “in view of the fact that Congress contem- 
plates the permanent maintenance of an Army of 275,- 
000, and for the reasons set forth in the letter submitted 
by the Secretary of War in connection with this request, 
your committee believes that the passage of such a meas- 
ure is most desirable.” Mr. Baker pointed out, in the 
letter referred to, that- with the termination of the ex- 
isting emergency the provisions of the National Defense 
Act relating to the strength of the Regular Army will 
again have full force and effect. The Regular Army 
strength is fixed at 175,000 in that act and the Presi- 
dent will not have authority to increase this force, Mr. 
Baker shows, adding that since Congress has authorized 
the maintenance of the five new special services devel- 
oped during the war until June 30, 1920, with a strength 
of 30,000 men, the strength established by the National 
Defense Act would not be large enough to provide for 
these new services and the other necessary organizations. 
He adds, in conclusion: “Due to the rapidity of de- 
mobilization in the first few months the Army was so 
reduced that it is now found that the appropriations 
available will provide for the support of an Army of 
about 275,000 for the remainder of the fiscal year, and 
it is desired to keep the Army at approximately that 
number until a new strength is provided by the reorgan- 
ization bills now in preparation in Congress, which, it is 
understood, will call for approximately 280,000 enlisted 
men. As it is not expected that legislation for the reor- 
ganization of the Army will be effected before the ter- 
mination of the existing emergency, the necessity for 
temporary legislation authorizing a greater Army in time 
of peace than that provided for by the National Defense 
Act is evident.” 


Hearing on Uniwersal Training. 


During the House committee hearings on ‘the Army 
bill, delegates from the Society’ of Frietids,’ the Christa- 
delphians, and the Church of the Brethren’ strongly de- 
nounced the proposed adoption of universal military 
training in this country, at the session on Jan. 13. While 
presenting the case for the Christadelphians W. B, Tun- 


stall, of Worcester, Mass., was frequently questioned by 
members of the committee, especially by Chairman Kahn 
and by Representatives Greene and Miller. To Mr. 
Greene’s question if any members of his sect fought in 
the World War, Mr. Tunstall replied: “Some members 
did join the American forces and thereby severed their 
connection with our church.’ However, some have ad- 
mitted their error and have been reinstated.” Mr. Tun- 
stall added: “We are thankful for the men who fought 
in the late war.” To a question he replied “We fight 
only when God commands us to fight.” Others who 
spoke against military training were William I. Hull, of 
Swarthmore College; Stanley R. Yarmall, of the Ger- 
mantown. (Pa.) Friends School, and W. J. Swigart, of 
the Central Service Committee of the Church ‘of the 
Brethren. “We are better known as ‘Dunkers,’” said 
Mr. Swigart. P 
Investigation of Charleston Drydock. 

Senator. Page, chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, said on Jan. 12 that the sub-committee 
on intestigation of the Charleston, S.C., drydock and 
channel would go to Charleston in the near future and 
look over the work. Mr. Page said: “It is the firm be- 
lief of many Senators that the construction of a drydock 
at Charleston and the improvement of the channel there 
will cost double the amount of what has been proposed. 
Already $4,000,000 has been appropriated for the dry- 
dock and over $1,000,000 for the channel. It is under- 
stood, however, that the work will actually cost approxi- 
mately $10,000,000.” The Senate committee has re- 
quested that work on the drydock and channel be held up 
untii the investigating sub-committee, comprising Sena- 
tors Ball, Kemp and King, has reported its findings. 
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ADMIRAL Sims WriTEs TO SECRETARY DANIELS. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels on Jan. 14 confirmed a 
statement made in the newspapers of that date that Rear 
Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., president of the Naval 
War College, had written the Secretary a letter concern- 
ing the Navy during the war. Mr. Daniels announced 
that the title of the communication was “Some Thoughts 
Abouth the Lessons of the World War,” and stated that 
he had not had time to read the entire letter. So far as 
he had read it the letter was not critical, said the Bee- 
retary, but where he had stopped reading it was begin- 
ning to get critical, he said, adding: “If Admiral Sims 
has given it out as being critical I suppose the letter 
must be critical.” The daily press devoted much space 
to the letter, declaring that it would be the basis of an- 
other Navy controversy, and charging, despite the fact 
that the text of the letter had not been made known, 
that it calls attention to “errors of commission and omis- 
sion on the part of the Navy during the war,” and makes 
“grave charges of inefficiency which indicate incompe- 
tency from the head of the department down.” Secretary 
Daniels would not say whether or not the letter would 
be made public, but according to press reports it was ex- 
pected that it might be given out at some time after Ad- 
miral Sims has appeared before the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee at the hearing on Jan. 16. It was also reported 
that Secretary Daniels said that so far as he had read it 
the communication did not relate to the Navy honors 
awards controversy, but he suggested that it was “highly 
controversial.” The Washington correspondent of. the 
New York Times stated that “Secretary Daniels sug: 
gested that possibly Admiral Sims wrote the letter be- 
cause he thought that if the United States should be en- 
gaged in another war it should avoid any mistakes made 
in the recent war. The Secretary said he would not be 
surprised if other admirals might also write letters, set- 
ting forth their views as to lessons of our participation 
in the war.” This account adds: “Perhaps,” said Mr. 
Daniels with a broad smile, “I may some day write a 
book setting forth my own views as to the mistakes and 
lessons of the war. I may not do that, however, untit I 
grow old. If I should write such a book now, it might 
be so hot that I might not be able to live happily with it 
in circulation.”

THE NEw MenpicaL Reserve Conps. , j 

The medical officers who served during the World wl 
are rendering splendid assistance in building up a 
Medical Reserve Corps which has enrolled at the present 
time over 7,700 members, commissioned in the various 
grades corresponding to those of the Regular Army, 
Probably 4,000 spplications are awaiting action of thé 
War Department. An officer of the Surgeon General’s 
Office, Col. C. R. Reynolds, M.C., of the Personnel Divi- 
sion, has been detailed to have charge of the enrollment, 
classification and organization of the Medical Reserve 
Corps, and to keep in touch with the officers on the inac 
tive list, whose interests are to be handled by a depart- 
ment in the Surgeon General’s Offiee which is concerned 
with all matters relating "to organization, operation and 
‘welfare of the corps. The Surgeon General of the Army 
is receiving a very gratifying amount of assistance from 
the medical profession, which realizes the necessity of 
medico-military preparedness whether this nation adopts 
the policy of universal 1ilitary training or not. Any 
system of military training will make its first appeal to 
the people of the country according to the physical ben- 
efits derived by those under instruction. The guardian+ 
ship of the health of five hundred thousand or a million 
youths under training is a trust which the Medical Corps 
of the Army, as now organized, cannot hope to assume 
without the co-operation of the medical profession of the 
country. In this the medical profession is deeply con- 
cerned and believes that the solution is a selected and 
trained Reserve fully organized and effective for peace 
training and ready for a national emergency.

AVIATION IN NavaLt ACADEMY COURSES, 

The plan for inclusion of instruction in studies re 
lated to aviation, already described in the Army AND 
Navy JOURNAL, has been practically arranged by a 
board of officers at the U.S. Naval Academy, of which 
Capt. Amon Bronson, head of the department of sea- 
manship, is president. The plan has been approved by 
Rear Admiral Archibald H. Scales, Superintendent of 
the Academy. The complete exhibit of aviation material, 
collected under the supervision of Capt. T. T. Craven, 
who originally suggested the plan, includes a Liberty 
motor, a cross section of the motor, other airplane en- 
gines, models of heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air 
craft, instruments used in navigating the air, a meteoro- 
logical set, armament, gas accessories, etc. This material 
has been installed in the building occupied by the De 
partment of Marine Engineering and Naval Construc 
tion at the Academy. Flying instruction is not cone 
templated at Annapolis, though there is some sentiment 
that it should be a part of the post graduate course. In 
this cofnection it is recalled that the first flying by 
officers of the Navy was done at Annapolis, the school 
afterward’ being removed to Pensacola, Fla. 











Rapvio STATION AT BorpDEAUX NEAR COMPLETION. 


Construction work on the giant Lafayette radio sta- 
tion near Bordeaux, France, built by the American Navy 
during the World War, and turned over to the French 
government after the armistice, before the work of coms 
pletion was entirely finished, has almost ended and the 
installation of the electrical equipment is to be com- 
pleted early in the spring, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch from Bordeaux. The construction was 
commenced about two years ago when it was believed 
the war might last an uncertain length of time and the 
necessity for ample communication facilities between the 
United States and Franee was apparent to the Navy 
officials. The antennae towers are about 900 feet high, 
while those of the towers at the Annapolis wireless stae 
tion are only 600 feet.

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INFANTRY LEADS IN ENLISTMENTS BY SERVICES. 
Enlistments in the Army by services from Feb. 28, 
1919, to Jan. 8, 1920, according to a table prepared by 
the Statistics Branch, G.S., show that the Infantry leads 
with 58,203 men. In order of number of recruits the 
principal services are: Motor Transport Corps, 17,467; 
Cavalry, 17,205; Quartermaster Corps, 14,490; Medical 
Department (not including Dental and Veterinary 
Corps), 12,352; Coast Artillery, 11,426; Air Service, 
9,484; Field Artillery, 7,770; Engineers, 3,285; Signal 
Corps, 3,110; Ordnance Department, 2,151. Only 673 
men have enlisted in the Tank Corps and 175 in the 
Chemical Warfare Service. It is interesting to note, in

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 
Retirement of Brig. Gen. W. 8S. Scott, 

Brig. Gen. William S. Scott, U.S.A., who was retired 
ou Jan. 12, 1920, upon reaching the age limit of sixty- 
four years, was last on duty in command of Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, and leaves the active list after an ex- 
tensive and highly efficient record of service. He was 
born at Fort McKinney, Texas, Jan. 12, 1856, and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1880 and was assigned 
to the ist Cavalry, and during his service as a commis- 
sioned officer extending over a period of nearly forty 
years he was identified with that regiment more than 
thirty-one years. General Scott was promoted first lieu- 
tenant, 7th Cavalry, in January, 1891, was transferred 
to the Ist Cavalry in February, 1891; was promoted 
captain in March, 1899, and was transferred to the 10th 
Cavairy in January, 1909. He was promoted major, 
14th Cavalry, in February, 1909; was detailed A.G. in 
Wecember, 1910; was promoted lieutenant colonel of 
Cavairy in March, 1913; was later assigned to the 14th 
Cavalry; was promoted colonel in July, 1916, and was 
appointed brigadier general, Regular Army, Oct. 1, 1918, 
having previously served as a brigadier general in the 
Natioual Army during the World War. His first service 
after graduation was with his regiment in Washington 
territory, California, and Montana, to July, 1885, and 
aside from his regimental duty, the following is a synop- 
sis of his record: Graduated Infantry and Cavalry 
School, 1887; gateans Army War College, 1908; adju- 
tant Ist Cavalry. 1890-04; assistant adjutant general, 
7th Army Corps, 1898-9; assistant adjutant general, 
Porto Rican capaign, 188; adjutant general Depart- 
ment of Texas, 1910-13; assistant adjutant general, 
headquarters Philippine Division, 1902-3; adjutant Ist 
Cavalry Brigade and in charge Militia affairs, Southern 
Department, 1913-16; -Indian campaign against the 
Sioux, 1890-1; ‘Spanish-American War and Porto Rican 
campaign, 1898; Philippine Insurrection, 1899-01; col- 
one! Philippine Constabulary, 1903-7: World War, 1917- 
18: organized and commanded 16th Cavalry, 1916-17; 
commanded officers’ training camp, Leon Springs, Texas, 
1917; brigadier general, National Army, 1917; brigadier 
general, Regular Army. 1918; commanded 59th Brigade 
and part of time *Wth Division while training, 1917; 
commanded Base Section No. 2, with ports of [er- 
deaux, La Pallice, Rochfort and Bayonne, charge of 4e- 
velopment of- section, embracing rest camps, training 
areas, great American docks and warchouses at Bor- 
deaux and St. Suplice, remount stations, lumber mills 
and car factory during World War, 1917-18: commanded 
41st Division after August, 1918: commanded Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., and demobilization center there from 

»~ 1, 1918, to Nov. 1, 1919; commanded Fort Sam 
Houston. Texas, to date of retirement: distinguished 
marksuuin and gold medalist Army team. General Scott 
is entitled to wear the following campaign and Service 
badges: Indian Wars, Spanish-American War, Philip- 
pine Insurrection, World War (Germany), Cuban Occu- 
pation. Verto Rican Occupation, Mexican Border and 
French Legion of Hoenor. 

Retirement of Brig. Gen. W. J. Nicholson. 

Brig. Gen. William J. Nicholson, U.S.A., was _ re- 
tired on account of the age limit on Jan. 16. 1920. His 
last post of duty was at Camp Upton, N.Y., and he 
leaves the active list after a distinguished record of ser- 
vice. He was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross, 
won on the battle-line in France, “where he commanded 
with distinction,” says the citation, “the 157th Infantry 
Brigade from its organization to the time of the armis- 
tice, at all times with credit to himself and to his com- 
mand.” His brigade was in the 79th Division and he 
led it in the fighting at Montfaucon and Verdun. Gen- 
eral. Nicholson-has been an officer of the Army for over 
forty-three years, thirty-seven of which were spent as 
an officer of the 7th Cavalry. He was born in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Jan. 16, 1856, and was appointed sec- 
ond lieutenant, 7th U.S. Cavalry, in August, 1876, from 
civil life.

SERVICE PAY INCREASE BILLS. 
CRAGO PAY BILL. AMENDED. 
Base Pay Increase Now Twenty Per Cent. 


Providing a twenty per cent. increase on base pay, 
the Crago pay bill, H.R. 11730, was approved by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs and introduced by 
its author on Jan..13. The bill, as originally drawn, 
contained provision for a ten per cent. increase on base 
pay of all officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard and Public Health Service, and in addition 
a provision for a fifty-five per cent. ration rated on the 
legal allowance of rooms in commutation of quarters. 


These two provisions, according to caleulations made by 
officers who appeared before the committee, figure an in- 
crease of slightly over thirty per cent. on all base pay. 
The Crago bill increase is about seven per cent. more 
than the avérage figured in the Navy bill, and it does in- 
clude, in its provisions the grades up to and including 
brigadier general in the Army and equivalent grades in 
It extends the period of the in- 
crease. te June 30, 1921. In these three features it is a 
better bill than that of the Naval Committee, but it will 
not ‘satisfy officers and men suffering from financial em- 
barrassment through no fault of their own and because 
of conditions over which they have not the slightest con- 
trol. The bill provides: 

H.R. 11730, Mr. Crago. To increase the efficiency of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and the Public Iealth 
Service. e it enacted, ‘ete., That notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of existing law which limit pay -of colonel, lieutenant 
colonel and major in Army and Marine Corps; and captain, 
commander and lieutenant commander in Navy; and captain 
commandant, senior captain and captain in Coast Guard; and 
assistant surgeon general, senior surgeon and surgeon in Pub- 
lic Health Service, the pay of all officers, active and retired, 
of Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and Public Health 
Service, contract surgeon serving full time, members of Nurse 
Corps of Army and Navy, warrant officers Army Mine Planter 
Service, Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, be 
increased by an amount equivalent to twenty per centum of 
base pay of rank or rating of such officers or other persons 
above specified, to be effective until end of fiscal year 1921: 
Provided, That such increase shall not apply to officers above 
grade of brigadier general or assimilated rank thereof: Pro- 
vided further, That the twenty per centum increase herein pro- 
vided shall not be construed so as to authorize application 
thereto of provisions of existing law which grant longevity pay. 

Sec. 2. That until end of fiscal year 1921 pay of all enlisted 
men of Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and Public 
Health Service is hereby increased twenty per centum: Pro- 
vided, That such increase shall not apply to enlisted men whose 
initial pay, if it has already been permanently increased since 
April 6, 1917, is now less than $33 per month: Provided 
further, That the pay of all chief petty officers, while holding 
active appointment, shall be $99-per month, and those holding 
permanent appointment shall be $126 per month, 

Sec. 3. That until end of fiscal year 1921 compensation of 
all officers and enlisted men on retired list shall hereafter be 
computed on pay established by this act for officers and -en- 
listed men of corresponding rank or rating on active fst: 
Provided, That nothing contained herein shall operate to re- 
duce pay of any officer or enlisted man or other person named 
in this act-now on active or retired list. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter when any officer, enlisted man or 
other person named in this act is ordered to make a perma- 
nent change of station U.S. shall. furnish transportation in 
kind from funds appropriated. for transportation of Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard and Public Health Service to his new sta- 
tion for wife, children and dependent. parents of such officer, 
enlisted man, or other«persons: Provided, That if cost of such 
transportation exceeds ‘that for transportation from old to new 
station. excess cost shall be paid to U.S. by officer, enlisted 
man, or other person. concerned. mee! : 

Sec.'.5; Rights and benefits prescribed under act approved 
April. 16, 1918, granting commutation of quarters, heat and 
light during: sent»emergency to-officers of Army on duty in 
field are continued until end of fiscal year ending June 
30,-1921, and shall hereafter apply equally to officers of Navy, 
‘Marine Corps, Coast Guard and Public Health Service: Pro- 
vided, ‘That such rights’and benefits as are prescribed for offi- 
cers will apply equally for enlisted men now entitled to quaz- 
ters. or to. commutation - therefor. 

Sec.- 6. ‘Appropriates necessary funds to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act during current fiscal year under several ap- 
propriations respectively chargeable. . 

Commutation of Quarters Extended. 

After introduction of the bill on Jan. 13, Mr. Crago 
withdrew the meaSure for further amendment atid See- 
tion 5, as given above, was added, extending until June 

, the rights .and benefits prescribed under the 
act of April 16, 1918, granting commutation of quarters, 
heat and light. This provision was approved by the 
House committee and the bill again reported out. It 
was stated that Mr. o intended to go before the 
steering committee and endeavor to secure a special rule 
by which the measure ceuld be taken up in the House 
with a view to its passage before the close of the week. 
Mr. Crago sought to obtain the consent of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to the substitution of «his 
bill for the so-called Kelley bill, but Chairman Kelley 
of the sub-committee of the Naval Committee declined 
to agree to this and decided to push bis hill through, and 
said he would also seek a special rule for the immedi- 
ate consideration of his measure. 

Officers of the Army and Navy who had been working 
with the two committees in the construction of the pay 
bills expressed divided sentiments over the result. It 
may be said that while the increases proposed are re- 
garded as totally inadequate to conditions to-day, there 
was still reason for optimism based on the hope that in 
the conferences adjusting the Wadsworth bill and the 
Crago bill following their passage the conferees will be 
disposed to revise upward. In fact there is a belief that 
the Army bill as finally passed will approximate a twen- 
ty-five per cent. Increase of base pay in the grades up to 
and including brigadier general. 

Committee Report on Bill Completed. 

Work on a report to accompany the Crago bill con- 
taining some of the testimony of officers as to their diffi. 
culty in meeting financial obligations tnder existing con- 
ditions was completed for the committee on Jan. 15. The 
report contains a recommendation that the rights and 
-benefits prescribed..cuder the act approved April 16, 
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1918, granting commutation of quarters, heat and light 
during the existing emergency, be extended to the en- 
listed a entitled to this commutation, until 
June 30, 1921. 





KELLEY NAVY BONUS PAY BILL, 


The bill (H.R. 11665) to make temporary provision 
for increasing the pay of the Navy, which has been in 
proeess of evolution since Oct. 8, 1919, in eharge of the 
sub-committee on personnel, Mr. Kelley, chairman, was 
reported in the House on Jan. 12. The House Committee 
ou Naval Affairs dropped the Health Service from the 
bill and made no provision for the Marine Corps. Under 
existing law the Marine Corps receive Army pay of 
grade. The tentative bill, which was printed in our issue 
of Jan. 3, page 558, was changed in several important 
details. The proposed ration allowance feature of the 
first section was abandoned and in place a bonus plan 
adopted, the retroactive clause being advanced from Dec. 
1 to Jan. 1. The section continuing the rights and bene- 
fits prescribed under the Act of April 16, 1918, has been 
eliminated, and the proposed increase of thirty per cent. 
to warrant officers dropped because they are included in 
the bonus schedule. The section establishing base pay 
for ratings in the insular forces also was deleted. The 
bill contains in Sec. 3 a new clause affecting the retainer 
pay of the Fleet Naval Reserve. In Sec. 6, the line 
providing $70 base pay for Coast Guard surfmen is new. 
it is-interesting to note that the provision for rank of 
Coast Guard district superintendents, contained in this 
Sec. 6, was cut out of the bill passed by the Senate Jan. 
12 adjusting Coast Guard pay with Navy pay. 

The bonus plan, which leaves out the grades above 
captain, is a considerable improvement over the ration 
plan which figured approximately an average increase of 
ten per cent. on base pay. The bonuses reduced to per- 
eentages give this result: Captains, 15 per cent. on base 
pay; commanders, 17 plus; lieutenant commanders, 28; 
lieutenants, 30; lieutenants (j.g.), 30; and ensigns, 13 
plus; or an average percentage of 13 plus. Following is 
the substance of the bill: : 

H.R. 11665, Mr. Kelley, of Michigan.—To increase. the 
efficiency of the commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel 
ef the Navy and Coast Guard through the temporary pro- 
vision of bonuses or increased compensation. 

Be it enacted, etc., That commencing Jan, 1, 1920, a bonus 
shall be paid to commissioned, commissioned warrant, and 
warrant officers of the Navy, in addition to all pay and allow- 
ances now or hereafter allowed by law, at rates per annum as 
follows: Captains, $600; commanders, $600; lieutenant com- 
manders, $840; lieutenants, $720; lieutenants (j.g.), $600; 
ensigns, $240; commissioned warrant officers, $480; warrant 
officers, $240. ’ 

Sec. 2. Commencing on the first day of month next follow- 
ing passage of this act rate of commutation of heat and light 
to officers and men of U.S. Navy entitled to heat and light in 
kind or to cummutation thereof shall be at rate of $5 per 
month per room for each room now authorized by law as 
quarters for rank or rating of such officers and men. 

Sec. 3. Commencing Jan. 1, 1920, following shall be rate 
of base pay for each enlisted rating: Chief petty officers with 
acting appointments, $99 per month; chief petty officers with 
permanent appointments and mates, $126; petty officers, first 
class, $84, second class, $72, third class, $60 per month; non- 
rated men, first class, $54, second class, $48, third class, $33 
per month: Provided, That base pay of fireman, first class, 
shall be $60, second class $54, third class $48 per month; 
Provided further, That base pay of cabin stewards and cabin 
eooks shall be $84 per month; wardreom stewards and ward- 
room cooks $72, steerage stewards and steerage cooks $72, 
warrant officers’ stewards and warrant officers’ cooks $60 
per month; mess attendants, first class $42, second class $36, 
third class $33 per month: Provided, That the retainer pay 
of those members of the Fleet Naval Reserve who, pursuant to 
call, shall return to active duty within one month after pas- 
gage of this act and shall continue on active duty until the 
Navy shall have been recruited up te its permanent authorized 
strength, shall be computed upon base pay they were receiv- 
ing when retransferred to inactive duty, plus additions or in- 
erease prescribed in Naval Appropriation Act approved Aug.

Sec. 4. Commencing Jan. 1, 1920, following shall be rate 
of base pay for each rating in Naval Academy band: Second 
leader, $126 per month; drum major, $84; musicians, first 
elass $72, second class $60 per month. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized in his dis- 
cretion, to readjust prevailing rates of pay of civilian pr- 
fessors and instructors at U.S. Naval Academy: Provide.!, 
That said readjustment, which shall be effective from Jan. |. 
1920, shall not involve an additional expenditure in exeess «/ 
$55,000 for remainder of current fiscal year. 

Sec. 6. Commissioned officers, warrant officers, 
eers, and other enlisted men of Coast Guard shall receive 
game pay and allowances as are now or may: hereafter be 
prescribed for corresponding grades or ratings and length of 
Service in Navy; and grades and ratings of warrant officers, 
ehief petty officers, petty officers and other enlisted persons 

Coast Guard shall be same as in Navy, in so far as duties 
of Coast Guard may require, with continuance, in Coast 
Guard, of grade of surfman, whose base pay shall be $70 per 
month. Provided, That the senior district superintendent, the

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ARMY D.S.M. AWARDS.TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
House Votes on Gallivan Resolution. 


The House of Representatives passed a resolution by 
a vote of 183 to 123 on Jan. 13 directing the Secretary 
of War to transmit to that body all the facts in his pos- 
session “incident to the awarding of the Distinguished 
Service Medal to certain officers and enlisted men of the 
U.S. Army and to civilians on account of distinguished 
of meritorious service during the World War.” It was 
specified in the resolution, which was introduced by Mr. 
Gallivan, of Massachusetts, that the information to be 
furnished should include a complete list of officers and 
men recommended to receive these awards by their su- 
perior officers with the citation in each case; a complete 
list of the civilians recommended for these awards by any 
official or board of officials with the citation for each; a 
list of the names of the officers constituting the board or 
boards whieh passed upon the recommendations or made 
the awards “whether sitting in Chaumont, or Paris, or 
London, or Washington, D.C.”; and a list of the names, 
if any, “of the officers sitting on such boards who 
awarded Distinguished Service Medals to themselves or 
theic colleagues.” 

Mr. Gallivan used the introduction of this resolution 
as the occasion for a coarsely phrased and unjust as- 
sault on Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, and other 
Army officers on staff duty at Wdshington and at Chau- 
mont, France, during hostilities. In the course of his 
diatribe the Representative from Massachusetts referred 
to General March as a “high priest of Prussianism,” de- 
elared that the Chief of Staff “and a colonel on his staff 
whose duty it was to escort and dine foreign missions 
here in Washington” have no space left “between their 
belts and their collars to display the medals that have 
been given them as the result of their services. and yct 
neither heard a hostile shot fired throughout the entire 
period of the war.” He also referred to “the lounge 
lizards of the second Army of the Potomac” and “com- 
missioned messenger boys.” In this last connection he 
said that: “As for France, wherever the Commander-in- 
Chief sent a commissioned messenger boy on an errand, 
the D.S.M. was sure to be the errand. The boulevard 
shock troops of Paris and Chaumont and Tours can take 
oath to the truth of the foregoing words. Scarcely a 
single member of that wonderful outfit but has received 
a special glorification by the placing of the Distinguished 
Service Medal on his manly chest.” He declared that 
“the Distinguished Service Medal has been cheapened 
and certainly ridiculed by the bold and brazen manner in 
which it has been passed out to the elect; it has been 
used as a reward for friendship it has even been used 
to placate those who have been removed to make way 
for someone else.” 

Mr. Gallivan said that General March’s three prede- 
cessors in the office of the Chief of Staff were removed 
under “one pretense or another” and were rewarded with 
the D.S.M. Representative Kahn said General Bliss was 
not removed as Chief of Staff, but sent abroad for im- 
portant service. Mr. Dewalt accused Mr. Gallivan of 
“singling General March out for attack,” and praised the 
Chief of Staff for his work. Mr. Dewalt said he had yet 
to hear from an authentie or authoritative source any- 
thing that would bring condemnation of General March 
from any man,” adding that it was unfair for Gallivan 
to attack officers who were unable to “meet their ac- 
euser face to face and have a decent chance to reply.” 

en 8 Baker was questioned as to what 
action would be taken in this matter he said on Jan. 14 
that he had ordered collected all the data called for in 
the resolution of Representative Gallivan. He added 
that steps would be taken at once to lay before Congress 
all the citations which accompanied the awarding of ap- 
proximately 8,000 decorations proposed by General Per- 
shing, Commander-in-Chief of the A.E.F., and the 500 
made in this country to soldiers and civilians. ‘There 
are thousands of recommendations for honors that were 
considered by the board of awards, and to prepare copies 
of all these in response to the Gallivan resolution will 
take some time,” said Mr. Baker. He stated that almost 
invariably the rec dations of General Pershing for 
awards were approved, and the judgment of ‘the 
which recommended medals for soldiers and civilians 
met with his approval with very few exceptions. These 
exceptions concerned civilians almost citirely. 


Mr. Baker Defends Generals Scott and Bliss. 
The War Department on Jan. 15 authorizes publiea- 
tion of the following letter from the Secretary of War: 
Jan. 15, 1920. 


Hon. James A. Gallivan, e of Representatives. 

Sir: In your remarks ‘As reported in the Congressional 
Record for Tuesday, Jan. 13, 1920, page 1515, you say: 
**We had four different Chiefs of Staff here in Washington 
during the period we were’ at war with Germany. Everyone 
who knows anything at all about the work of the War De- 
partment knows that the predecessors of the present high 
priest of Prussianism, Gen. Peyton 0. March, were considered 
unequal to the task. Through one pretense or another they 
were removed.’’ 

In your subsequent discussion of this statement you con- 
tinued the assertion that Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss and Gen. John Biddle were removed from the office of 
Chief of Staff because of insufficiency to the demands ef that 
office. These distinguished officers have no opportunity to 
reply to the statement made by you, which has attained a 
certain solemnity by being made a part of the permanent 
record of the proceedings of the House of Representatives. 
It is due them, however, that I should state the facts. 

Gen, Hugh L. Scott was born on Sept. 22, 1853; he there- 
fore retired, by operation of law, on Sept. 22, 1917. He 
entered the Army as a cadet on July 1, 1871, serving his 
eountry for forty-six years, most of which service was on the

General Bliss entered the Military Academy at West Point in 
September, 1871. His career as an active officer of the Army 
therefore covered a period of forty-six years, a career dis- 
tinguished by scholarship, breadth of view and vision... He 
wrote the original order under which, in the administration 
of Seeretary Root, the War College was organized; he has 
performed administrative tasks in Cuba and elsewhere in the 
dificult days of American control of alien peoples, always 
with signal success; and both in the Philippines and at home 
has commanded troops with marked ability. There are per 
haps few careers among living American soldiers which can 
be compared with that of General Bliss either in the strength 
and variety of gifts in the man or the opportunities for 
important service to the country. 


General March’s Appointment. 





On Sept. 10, 1917, in a letter to General P. I wrote 
as follows: “There is a fourth subject upon which I want to 
say a confidential word. General Scott will retire on the 
22d of this month. -He will of course be called back into the 


active service and put in charge of one of our training 
where his fine character and soldierly experience will be 
spiring example to the young men under him.

The plan thus outlined was agreed to by General Pershing, 
General March was given immediate and complete opportunity 
to study the entire situation in France, and Genera! Biddle, 
who had been Assistant Chief of Staff during Genera) Bliss’g 
incumbeney, understood perfectly that he would act as Chief 
of Staff only until General March had completed his studies 
of the European situation and could return here with the ad- 
vantage of that experience. When General March did return, 
General Biddle was sent to France and by General Pershing 
sent to London, where he was in command of aj) American 
military activities in England, a post of great difficulty and 
requiring administrative ability, ener and tact. General 
Biddle performed his task in England with the greatest possible 
success; the dispatch of many hundred thousand American 
soldiers through England was accomplished under his direction 
smoothly; the relations between American soldiers and English 
soldiers and civilians were’ maintained in a cordial way, amd 
the military business of the War Department with the War 
Office in London was dispatched promptly and intell s 

It thus appears that the three officers to whom you referred 
each performed his duty acceptably and that their le 
from the. office of the Chief of Staff in no case invo the 
slightest reflection upon them, but that in fact all three are 
officers whose services entitle them to grateful remembrance by 
their fellow-citizens.

David W, Bagley, U.S.N., naval at« 
taché at the American Legation, The Hague. The mes 

reads: “Referring to Alnav No. 1, I request that 
—¥ name be considered only for such decoration as 
be awarded all captains of destroyers in the war zone. 
This message has been forwarded by Rear Admiral Al 
bert P. Niblack, chief of Nava] Inte , to the presi- 
dent of the Board of Awards for such consideration as 
the board may give it. A special 
York World from Washington on Jan. 14 said: “A pre- 
vious communication from Commander Bagley stated 
that European newspapers had published statements that 
Admiral Sims charged that he (Bagley) was awarded a 
Distinguished Service Medal because of favoritism by 
Secretary Daniels. He said this report embarrassed him 
in the discharge of his duties, and requested that a denial 
be secured from Admiral Sims.” No reference was made 
to this communication by Secretary Daniels, however.

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SENATE HEARINGS ON NAVY AWARDS. 


The Navy honor awards hearing before a sub-commit- 
tee of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, Senator 
Hale, chairman, opened at 10:30 Jan. 16 with Rear Ad 


miral W. S. Sims, president of the Naval War College, 
testifying. We make only brief note for this week of the 
hearing. Others te be heard following Admira! Sims are 
Rear Admirals Badger, Mayo and Knight. 

Ad@mirai Sims was asked his opinion of the effect of 
awards on the oni of the Navy. He made a general 
statement “to correct impressions which are entirely er- 
roneous. Comments e the press are mistaken and it 
seems assumed that I made a personal attack on the 
Seeretary,” he said. He added it was the opinio = 
officers of the Navy that the awards violated the 
tions of the Navy, and those officers offered critiefsm ra 
provided by department regulations. “It was their duty 
to do so and does not involve insubordination or even 
nerve. The critic has no fear if he has made his criti- 
cism in good faith. The same applies to any official ac- 
tion whatever. Our Navy lacks constructive criticism 
from the public because officers are prevented from pub- 
lishing without censorship of the Navy Department. 
This is why the public is uninformed and we are behind 
other countries in nava! matters.” 

Regarding the awards he said he considered it his 
duty to make his protest officially and net to kick up a 
row. “I did everything possible to explain. Iw spite of 
my letter I think the Secretary should have investigated 
further before coming to a conclusion.” Later he said: 
“IT am convinced that business of awards is a mistake— 
it is not possible to do this correctly. If the government 
would wipe out all the awards the Service would be 
wholly satisfied. ‘That is my personal opinion.’ 

“My criticism did not refer to the Service as a whole— 
it referred only to the officers on the other side. Alt I 
objected to was that our recommendations as to relative 
merit of these officers was disregarded. In trying to 
avoid this trouble I requested the department to supply 
me with its policy as to making awards. It is mani- 
festly impossible for officers to agree who do not know 
the policy. We lacked this policy—which should have 
been in the precept of the board. I requested that be 
done, and it was not done. I recommended a change 
in law whereby commanders have authority to decorate 
men on the field of battle; it backs up morale. I rec- 
ommended three out of 80,000 for Medals of Honor, and 
only one man, Lieutenant Commander Isaacs, did get it, 
and he was ooees ty the » qpene. The three men 
were Gates, Hannon a 

The Admiral said the questing of honors to officers 
who lost their ships was without precedent in the history 
of the world. The Service sentiment against this is 
unanimous. In no other Navy were officers decorated 
for losing their ships. 

He sad the difficulty in the whole matter was the ab- 
sence of a policy im the precept to the board. He had 
no suggestions to make as te what was the duty of the 
Navy Department. If he had known Secretary Daniels’s 
opinion in December he would have accorded his action 
to that policy. The effect is not the award but its effect 
on the whole Service.

Mr Dyer introduced a bill on Jan. 10 providing for

On Jan. 12 S. 3384 was passed by the Senate pro- 
viding that allowances for expenses of interment and 
for the preparation and transportation of the remains of 
Officers and enlisted men of the reserve forces of the 
United States, whether on active or inactive status, 
whose death resllts from aeronautical duty performed 
in accordance with the regulations of the War Depart- 
ment shall be the same as those authorized for officers 
and enlisted men on the active list of the Army. 

The bill (S. 3385) authorizing the War Department 
to restore the Chickamauga and Chattanooga National 
Park to its condition prior to use for military purposes 
during the war with Germany and appropriating $65,000 
for the purpose, was also passed. arth 

S. 3386, which provides for the assistance of civilian 
aviators in distress by authorizing the Seeretary of War 
to sell at cost price, plus ten per cent., gasoline, oil and 
aircraft supplies of all kinds to persons in charge of 
civilian aireraft landing upon or near aviation posts or 
stations and in need of assistance, either for the con- 
tinuance of their journcy or for the protection of the 
lives of the passengers or crews, but only in such quan- 
tities as will enable them to reach the nearest point 
where such supplies can be bought, was passed by the 
Senate on Jan. 12. 

Pay of Coast Guard. 

Senator Nelson on Jan. 12 asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of S.J. Res. 102, as to the U.S. 
Coast Guard. He explained that the Coast Guard was 
an independent service prior to the World War. Dur- 
ing the war they were attached to the Navy and co- 
operated with it and were receiving Navy pay. Since 
then they have been detached from the Navy and their

t Guard service. The resolution provides that com- 
missioned officers, warrant officers and petty officers and 
other enlisted men of the Coast Guard shall receive the 
same pay and allowances us are now or may hereafter 
be prescribed for corresponding grades or ratings and 
length of service in the Navy. ‘The resolution was 
passed, after the rejection of the following amendment: 

That the senior district superintendent, the three dis- 
trict superintendents next in order of seniority, the four 
district superintendents next below these three in order 
of seniority, and the five junior district superintendents 
shall have the rank, pay and allowances of captain, first, 
second and third lieutenants in the Coast Guard, re- 
spectively.” 

War Service as Service with T'roops. a 

The resolution (H.Res. 7752), which provides that 
“after the termination of the emergency incident to the 
war with Germany and Austria-Hungary, in the con- 
struction of any law relating to detached service of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, all service performed by 
such officers during the said emergency shall be regarded 
as service with troops or organizations thereof,” was 
considered as in Committee of the Whole by the Senate 
on Jan. 12. Much discussion followed. Senator Wads- 
worth favored it, but Senators Nelson and King criti- 
cized it, the latter saying: “A short time ago there were 
more than 3,000 officers in Washington—and I think 
there are many now—many of whom, captains, majors, 
colonels, and perhaps higher ones, were performing un- 
important work, much of it mere elerical work calling 
for net technica] skill or ability and but tittle responsi- 
bility, work that a $100 per month clerk could perform. 
If this bill is to keep officers here in Washington doing 
nothing or next to nothing, I think it is a very improper 
measure.” Scnator Wadsworth replied at length, say- 
ing: “People are apt to take great joy in talking about 


the officers here in Washington, but it is not only the 
officers here in Washington, it is the officers of the whole 
Regular Army, who may have been serving all over the 


world, sometimes with troops, sometimes away from 

troops; and there ure some classes of service that have 

not been defined as belonging with troops or without 

troops—that the bill affects.” The bill was passed 
Change in Names of Navy Bureaus. 

Secretary Daniels has submitted to Congress proposed 
legislation to change the name of the Bureau of Steam 
Fugineering to the “Bureau of Engineering,” and the 
Bureau of Navigation to the “Bureau of Personnel.” The 
Secretary says: “The name of neither of these two bu- 
reaus correctly describe their activities. The functions 
and duties of the Bureau of Steam Wuginecering have long 
aivce outgrown steam marine engineering alone, and now 
embraces wide fields of radio, electric and internal com. 
bustion engineering. Since the establishment of the Office 
of Naval Operations, the Bureau of Navigation has con- 
cerned itself with matters of personnel solely, and the 
correct designation of that bureau should be the ‘Bureau 
of Persouncl.’” ~ 
For Restoration of an Officer. 

Mr. Dial, in the Senate on Jan. 9, called up the bill

Information Regarding Staff Duty. 

The Senate on Jan. 7 agreed to S. Res. 269, That the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the et be re- 
quested to transmit to the Senate, not later than Jan. 31, 
1920, a statement showing name, rank, assignment and 
headquarters, and base and longevity pay, and commuta- 
tion of heat, light and quarters of every commissioned 
officer in their respective departments who is assigned to 
duty in other than strictly combatant or line organiza- 
tions. 

Enlistment of Non-English Speaking Citizens and Aliens. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs favorably 
reports the bill (S. 547) authorizing the enlistment ot 
non-English speaking citizens and aliens, believing that 
the passage of such a bill will assist in the primary edu- 
cation of the illiterate element and be a great benetit to 
the country. In endorsing this measure the Secretary of 
War on May 22, 1919, said: “The development battal- 
ions during six months, from June to November, 1918, 
handled about 28,000 illiterates and non-English speak: 
ing soldiers, Excellent results in connection with the 
teaching of English were obtained in these battalions. 
Men who complete a course in a recruit educational cen: 
ter will be better fitted for their work in the Army and 
will become imbued with a proper spirit of AmefPican- 
ism. The idea if adopted will unquestionably meet with 


nation-wide approval, since it makes for better citizen: 


ship and a« high spirit of Americanism.” 


Removing Charge of Desertion in Certain‘ Cases. 

The Secretary of the Navy transmits the draft of pro- 
posed legislation permitting removal df the charge of 
desertion from the record of any officer or enlisted man 
who served in the Navy or Marine Corps in any case 
where it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of 
the Seeretary of the Navy that such officer or enlisted

GENERAL CARTER’S SOUND ADVICE. 

Letter to Senator Wadsworth on National Guard Bill. 

In pointing out a number of inconsistent, vicious and 
apparently unconstitutional provisions in Senate bill No. 
3424, introduced in Congress by Senator Frelinghuysen 
of New Jersey, in the interests of the National Guard, 
Major Gen. J. McI. Carter, U.S.A., chief of the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department, bas given an important 
warning to the country on matters of vital interest to its 
future welfare. The views of General Carter were given 
in a letter to Senator Wadsworth of New York, at the 
latter’s request, and it is to be hoped his plain presenta- 
tion of truths, made without any selfish interests at 
stake, will be heeded by Congress. Some of the alleged 
unconstitutional provisions -of the bill which General 
Carter points out are the following: 





Section 14 provides that vacancies shall be filled on the 
nomination of certain military commanders. The appointment 
of officers of the militia is reserved to the governors of states 


by the provisions of Article I, Sec. 8, of the Constitution of 
the United States. 

Sections 23 and 24 direct issues to be made without provid- 
ing the means of procurement, 


Section 36 provides payment for each drill attended by an 
enlisted man of the National Guard of twenty-five per cent. 
of the initial monthly pay of enlisted men of corresponding 
grades in the Regular Army, making it incumbent upon the 
Federal Government to pay the National Guardsman for five 


drills in any one month twenty-five per cent. more than it 
pays the Regular soldier for an entire month’s work. 

Section 36 provides for replacements in Nationa! Guard 
units in time of war from the state or terrilory ‘from which 
the units are drafted. This is entirely impracticable and would 
insure confusion, delay and great expense. 

Section 40 prescribes the particular officers who shall be ap- 
Pointed by the President, a usurpation of his constitutional 
function. It also endows the National Guard council with 
power to control the tactical organization of Federal forces 
in time of war. 

“There are numerous provisions in the bill,” says Gen- 
eral Carter, “which provide for the employment of Na- 
tional Guard officers and Reserve officers in an active 
capacity with full pay of their grade, Since presum- 
ably these men would find a continuing necessity for 
their employment, the result would be a large addition 
to the annual Federal pay roll, and, a very small in- 
crease in the military preparedness of our citizens.” 


The Guard Under State and Federal Gontrol. 


General Carter holds that to place the development of 
the National Guard under any other than trained offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, would be a decided step back- 
ward. To prove the truth of this statement he poiuts to 
the fact “that the National Guard was under the eutire 
control of the states and of National Guard officers from 
the time of the Revolution until approximately 1903-—a 
period of 127 years—-and that during that period there 
was little in its history to commend it as a military as- 
set to the Federal Government. In 1898 records of the 
National Guard, or Organized Militia, show it to huve 
been composed of organizations varying in strength, with 
diverse uniforms and equipment, and composed of mea 
the great percentage of whom were physically unfit for 
military service. There was nothing like uniformity io 
clothing, equipment, organization, or anything else ueces- 
sary in the maintenance of a modern army. 

“From 1908 until 1917, the National Guard has been 
more or less under the control of a Federal bureau ad- 
ministered by a Regular Army officer. The progress dur- 
ing this régime has far exceeded that made while the 
states had control of this force. The seventeen divisions 
of the National Guard which fought overseas in the re 
cent World War are evidence of what has been accom- 
plished by the supervision of Regular officers over a force 
which for 127 years of our history had proved nothing 
but a disappointment.” 

The General points out the lack of any real benefits 
derived from National Guard encampments before the 
Guard was placed under Federal control, which preyi- 
ously to that time, he states, were largely devoted to a 
riotous life and a general good time. He also speaks of 
the great transformation that took place under Federal 
control, and of the valuable military work accomplished. 
“The provisions of the bill,” says General Carter, “with 
respect to the National Guard council, place forty-eight 
National Guard officers, one from each state, in such a 
position as to menace the authority and usurp the fune- 
tions of the Secretary of War. 

“The records of the Militia Bureau conclusively dem- 
onstrate the pernicious influence of the meddliug of in- 
dividual states in the perfecting of a Federal military orm 
ganization. The provisions of the bill with respect to 
the National Guard council and the National Guard bu- 
reau were evidently drawn up with a desire to give to 
National Guard officers a greater voice in the control of 
the nation’s military affairs. It is believed that the pro- 
visions of ‘the bill would result in further divorcing the 
interests of the Regular Army and the National Guard 
and would tend to lack of co-operation, jealousy, and in- 
trigue and would remove from the National Guard the 
helpful influence of those Regular officers who are- now 
earnestly working for its proper development.” 

General Carter favors the detail of a small number of 
National Guard officers to the General Staff of the 
Army, which he says would give to the National Guard 
the opportunity that they desire in formulating military 
policies and would tend to co-operation, mutual under- 
standing, and increased efficiency in both Services. He 
speaks of the failure of some states to provide for 
properly qualified adjutants general, which has pre- 
vented efficiency, and believes that the better plan would 
be to authorize the Secretary of War, at the request of a 
Governor to detail an officer of the Army to act as The 
Adjutant General of a state. With respect to compul- 
sory physical training in schools, General Carter points 
to the fact “that public schools are entirely under state 
control, and the Federal Government is without power to 
prescribe the curriculum or to enforce a requirement for 
physical or other special training in these schools. The 
cost of the arrangement as outlined in the bill would be 
stupendous as compared with the military benefit to be 
Sertred from the training received. 

“Tt is believed that the provisions of the Act of June 
9, 1916, are the best ever made in the interest of the 
development of the National Guard. Under its applicas 
tion for a little more than a year the National Guard 
fugnished 12,123 officers and more than 367,000 enlisted 
men, nized into seventeen divisions, for service over- 
seas. This law has not yet been Gecoumnly tried ow 

but its merit is shown in the results obtain it woald 
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seem the part of wisdom to maintain the good features 
of that act and to modify those features which during its 
application haye been found to be imperfect or deficient. 

“I would call your attention to the letter of the Secre- 
tary of War dated Sept. 30, 1919, to the chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, U.S. Senate, upon 
the subject of ‘Amendments to the Actof June 3, 1916, 
—the National Defense Act.’ This letter sets forth the 
changes which, in the opinion of this bureau, should be 
adopted at the present time.” 

General Carter believes that the great number of com- 
plaints presented to the Senate Military Committee at 
the hearings on the bill were due to feelings of hostility, 
unfair treatment, and injured feelings which arose after 
the National Guard was drafted into the Federal ser- 
vice, during the time when the Militia Bureau had no 
control over them, and were the result of a hasty prepa- 
ration for war, when the interests of the Governinent and 
not the feelings of individuals had to be given first con- 
sideration. . “The Militia Bureau in the past,” he stated, 
“has striven faithfully te carry out the provisions of the 
laws enacted by Congress and sympathizes with those 
members of the National Guard who conceive that they 
have received unjust treatment during their Federal ser- 
vice. The establishment of a National Guard bureau 
will not eradicate the faults complained of nor prove a 
remedy for the regrettable individual instances brought 
to the attention of your committee during its hearings.”

CONNECTICUT. 


The Military Emergency Board of Connecticut announce that 
the end of the war with Germany and the apparent improve- 
ment in domestic conditions in the state make it unreasonable 
and undesirable to maintain organizations of the Connecticut 
State Guard in localities where they are not likely to be needed 
for military service in time of peace. A list of twenty-five units 
ordered discontinued on Jan. 20 is given. “This action,” the 
Military Board e: in, “is taken solely for the purpose of re- 
ducing the State Guard to a peace footing, upon which it will 
be maintained and needed for a long time. The proposed organ- 
ization of a National Guard in this state has no relation to or 
connection with the State Guard.” Any enlisted man of a unit 
to be mustered out who does not desire to be discharged, but 
prefers to be transferred to a unit which is to remain in the 
Service, can do so, 





NEW JERSEY. 

Governor Runyon, of New Jersey, has authorized the dis- 
bandment of the remaining units of the State Militia, the 
emergency for which they were organized in 1917 having 
expired. The disbandment of the units completes the de- 
mobilization of a military force consisting of State Admin- 
istrative Staff, Corps and Departments, seven battalions of 
Infantry, consisting of thirty-nine companies, and two sepa- 
rate companies (colored), with an approximate strength of 
4,000 officers and enlisted men. 

The strength of the State Militia on the date of the last 
return was ninety-four officers and 1,171 enlisted men. During 
the existence of this organization there were 1,043 men dis- 
charged to enter the armies of the United States and her 
allies, as follows: U.S. Army, 305; U.S, Navy, 160; U.S. 
Marine Corps, 44; inducted under the provisions of the Se- 
lective Service law, 407; Student Army Training Camp, 53; 
National Guard, 48; Merchant Marine Service, 19; U.S. Naval 
Academy, 2; U.S. Coast Guard, 1; Canadian army, 3; Polish 
army, 1. 

In the opinion of many officers of the Army who have 
observed the activities and service of the State Militia, the 
state has rendered the Federal Government an invaluable 
service, not only in having a military force available for any 
emergency, but also in providing facilities for the funda- 
mental instruction and training of men who subsequently 
entered the Federal service. Governor Runyon pays the State 
Militia force a high tribute for the performance of its duty. 

The Adjutant General’s Department has been very fortu- 
nate in securing th@ services of many former members of the 
National Guard, who have been in Federal service, in the 
organization of National Guard units which have been formed 
since the return of the troops from overseas. Such men, 
together with the men who have served in the State Militia 
forces, will form the nucleus of the new organizations. The 
state has already organized one regiment of Infantry, located 
in Newark, Rutherford, Orange, East Orange, Paterson, Hack- 
ensack, Passaic, Jersey City, Town of Union and Morristown, 
and also one troop of Cava’iy, with headquarters at Newark, 
both of these organizations having been given Federal recog- 
nition by the War Department. 

In addition to this, there is now in course of organization 
one additional regiment of Infantry; one battery of Field 
Artillery in Camden, by Lieut, Col. Samuel G. Barnard, and 
one battery in East Orange, by Lieut. Col. Claude E. Lanter- 
man, both officers formerly of the 112th Field Artillery; three 
lettered troops of Oavalry (to complete a sen, with 
stations in Red Bank, Newark and Westfield; one suppl 
troop, with station in Plainfield; one machine gun troop, wit 
station in Newark, under the direction of Capt. Lewis B. 
Ballantyne, formerly 0.0., Headquarters Troop, 29th Division; 
one signal company (radio), with station in Jersey City. 

While the location of all of the units of the regiment of 
Infantry now in course of organization has: not been definitely 
decided upon, the present plans contemplate their being lo 
cated in the following cities: Elizabeth, Chatham, Summit, 
Perth Amboy, New Brunswick, Asbury Park, Freehold, Tren- 
ton, Flemington, Somerville, Burlington, Mt. Holly, Riverside, 
Camden, Bridgeton, Salem and Atlantic City. Tentative plans 
are also under way for the organization of two companies of 
Coast Artillery, one battalion of Engineers and one Field 
Hospital company (motorized).

DEATH GRATUITY.—tThe Act of Dec. 17, 1919, relating to 
the payment of six months’ pay to the widow, children, or 
other designated dependent relative of any officer or enlisted 
men of the Regular Army whese death results from wounds 
er disease not the result of his ewn misconduct, provides: 
‘That hereafter, immediately upon official notification of the 
death from wounds or disease, not the resulé of his own mis- 
conduct, of any officer or enlisted man on the active list of 
the Regular Army or on the retired list when on active duty, 
the Quartermaster General of the Army shall cause to be paid 
to the widow, and if there be no widow to the chile or chil- 
@ren, and if there be no widow or child to any other depend- 
ent relative of such officer or enlisted man previously desig- 
mated by him, an acount equal to six months’ pay at the rate 
received by such officer or enlisted man at the date of his 
death. The Secretary of War shall establish regulations re- 
quiring each officer and enlisted man having no wife or child 
to designate the proper dependent relative to whem this 
amount shall be paid in case of his death. Said amount shall 
be paid from funds appropriated for the pay of the Army. 
That nothing in this act shall be construed as making the 
provisions of this act applicable to officers or enlisted men of 
any forces or troops of the Army of the United States other 
than those of the Regular Army, and neéhing im this act shall 
be construed to apply in commissioned grades to any officers 
except those holding permanent or provisional appointments 
im the Regular Army.’’

Sec. 42. APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS OF PERMANENT PER- 
SONNEL OTHER THAN OFFICERS OF MEDICAL SERVICE AND 
CHAPLAINS.—Not less than one-half of total number of vacan- 
cies created or caused by this act, except those occurring in 
Medical Service and Chaplains’ Corps, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment, to date from six months after approval of this act, 
and subject to such examination as President may prescribe, of 
persons other than officers of permanent personnel, below age 
of 2 a Se S U.S. Army, whether EReg- 
ular, National Guard while in service of U.S., or im National 
Army, between April 6, 1917, and June 30, 1919, No such 
person below age of 48 shal] be appointed in grade of colonel, 
below 45 lieutenant colonel, below 36 major. Original vacan- 
eies in grades above lowest, which are not fil by such ap- 
pointments, shall be filled by promotion, to date from six months 
after approval of this act, in accordance with provisions of Sec. 
44; vacancies remaining or thereafter occurring in lowest 

ades shall be filled by appointment, first, of graduates of U.S. 
Military Academy; second, of reserve officers below ages 21 and 
30; and, third, of enlisted men of permanent personnel, as now 
provided by law; such appointments shail be in grade of second 
lieutenant. Former officers of Regular Army and retired officers 
may be reappointed, subject to examination, to active list, if 
under age of 50, and shall be commissioned in grades deter- 
mined by places assigned on promotion list under provisions of 
Sec. 43; selection of officers to be appointed and their assign- 
ment to arms, corps, or services, shall be by a board of three 
general officers of line and three chief of service to be ap- 
pointed by Secretary of War; board shall consider individual 
records and recommendations of chief of the arm, corps, or 
service to which their assignment is proposed. 


Promotion from Single List. 

Sec. 43. PROMOTION List FoR OFFICERS OF PERMANENT 
PERSONNEL OTHER THAN OF MEDICAL SERVICE AND OHAP- 
LAINS.—For purpose of establishing basis of an equitable and 
uniform system for promotion of officers of permanent personnel 
as herein provided for, Secretary of War shall cause to be pre- 
pared a list of all persons holding commissions in Regular Army 
and Philippine Scouts in grades below that of colonel, with 
exception of professors, officers of Medical Service, chaplains, 
and in the first instance of those officers who were first com- 
missioned in Regular Army or Philippine Scouts subsequent to 
April 6, 1917. Officers of Corps of Engineers, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Infantry, Porto Rico Regiment, 
and Philippine Scouts shall be placed on list without changing 
present position of any officer on lineal list of his own branch, 
but otherwise as nearly as practicable according to length of 
commissioned service. In the first instance, from this list shall 
be omitted: First, officers who, as a result of voluntary transfer, 
occupy positions on lineal list other than they would have held 
if their original commissions had been in their present branches; 
second, officers of other branches appointed in Field Artillery or 
Coast Artillery Corps to fill vacancies created by act approved 
Jan. 25, 1907; third, officers appointed in Regular Army since 
Jan. 1, 1903, while serving as officers of Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry or Philippine Scouts; fourth, former 
officers of Regular Army or Philippine Scouts who have been 
reappointed in those forces; fifth, officers who have been re- 
stored to active list from retired list. Officers of first, second, 
and third of se classes shall then be placed on list in posi- 
tions they would have occupied if they had remained in their 
original branches of the service. Officers of fourth and fifth 
classes shall then be placed on list in position that would be 
occupied by an officer of continuous service equa! to total active 
commissioned service of such officers in Army, whether such ser- 
vice was rendered on active or retired list. All other officers, 
except those heretofore excepted, shall be placed on list according 
to their total active commissioned service. The names of per- 
sons sppointed to grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and 
major, under provisions of Sec. 42, shall then be placed on this 
list, those appointed in each grade being placed immediately 
below officers of permanent personnel promoted to that ‘grade 
under provisions of Sec. 44. Secretary of War shall also cause 
to be prepared a second list comprising names of those officers 
originally appointed in Regular Army or Philippine Scouts since 
April 6; 1917, except officers of Medical Service and chaplains, 
and of those appointed under provisions of Sec. 42 to fill orig- 
inal vacancies in grades below that of major. All persons shall 
be a Jnged on this list in accordance with their active commis- 
siog.24 service in U.S. Army. These two lists shall then be com- 
bined, all persons on second list being placed below all on first. 
The combined list shall constitute original promotion list. 

In computing length of service for purposes of this section 
there shall be credited all active commissioned service in Army 
and in. National Guard or Organized Militia when called into 
service of the U.S., except service while in attendance at a 
school or camp for training of candidates for commission. Com- 
missioned service in Regular Army or Philippine Scouts, if 
continuous to present time, shall be counted as having begun on 
date of original commission. 

Any former officer of Regular Army, and any retired officer 
who may hereafter be reappointed to active list in manner pro- 
vided by law, shall be placed on list of officers in accordance 
with his total active commissioned service, and shall be ap- 
pointed in grade corresponding to such place on list. Officers 
appointed in grade of second lieutenant shall be placed at foot 
of list. The place of any officer on promotion list, once estab- 
lished, shall not thereafter be changed, except as result of the 
sentence of a court-martial. 

Src. 44. PROMOTION AND ELIMINATION OF OFFICERS OF 
PERMANENT PERSONNEL.—Immediately upon approval of this 
act, and thereafter in September of each year, President shall 
convene boards, each of not less than five general officers, which, 
after examination of officers’ efficiency records, including ree- 
ommendations of chiefs of-arms, corps, or services to whith they 
are assigned, shall arrange all officers, except professors, in 
three classes, namely: Class A, consisting of all officers fit for 
promotion to next higher grade; Class B, of all officers not at 
time fit for promotion; and Class C, of all officers who should 
be eliminated or retired as hereinafter provided. Upon being 
convened members of these boards shall be duly sworn to per- 
form duty herein assigned™to them wi-hout partiality, favor, or 
aifection, and with sole aim of advancing military efficiency of 
Army of the U.S.: Provided, That final classification of all offi- 
cers of a single grade shall be arranged by a single board which, 
except for grade of major general, shall be composed of officers 
of at least one grade above that of officers to be classified: Pro- 
vided further, That findings of any boards shall not be subject 
to revision except by the board making such findings. Un 
rendition of reports of boards herein provided for, all officers 
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shall be regarded as belonging to Class A. The classification 
made by boards convened upon approval of this act shall be 
used in making promotions to fill vacancies occurring prior to 
Dec. 31, 1920, and that made by boards convened in September 
of each year for vacancies occurring in next following calendar 
year. Vacancies in grades above that of colonel shall be filled 
by selection of Class A officers of next lower grade, and vacan- 
cies in grades below that of brigadier general shall be filled by 
promotion of Class A officers in order of seniority as determined 
by promotion list herein provided for. Whenever an officer is 
placed in Class C, a board of not less than three officers shall be 
convened by Secretary of War to determine if his service has 
been honest and faithful. If finding is negative, he shall be 
discharged from the Army; if affirmative, he shall be placed on 
unlimited retired list, with pay at rate of 2% per cent.-of his 
active pay, multiplied by number of complete years of his com- 
missioned service, total not to exceed 75 per cent. unless his 
total commissioned service shall be less than ten years, in which 
case he shall be honorably discharged with one year’s pay. In 
discretion of President or upon their own application, officers 
who have been classified in Class B for more than two consecu- 
tive years may be retired or discharged under provisions of this 
section: Provided further, That no officer in Class B or Class 
C, retired under provisions of this section after Jan. 1, 1924, 
shall receive more than 60 per cent. of his active pay: Pro- 
vided further, That nothing contained in this act shall be con- 
strued as affecting provisions of existing law relative to retire- 
ment or retired pay and allowances of officers incapacitated for 
active service on account of disability incident to the Service. 

Existing laws providing for the examination of officers for 
promotion, except in so far as they relate to physical examina- 
tion, are hereby repealed. 


Reserve Officers—Appointments, etc. 

Sec. 45. APPOINTMENT, ASSIGNMENT, PROMOTION, AND 
ELIMINATION OF RESERVE OFFICERS.—Any person who honor- 
ably served as an officer in U.S. Army, including National 
Guard while in service of U.S., National Army, or Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Corps, between April 6, 1917, and June 30, 1919, may, 
upon his application therefor, within six months after the ap- 
proval of this act, be appointed and commissioned as a reserve 
officer in the Army of the U.S.; in grade held at time of honor- 
able discharge and with date of rank as of original date of 
rank in such grade; persons duly qualified for and recom- 
mended before discharge from the aforesaid service, may be ap- 
pointed in a higher grade. Under regulations by President, any 
person who honorably so served as an enlisted man, and any 
person who has completed training provided for, whether in 
training forces or in National Guard of U.S., and any other 
person specially qualified for any combatant or technical branch 
of service may be commissioned as a reserve officer. Reserve 
officers may be commissioned in any grade, including that of 
general officer, and may be assigned to any duty without regard 
to age, except that laws and regulations concerning relation be- 
tween age and retirement which apply to officers of permanent 
personnel in active service shall also apply to reserve officers; 
reserve officers of grades not above colonel shall be appointed 
by President alone, and reserve officers of grades above colonel 
shall be appointed by President, by and with advice and consent 
of Senate. Reserve officers shall be commissioned in arm, corps, 
or service for which qualified and appointed and may be as- 
signed to duty, including duty with National Guard of U.S. 
and General Staff, for which qualified; shall be assigned to 
arms, corps, or services and, as far as practicable, to units in 
locality of their places of residence; promotion shall be accord- 
ing to merit ascertained from service and experience in World 
War, or, after training, observation, and examination, as may 
be provided; as far as practicable promotion shall be through 
recommendations made in established chain of command and 
following general principles governing the classification and elimi- 
nation of officers of permanent personnel; subject to revision and 
approval by Secretary of War, regulations governing appointment, 
assignment, promotion, and elimination of reserve officers shall 
be prepared by a committee of division of General Staff charged 
with preparation of plans for national defense and _ mobiliza- 
tion; committee shall be two or more officers of said division 
and an equal number of veteran officers eligible for appoint- 
ment as reserve officers. Persons specifically qualified in edu- 
cational, scientific, professional and technical matters, including 
transportation, production and finance, may be appointed by 
President alone to co-operate with and assist General Staff or 
one or more of the services. President shall have power to 
fix their compensation, not exceeding pay and allowances of 
a colonel, and prescribe functions and duties, which may be 
regular, periodic, or occasional. Upon their own consent may 
be appointed to serve without compensation, but shall in all 
eases receive actual and necessary expenses; may be appointed 
to serve as civilian aids or assistants, or commissioned as re- 
serve officers in appropriate grades, not above colonel, as Presi- 
dent may direct; all specifically qualified shall be appointed 
without regard to the provisions of Act of Jan. 16, 1883; 
nothing herein shall prevent President from placing said em- 
ployees in classified service. 

Sec. 46. RELATIVE RANK OF OFFICERS.—Unless special as- 
signment is made by President under the provisions of 119th 
Article of War, officers of permanent personnel and reserve 
officers on active service shall take rank among themselves and 
between each other according to length of active commissioned 
service in grade in which then serving; in case of permanent 
personnel such active service shall be considered as commencing 
on date of commission; all orders placing reserve officers on 
active service shall state length of previous active service, if 
any, in grade; when dates of rank are same, relative rank 
shall be determined by length of active commissioned service 
as an officer of Army, and when length of commissioned service 
is same, by age, the elder being senior. 

Sec. 47. ASSIGNMENT OF OFFICERS TO TEMPORARY RANK.— 
Army and Army corps commanders are authorized to assign 
officers in time of peace on duty under them to any temporary 
rank appropriate to any assignment to tactical units or to Army, 
Army corps, or division staffs. Such officers shall receive 
pay and allowances of respective permanent grades, except 
officer assigned to duty requiring him to be mounted shall be 
entitled to allowances appropriate in grade then held by him; 
in time of war officers assigned to temporary rank shall receive 
pay and allowances of such rank; in time of war President, by 
and with advice and consent of Senate, may appoint to tempo- 
rary rank of lieutenant general and general such officers as 
may be necessary for appropriate assignments during such 
emergency; with pay and allowances of temporary grades. 

Sec. 48. RESERVE OFFICERS AND RESERVISTS AT SERVICE 
ScHooLs, Etrc.—To the extent provided from time to time by 
appropriations for this specific purpose, President is authorized 
to order reserve officers and reservists, including those assigned 
to National Guard of U.S., with their consent, to duty with 
oversea garrisons, home forces, and training forces, and to 
duty at special and general Service schools, all under regula- 
tions to be established by President: during such active service 
shall receive pay and allowances of corresponding grades in 
permanent personnel. 

Src. 49. DETACHED SERVICE OR Duty IN DIstTRICT oF Co- 
LUMBIA.—Unless President declares an emergency exists which 
requires otherwise, no officer assigned to or commissioned in 
Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Corps 
of Engineers, Signal Corps or Air Corps shall be placed on duty 
in District of Columbia or the headquarters of any territorial 
department, except with troops stationed thereat, for a period 
of more than three months, unless in preceding seven years he 
shall have actually served two years on duty with a troop, com- 
pany, battery, battalion, squadron, regiment, brigade, division, 
Army corps, or army or other corresponding organization, or 
with the training forces; for purpose of determining periods 
of duty no deductions shall be made for leaves not exceeding 
thirty days, short periods of sickness, or for necessary and 
usual assignment on detached duty not exceeding thirty days; 
shall not be construed to prevent an officer being placed on 
duty at any time as a student at any of the several Service 
schools. 

Sec. 50. ATTENDANCE OF OFFICERS AT CIVIL, TECHNICAL, 
PROFESSIONAL AND EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS.—Secretary of 
War is authorized, in his discretion, to detail not to exceed two 
per centum of commissioned officers of Army in any fiscal year 
as students at such technical, professional and other educa- 
tional institutions, or as students, observers or investigators 
at such industrial plants, hospitals and other places, as shall 
be best suited to enable them to acquire a knowledge of spesial- 
ties necessary that such officers shall perfect themselves; num- 
ber so detailed shall, as far as practicable, be distributed pro- 
portionately among the various corps, arms, services, and de- 
partments; no such detail for a continuous period greater than 
one year; no expense shall be incurred by the U.S. in addition 
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to pay and allowances of officers so detailed, except for cost 
of tuition. 
Military Training. 

Sec. 51. MuiLiraARy TraIninc.—All male citizens of the 
United States (excluding Alaska and insular possessions) and 
all who have declared intention to become citizens, other than 
persons excepted by this act, shall, upon attaining age of 
eighteen years, or within three years thereafter, be subject 
to military or naval training, and shall be inducted into Army 
or Navy of the U.S. for this purpose alone and shall be sub- 
ject to training therein for a period of four months and for 
such further time as may be reasonably necessary for enrolment, 
mobilization and demobilization; under regulations by Presi- 
dent training of any such person may, with his consent, be con- 
tinued for an additional period not exceeding two months. They 
shall have the privilege of electing, as mey be prescribed by 
regulation, whether training shall begin at eighteen or shall be 
deferred for not more than three years and of expressing 
whether they desire to train in Army or in Navy, and, so far 
as practicable, shall be trained in accordance with such ex- 
pressed desire. Military training herein provided for shall be- 
come effective beginning Jan. 1, 1921. All liable for training 
who do not begin within three years age eighteen because ex- 
cepted from training or for any other reason shall begin such 
training as soon thereafter as may be, but not after attaining 
age of twenty-six. Any male alien resident of U.S. for not 
less than one year and qualified to become a citizen except by 
length of residence and prior filing of a declaration of inten- 
tion, and who, if a citizen, would -be liable for training, may, 
with his consent, be inducted into the service as aforesaid. 
Upen honorable completion of such training he shall receive 
a certificate thereof and have the privilege of electing forthwith 
to become a citizen within six months. Any alien male resi- 
dent who shall claim and secure exception from military train- 
ing, upon the ground of alienage, except as expressly provided 
by treaty, shall not be admitted to citizenship thereafter but 
shall be forever barred therefrom. 

Sec. 52. CLASSES OF TRAINING.—The military training and 
any preparatory education therefor shall be such as may be 
prescribed by regulation, and shall include general educational 
training and vocational training in appropriate trades necessary 
in war and useful in peace, scientific agriculture, physical 
training, instruction in hygiene, instruction in American his- 
tory, principles and forms of government, and such other in- 
struction and training as adapted to qualify for duties as citi- 
zen-soldiers. The training to be given in different areas of 
country shall be adapted to respective climatic, agricultural, 
industrial, educational and other conditions as may be pre- 


scribed by regulation. Upon induction for training all recruits 
shall be subjected to a physical and psychological examination, 
including such as necessary to determine whether subsequent 
service shall be with combat or special troop units. Subject 
to revision and approval by Secretary of War, regulations gov- 
erning training shall be prepared by a committee of division 
of General Staff charged with direction and supervision of mili- 
tary training; committee shall be composed of three or more 
officers of said division and at least an equal number of other 
persons, including veteran officers, eligible for appointment as 
reserve officers, physicians and civilians specially qualified in 
educational and industrial training. 

Sec. 53. PREPARATORY EDUCATIONAL TRAINING.—Persons 
liable to training not sufficiently educated in English language 
to be able to profit by military training may be required to 
receive, prior to the training period, preparatory education 
necessary to fit them therefor, and they may be inducted into 
the service or not for this purpose; preparatory educational 
period shall not exceed two months. 

Sec. 54. Pay AND ALLOWANCE OF PERSONS UNDERGOING 
TRAINING IN TRAINING Forcres.—During the training period 
and, if inducted into the service, during preparatory educa- 
tional period, each man shall receive pay at rate of $5 a month, 
~esides transportation, clothing, laundry, shelter, subsistence, 
and all necessary medical and dental attendance. 

Sec. 55. EXCEPTIONS FROM LIABILITY TO TRAINING.—The 
following shall be excepted: (a) Persons exempted by treaty; 
(b) citizens or subjects of any country with which the U.S. 
is at war or of any ally of such country; (c) persons in a 
status with respect to persons dependent upon them which 
renders their exception advisable; this exception shall not be 
applicable when suitable provision is made by law for support 
of such dependents; (d) persons in military or naval service 
ot U.S. or who have served therein for a period of four months, 
including, however, only such kinds of prior service as may be 
prescribed by regulation; (e) students preparing for the min- 
istry in recognized theological or divinity schools; (f) persons 
mentally, morally, or physically incapable of profiting by such 
training; appropriate measures may be taken for their develop- 
ment, 

Sec. 56. ASSIGNMENT OF RESERVISTS IN NATIONAL GUARD 
or U.S. AND IN ORGANIZED RESERVES.—Each reservist who has 
completed prescribed training shall be assigned to an organiza- 
tion of National Guard of U.S. or of organized reserves estab- 
lished for the locality in which he lives, and shall serve therein 
for five years, when he shall be transferred to unorganized 
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reserves; reservists assigned to National Guard of U.S. shall 
serve therein for a period of three years. Under regulations 
by President, any reservist may, upon oe of residence, be 
transferred to appropriate organization of N.G. or organized 
reserves for the locality of his new residence. So far as the 
needs of the service will permit, each reservist shall be assigned, 
or transferred, to arm or branch of service which they may 
elect or for which found best qualified; no reservist shall be 
assigned or transferred to an organization of National Guard 
of U.S. without his consent; number of reservists who have 
completed training in training forces that may be assigned to 
N.G. shall be prescribed by regulation, but shall not exceed 
in any year one-third of maximum strength of National Guard 
of U.S. as authorized. 

While assigned to organized reserves, reservists shall be sub- 
ject to mobilization and additional training for two annual 
periods of not to exceed two weeks each during their member- 
ship therein; any desiring to qualify as a non-commissioned 
officer or as an officer may, with his consent, be required to 
receive additional training as prescribed by regulations, and, 
with his consent, may be continued in organized reserves for 
a period of ten years. 

Sec. 57. GRADES, RATINGS, AND RATES OF Pay OF RE- 
SERVISTS.—The grades and ratings to which reservists assigned 
to or enlisted in National Guard of U.S., or in organized re- 
serves, may be appointed, the numbers in each grade, and rates 
of pay, when in the active service of the U.S., shall be same 
as grades, ratings and rates of pay provided for enlisted men 
of permanent personnel. 

Sec. 58. ENLISTMENT AND ENROLLMENT OF VETERANS.— 
Until system of military training becomes effective and to per- 
mit organization of organized reserves and reorganization of 
National Guard as the National Guard of the U.S. without 
delay, President is authorized to provide by regulation for 
voluntary enlistment in National Guard of U.S., or enrolment in 
organized reserves, of all male persons who honorably served 
in Army of U.S. or Marine Corps at any time between April 
6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, for a period of one year; such 
persons may voluntarily re-enlist or re-enroll for like periods; 
any person enlisting in National Guard of U.S. or in organ- 
ized reserves under this section shall be entitled to honorable 
discharge therefrom at any time within ninety days after mak- 
ing application therefor. ° 

Sec. 59. LIABILITY OF RESERVISTS AND OF ORGANIZED ReE- 
SERVES TO CALL FOR SERVICE.—Reservists assigned to organ- 
ized reserves, in addition to being subject to call for training as 
hereinbefore provided, may at any time, with their own con- 
sent and as may be prescribed by regulation, be called into 
active service to act as instructors, or to perform any other 
appropriate duty for which qualified. All reservists may 
required to make an annual report by mail or otherwise. The 
organized reserves shall be liable to call for military service 
by President, only, when Congress shall declare that a national 
emergency exists; not to be construed to prevent voluntary as- 
sembly of units of organized reserves nor annual mobilization 
or training periods provided. 


National Guard of the United States. 


Sec. 60. STRENGTH OF NATIONAL GUARD OF THE UNITED 
STaTeEs.—Maximum strength as established under this act, and 
that may be organized in any state, in time of peace, shall be 
approximately equal to 800 officers and enlisted men or reserv- 
ists for each Senator and Representative in Congress, and a 
number to be determined by President for each territory and 
District of Columbia; in states which have but one Representa- 
tive maximum strength shall be determined by President; word 
territory shall include and apply to Hawaii, Alaska, Porto 
Rico, and Canal Zone; except as otherwise specifically pre- 
scribed herein, organization of N.G. of U.S., composition of 
all units, location of such units, and assignment to brigades, 
divisions and corps of Army of U.S. shall be as provided in 
Secs. 9 and 10. 

Seo. 61. ENLISTMENTS IN NATIONAL GvaRD or U.S.— 


Hereafter, any person liable for military service in time of 
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war, but not liable for —_7 training, may be voluntarily 
enlisted in National Guard of U.S., and, while serving therein, 
shall po qnemaates from other military service. Such enlistments 
shall be for three years, except as specifically provided in Sec. 
58, with privilege of re-enlisting for additional period of not 
less than one or more than three years; qualifications for en- 
listment shall be same as prescribed for rmanent personnel 
of Army subject to such modifications. as President may direct. 
Zalisted men in National Guard of the several states, terri- 
tories and District of Columbia, now serving under contracts 
which contain obligation to defend Constitution of the U.S., 
and to obey orders of President, shall be recognized as mem- 
bers of National Guard of U.S. for unexpired portion of present 
enlistment; when enlistment contract does not contain such 
obligation, enlisted man shall not be recognized as member of 
National Guard of U.S. until he shall have signed an enlistment 
contract and taken and subscribed to the following oath of 
enlistment, upon signing which credit shall be given for period 
already served under old enlistment: 

“I do hereby acknowledge to have voluntarily enlisted this 
day of , 19—, as a soldier in the National Guard of 
the United States and of the state of ————, for the period 
of three years under conditions prescribed by law, unless sooner 
discharged by proper authority. And I do solemnly swear that 
I will bear true faith and allegiance to the United States of 
America and to the state of , and that I will serve them 
honestly and faithfully against all their enemies whomsoever, 
and that I will obey the orders of the President of the United 
States and of the governor of the state of , and of the 
officers appointed over me, according to law and the rules 
and Articles of War.” Hereafter rsons liable for military 
service under enlisting for service in National Guard of U.S. 
shall sign enrolment contract and take and subscribe to the 
oath; enlisted man discharged shall receive a discharge in writ- 
ing, in form and classification as prescribed for enlisted men 
of permanent personnel of Army. In fime of peace discharges 
may be given prior to the expiration of terms of enlistment 
under such regulations as President may prescribe. 

Sec. 62. OFrFricers OF NATIONAL GuARD eF U.S.—Secre- 
tary of War shall detail or assign officers cf permanent per- 
sonnel to duty with National Guard of U.S. according to re- 
quirements of service, and, in time of peacg, shall assign offi- 
cers of reserve personnel, with their consent, to such duty in 
each state or territory upon recommendation of governor con- 
cerned, and upon grant to such officers of state commissions; 
in District of Columbia shall be assigned upon the recommenda- 
tion of commanding general of National Guard of U.S. in said 
district; may accept such state or territorial commissions, with 
the permission of President and terminable in his discretion, 
without vacating their commissions in permanent or reserve 
personnel of Army of U.S. or being prejudiced in their relative 
or lineal standing therein. Hereafter no person shall be recog- 
nized as a commissioned officer of National Guard of U.S. 
unless selected from commissioned officers of permanent or 
reserve personnel of Army of U.S.; men enlisted in N.G. of 
U.S. shall be eligible for appointment as reserve officers under 
regulations prescribed by President. 

Sec. 63. TRAINING OF RECRUITS in NATIONAL GUARD OF 
U.S.—Subject to regulations prescribed by President, any per- 
son liable to military training who is able to speak, read and 
write English intelligently may voluntarily elect to receive such 
training in National Guard of U.S.; in any state not more than 
200 such persons for each Senator and Representative, and a 
number to be determined by President for each territory and 
District of Columbia, shall be accepted in any one year; shall 
subscribe to enlistment contract for five years; first three years 
shall be substantially equivalent to training prescribed for re- 
cruits in the training system; shall be excepted from training 
prescribed with the training forces; if shall fail to carry out 
obligation in receiving prescribed training honestly and faith- 
fully, shall, upon recommendation of immediate commanding 
officer, approved by corps commander, be transferred to train- 
ing forces and required to receive prescribed training therein 
for four months, at expiration of which he shall be transferred 
to National Guard of U.S. and serve therein for three years. 
Training in National Guard of U.S. shall be conducted by offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the training forces hereinbefore pro- 
vided for and assigned for this purpose; shall be subject to 
supervision of corps commander of the area. Such training 
shall be authorized only for those localities where adequate 
facilities exist and are made available by state or other authori- 
ties concerned; persons who elect to receive equivalent training 
in National Guard of U.S. as provided shall while receiving 
such training receive pay and allowances prescribed for privates 
in N.G. of U.S. in Sec. 69, together with medical and dental 
attendance. 

Sec. 64. DISCIPLINE AND TRAINING OF NATIONAL GUARD OF 
U.S.—Shall conform to system which now or hereafter pre- 
scribed for permanent personnel of Army of U.S.; each com- 
pany, troop, battery and detachment in N.G. of U.S. shall as- 
semble for drill and instruction, including indoor target prac- 
tice, not less than forty-eight times each year, and shall, in ad- 
dition thereto, participate in encampments, maneuvers, or other 
exercises, including outdoor target practice, at least fifteen 
days in training each year, including target practice, unless 
excused in any part by Secretary of War. 

Sec. 65. LIABILITY OF NATIONAL GUARD oF U.S. FoR SER- 
VICE.—When Congress shall have authorized use of land forces 
of U.S. for any purpose requiring use of troops in excess of 

rmanent personnel, President may, under such regulations as 
he may prescribe, call into active service for period of emer- 
gency, unless sooner discharged, whole or any part of National 
Guard of U.S.; obligations of officers and enlisted men so called 
shall be changed automatically from service under the dual oath 
herein prescribed to an exclusive U.S. service, and on termina- 
tion of emergency shall be relieved from active service, and re- 
vert to former obligations in National Guard of U.S.; called 
into active service shall have same pay and allowances as officers 
and enlisted men of permanent personnel of Army of same 
grades and same prior service. 

Sec. 66. MAINTENANCE OF OTHER TROOPS BY STATES.—No 
state shall maintain troops in time of peace other than those 
authorized; states and territories in time of peace, and sub- 
ject to such regulations as to expense, property accountability 
and other matters as prescribed by President, shall be entitled 
to use as state troops so much of National Guard of U.S. as is 
within their respective borders and not at time in active service 
under a call by President; shall not prevent organization and 
maintenance by states and territories of state militia, state 
police, or state constabulary. Under regulations by President, 
appropriate units of state militia may be attached to units of 
National Guard of U.S. in ratio of not more than one battalion 
of such militia to a regiment of N.G. of U.S., and, upon ap- 
proval of Secretary of War, may be provided out of appropria- 
tion for N.G. of U.S. with arms and suitable equipment, to the 
end that, when units of N.G. of U.S. to which such militia units 
are attacned shall be called into active service by President, 
they may serve as depot units; such militia units shall not in- 
clude any person liable for service in organized reserves. 

Sec. 67. ADJUTANTS GENERAL OF STATES, Territories and 
District of Columbia shall make such returns and reports to 
Secretary of War, or to such officers as he may designate, at 
such times and in such form as Secretary may prescribe. They 
may, with their consent, be commissioned as reserve officers in 
grade of brigadier general during their tenure of office as adju- 
tants general and assigned to perform such duties as Presi- 
dent may prescribe in connection with registration and in- 
duction into service of persons liable for military training or 
service. While performing such duties they may be placed on 
active duty under their reserve commissions, and while so serv- 
ing receive pay and allowances of grade; the adjutants general 
of territories and District of Columbia shall be appointed by 
President with rank and qualifications he may prescribe; shall 
be a citizen of territory for which appointed. 


Sec. 68. Tue NATIONAL GUARD DIVISION OF WAR DEPART- 
MENT is hereby established; shall consist of one Chief of 
National Guard Division, rank, pay and allowances of major 
general, and such officers of permanent and reserve personnel 
of Army of U.S. as President may direct; Chief shall be ap- 
pointed by President, by and with advice and consent of Senate, 
from among officers of reserve personnel of Army of U.S. not 
below grade of colonel, for four years, unless sooner relieved 
by President. At least one-half of personnel of National Guard 
Division shall consist of reserve officers assigned to National 
Guard of U.S., who may, with their consent, be ordered into 
active service for this purpose, and while so serving shall re- 
ceive same pay and allowances as officers of permanent per- 
sonnel of like grades. The Chief shall perform such adminis- 
trative and fiscal duties relating to National Guard of U.S. as 
President may direct, and shall keep Secretary of War informed 
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with respect to business under his charge, and he shall, if 
circumstances require, make such recommendations as in his 
judgment tend to promote efficiency and sufficiency of National 
Guard of U.S. 

Sec. 69. Pay FOR NATIONAL GUARD oF U.S.—Provisions of 
Secs. 109 and 110, act approved June 3, 1916, providing that 
certain commissioned officers and enlisted men on active list 
belonging to organizations of National Guard of each state, 
territory and District of Columbia participating in apportion- 
ment of annual appropriation for support of National Guard, 
shall receive compensation for their services except during 
periods of service for which they may become lawfully entitled 
to same pay as officers and enlisted men of corresponding grades 
of Regular Army, but not to include longevity pay, are hereby 
extended and made applicable to commissioned officers and en- 
listed men of National Guard of U.S.; compensation shall be 
based upon rates of pay established by said act. 

Sec. 70. NATIONAL GUARD oF U.S. SuBsEcT To Laws Gov- 
ERNING PERMANENT PERSONNEL OF ARMY OF U.S.—Except 
when on duty as state troops pursuant to orders from compe- 
tent state authority; so far as such laws and regulations are 
applicable to officers and enlisted men whose permanent reten- 
so in active military service is not contemplated by existing 
aw. 


Service in Time of War. 


Seo. 71. LIABILITY FOR MILITARY SERVICE IN TIME OF 
War.—Whenever Congress shall declare and President shall 
proclaim that a national emergency exists— 

(a) The National Guard of U.S., organized reserves, and un- 
organized reserves of Army of U.S. shall be subject to call 
for immediate active military service during period of the emer- 
gency, under such regulations as may be prescribed. 

(b) All other male citizens of the U.S. (except officers and 
enlisted men of permanent ene of Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps) between ages of eighteen and forty-five, both inclusive, 
and all other male persons between such ages residing in U.S. 
(including Alaska and insular possessions), who have within 
seven years prior to the call declared intention to become citi- 
zens, except persons excepted in Sec. 54, shall be subject to call 
for immediate military or naval service, as may be provided 
by regulation; order in which they shall be inducted into such 
service shall be determined by their classification as provided 
in next succeeding section. 

Sec. 72. CLASSIFICATION OF PERSONS LIABLE FOR SERVICE. 
—In determining order as above classification shall be provided 
for by regulation as follows: So as to constitute such special 
classes as may be prescribed; so as to place in a deferred class 
those needed in occupations of importance during the emer- 
gency, so long as they regularly and in good faith continue 
in such occupations; also those upon whose families and de- 
pendents the hardships would be greatest by reason their in- 
duction; so as to provide Military and Naval Establishments 
with persons having special qualifications; so as to except from 
service, upon claim for exception, a regularly ordained minister 
of religion; a member of a well-organized religious sect in 
existence for at least five years prior whose declared principles 
forbid to — in war in any form, etc.; but shall not 
be excepted from service in any non-combatant capacity. Also 
Federal, state, District of Columbia, county, or municipal officer 
or employee, whose official functions render his exception ad- 
visable, including a reasonable police force and police reserves 
in states and municipalities. No exception or deferred classifi- 
cation shall continue when a cause therefor no longer exists. 

Sec. 73. REGISTRATION.—Whenever Congress shall declare 
that a national emergency exists, President is authorized to 
require registration of all or any class of male citizens or resi- 
dents; exceptions: Officers and enlisted men in permanent per- 
sonnel of Army, Navy and Marine Corps and reserve officers, 
enlisted men and reservists in National Guard of U.S., and: 
organized reserves and recruits undergoing training; diplomatic. 
representatives, etc., of foreign countries. Registration shall; 
be as prescribed by proclamation by President, etc. 

Sec. 74. REGISTRATION OF PERSONS LIABLE FOR MILITARY: 
TRAINING.—To carry out provisions relative to military training: 
all male citizens, and all male residents of U.S. (except Alaska, 
and insular possessions), after attaining age of seventeen years,, 
shall be required to register with local or other board as pre- 
scribed by regulation, on such days as prescribed by President: 
by proclamation, to the end that they may be called for train- 
ing; any who may require preparatory education under Sec.. 
52 may be required to receive it at any time after registration; 
any subject to military training, mm 4 qualified therefor, 
may, with his consent and that of parents and guardians, be 


























inducted into service for training at any time after registra- 
tion and before attaining age of eighteen. 

Sec. 75. Existing Law Mape AppLicABLE.—lIn order to 
carry out the provisions relative to registration, examination, 
classification, exception, exemption and induction into service 
for the military training, so much of the provisions of act ap- 
proved May 18, 1917, entitled ‘“‘To authorize President to in- 
crease temporarily Military Establishment of the U.S.,” as 
applicable are extended for this purpose. President is author- 
ized to make rules and regulations necessary, and shall provide 
for compensation of local and district boards and assistants; 
sae shall not exceed $4 per day; assistants $2.50 per 
ay. 





Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

Sec. 76. RESERVE OFFICERS’ TRAINING COoRPS—ORGANIZA- 
TION.—President is authorized to establish and maintain in 
civil educational institutions a Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
one or more units in number, which shall consist of a senior 
division organized at universities and colleges granting academic 
degrees, including state universities and those state institutions 
that are required to provide instruction in military tactics 
under the Act of July 2, 1862, donating lands for colleges 
where leading object shall be practical instruction in agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts, including military tactics, and at those 
essentially military schools not conferring academic degrees, 
specially designated by Secretary of War as qualified, and a 
junior division organized at all other public and private educa- 
tional institutions. Each division shall consist. of units of 
several arms, corps or services in number and strength as 
President may prescribe. No such unit shall be established 
or maintained until an officer of permanent personnel of Army 
of U.S. shall have been detailed as professor of military science 
and tactics, nor until such institution shall maintain under 
military instruction at least one hundred physically fit male 
students, except that in case of units of a corps or service 
minimum number shall be fifty; except at state institutions 
described no unit in an educational institution until authorities 
of same agree to maintain a two years’ elective or compulsory 
course of military training as a minimum, which when entered 
upon by any student shall be a prerequisite for his graduation 
unless relieved by regulations prescribed by Secretary of War. 

Sec. 77, ELIGIBILITY FOR MEMBERSHIP IN R.O.T.C. shall 
be limited to students of institutions in which units of such 
corps may be established who are citizens of U.S. not less than 
fourteen years, and whose bodily condition indicates that they 
are physically fit to perform military duty or will be so upon 
arrival at military age. 

Sec. 78. R.O.T.C. Courses.—Secretary of War is authorized 
to prescribe standard courses of theoretical and practical mili- 
tary training for units of R.O.T.C., and no unit shall be 
maintained at any institution authorities of which fail to adopt 
into their curriculum prescribed courses of military training 
or to devote at least an average of three hours per week per 


academic year to such military training, except as provided in 


See. 82. 
Sec. 79. PERMANENT PERSONNEL FOR Duty wITH R.O.T.C. 
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—President is authorized to detail such numbers of officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men of permanent personnel of 
Army of U.S., either active or retired, as may be necessary, 
for duty as professors and assistant professors of military 
science and tactics, and military instructors at educational 
institutions where one or more units of R.O.T.0O. are main- 
tained; but no officer shall be so detailed who has not had two 
years’ commissioned service in Army. In time of peace retired 
officers, retired warrant officers, or retired enlisted men shall not 
be detailed without their consent. While so detailed they shall 
receivé active pay and allowances. 

Seo. 80. SUPPLIES FoR R.O.T.C.—Secretary of War, under 
regulations he may prescribe, is authorized to issue institutions 
at which one or more units of R.O.T.C. are maintained such 
public animals, transportation, arms, ammunition, supplies, 
tentage equipment and uniforms belonging to the U.S. as he 
may deem necessary; to forage animals so issued, to pay com- 
mutation in lieu of uniforms at a rate to be fixed annually by 
Secretary of War, and to authorize such expenditures, from 
pro-er Army appropriations as he may deem necessary for 
efficient maintenance; he shall require a bond in value of the 
property issued for care and safe-keeping thereof, except for 
—— and expendable articles, and for its return when re- 
quired. 

Sec. 81. RESERVE OFFICERS’ TRAINING Corps CAMPS.—Sec- 
retary of War is authorized to maintain camps for further 
practical instruction of members of R.O.T.C., no such camps 
to be maintained for a longer period than six weeks in any 
one year, — in time of actual or threatened hostilities; to 
transport members of corps to and from camps at expense of 
U.S. so far as appropriations will permit, to submit them while 
traveling to and from camps and while remaining therein so 
far as appropriations permit, or in lieu‘to pay travel allow- 
ances at rate of five cents per mile; to grant admission to 
military hospitals at camps, furnish’ medical attendance and sup- 
plies; to use troops of permanent personnel, and such Govern- 
ment property as he may deem necessary, for the military train- 
ing at camps; and to prescribe regulations for government of 
such camps. 

Sec. 82. PAy AND COMMUTATION OF SUBSISTENCE, R.O.T.C. 
—wWhen any member of senior division of R.O.T.C. has com- 
pleted two academic ‘years of service and been selected for 
advanced training by the president of institution and professor 
of military science and tactics, and has agreed in writing to 
continue in ‘R.O.T.C. for remainder of his course, devoting 
five hours per week to military training prescribed, and to 
pursue course in camp training prescribed, he may be fur- 
nished at expense of the U.S., commutation of subsistence at 
such rate, not exceeding cost of garrison ration prescribed for 
Army, as may be fixed by Secretary of War, during remainder 
of ‘his service in R.O.T.C., not exceeding two years. Any 
medical student may be admitted to a Medical Corps unit of 
R.O.T.C. for training at rate of ninety hours of instruction 
per annum for four collegiate years; if at end of two years 
he has been selected for advanced training, and has agreed in 
writing to continue in R.O.T.C. for remainder of his course, and 
to pursue course in camp, he may be furnished with commuta- 
tion of subsistence, as above. Members of R.O.T.C., author- 
ized by Secretary of War to attend advanced course camps, 
shall be paid for attendance at rate per diem paid to cadets 
of the U.S. Military Academy. 

Sec. 83. APPOINTMENT OF 'GRADUATES OF R.O.T.C. as RE- 
SERVE OFFICERS.—The President alone, under such regulations 
as he may prescribe, is authorized to appoint as a reserve 
officer of Army of U.S. any graduate of senior division of 
R. C. who shall have satisfactorily completed further train- 
ing provided in Sec. 82, or any graduate of junior division 
who shall have satisfactorily completed courses prescribed for 
senior division and further training provided in Sec. 82, and 
shall have participated in such practical instruction subsequent 
to graduation as Secretary of ‘War shall prescribe, who shall 
have arrived at age of twenty-one and shall agree, under oath 
in writing, to serve the U.S. as ‘reserve officer at least five years 
from date of appointment, unless sooner discharged by proper 
authority. No reserve officer appointed pursuant to this act 
shall be entitled to retirement, or to retired pay, and shall be 
eligible for pension only for disability incurred in line of duty 
in active service or while serving with Army pursuant to pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 84. MiniITARY EQUIPMENT AND INSTRUCTORS AT OTHER 
SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES.—Secretary of War is authorized, under 
regulations he may prescribe, to issue such arms, tentage and 
equipment as he shall deem necessary for proper military 
training to schools and colleges, other than those provided for 
in Sec. 26, having a course of military training prescribed by 
Secretary and having not less than one hundred physically fit 
male students above age of fourteen; Secretary is authorized to 
detail such available active or retired commissioned officers 
and enlisted men of permanent personnel as he may deem neces- 
sary. 

Sec. 85. President is authorized to prescribe all regulations, 
not inconsistent with provisions of this act, as may be ‘ neces- 
sary and convenient for carrying out purposes of this act. He 
may by regulation cause 'such distribution of duties, not incon- 
sistent with this act, among the several arms, corps and ser- 
vices as will result in the most efficient administration ‘and 
employment of the means herein provided. 

Ssc. 86. All commissioned officers in the Regular Army shall] 
Le included in permanent commissioned personnel of Army of 
U.S., and inclusion of any such officer therein shall not operate 
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to reduce his rank or the pay and allowances to which he, as 
an officer in Regular Army, was entitled on the date of the 
passage of this act. 

SEC. 87. All existing laws not inconsistent with this act rela- 
tive to the Regular Army shall apply to permanent personnel of 
Army of U.S. as established by this act. 

Sec. 88. REPEAL OF CERTAIN Laws.—Secs. 23, 27, 29-34, 
36-62, 64-79, 81-108, 111, 114-116, 118 and 119 of act ap- 
proved June 3, 1916, entitled ‘Making further and more 
effectual provision for the national defense, and for other pur- 
poses,” and all laws or parts of laws in so far as they are in- 
consistent with provisions of this act are hereby repealed.
